III. Bro. Stephen Godfrey, 33° 

Deputy for British Columbia and Yukon Territory 

III. Bro. Stephen Godfrey, 33° was crowned a Sovereign Grand 
Inspector-General of this Supreme Council in Winnipeg on 
September 15, 2012. 

Bro. Godfrey was born in St. Albans, Hertfordshire, England on 
December 26, 1944. He received his elementary and 
secondary schooling in London, and later in Isle of Wight. In

In 1990 he received his 
M.Ed. (Education Administration). In 2012 he received Hon B.A. Worcester University, 
England. 

He was a member of the choir at Southwark Cathedral (London) 1953-1960. He is 
presently a member of Cordova Bay United Church and has served as chair of Council, 
and Christian Development. He is a member of the church band playing bass. 

In 1968 he married Christine Godfrey (nee Mathias) and they have two daughters, 
Treana and Tricia. Both have two children each - four grandchildren. Treana lives in 
Victoria, and Tricia is in Cochrane, Alberta. 

Bro. Godfrey’s Masonic journey began in Fernie BC in March, 1972 in Elk River Lodge 
No. 35, GRBC&Y. When he moved to Victoria he affiliated with Haida Lodge No. 166 
and was Master in 1981 and 1984. He was District Education Officer (District 21) 1986 
- 1988, was appointed Grand Steward in 1989, and appointed District Deputy Grand 
Master in 2000. He was installed as Grand Master in June 2007. He has served on 
various committees of Grand Lodge, Craft Review, Education and Research, 
Leadership, Ad Hoc: Organizational Analysis and Evaluation, Constitution, Finance, 
Fraternal Relations. 

Bro. Godfrey joined the Victoria Lodge of Perfection in September 1977, receiving his 
14° in 1978, serving as TPGM in 1987. He joined Victoria Chapter of Rose Croix in 
1979 receiving his 18° in 1980. He joined the Vancouver Island Consistory receiving his 
32° in 1983; was installed as Commander-in-Chief in 1998. He was coroneted an 
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Honourary Grand Inspector-General in 1996 (Calgary), and became an active member 
in 2012 (Winnipeg). 

He is a member of Royal Arch Chapter, Cryptic Rite, Shrine, Red Cross of Constantine 
(SC), and Royal Order of Scotland. He has served in various chairs of most bodies. 
Bro. Godfrey has also served as Associate Guardian of Job’s Daughters, and was 
appointed as Grand Senior Custodian in 1994.

Business Arising from the Minutes 

To be covered under Committee and other reports. 

Financial Reports: Copies of the Treasurer's Report, the Auditors report, the 
Investment Committee report and the 2014/2015 budget update were distributed to the 
directors prior to the meeting. 

The Treasurer noted that the auditor’s report contains a “qualified opinion” clause which 
dates back to the time when the Learning Centres were under the direct supervision of 
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the Foundation. Since the Learning Centres are now separately incorporated, he will 
attempt to convince the auditor to remove this clause. 

It was moved by D. S. Skinner, seconded by S. Kalinowsky and carried that these four 
reports be received. 

It was noted that the investment guidelines show that minimum for the cash portion of 
the investment portfolio is 5%. It was moved by A. B. Loopstra, seconded by G. L. 
Greasley and carried that the minimum be changed to 0%. 

It was also noted that the budget line for the 50th Anniversary had been increased to 
$65,000. It was explained that the increase was to cover some of the costs of producing 
an issue of the Clarion dedicated to the Foundation's 50th Anniversary. 

President's Report - C. R. Townshend: Copies of the President's Report were 
distributed prior to the meeting. It was moved by T. A. McLean, seconded by L. W. 

Kline and carried that the President's Report be received and that copies be distributed 
at the Foundation Banquet. 

Executive Director Learning Centres Report - M. F. Todd: Copies of the report on 
activities for the period September 2013 to June 30, 2014, were emailed to all directors 
prior to the meeting. In his report the Executive Director noted that there is a need for 
more tutor trainers who have been certified under the Learning Centres Program and 
recommended that no further Learning Centres be approved by the Foundation until 
more trainers have been certified. 

The contract with the Nova Scotia Department of Labour has been renewed for a third 
year. Linder that contract, 9 tutors are nearing certification. 

It was moved by A. B. Loopstra, seconded by L. W. Kline and carried that the Executive 
Director’s report be received. 

In response to questions, the Executive Director: Outlined the requirements for a 
tutor to become a certified tutor trainer; Noted that projects with labour departments in 
other provinces had not been considered; Noted that the budget for the Learning Centre 
Directors meetings will be presented at the Foundation Directors meeting in April, 2015. 

Barrie Proposal: 

A proposal and business plan to open a tutoring room in Bracebridge, Ontario prepared 
by the Barrie Learning Centre was presented for approval. 

Concern was expressed that, as the license agreement does not provide for a Learning 
Centre to operate tutoring rooms in more than one physical location, the Foundation 
would be setting a precedent for other Learning Centres to follow the example of the 
Barrie Learning Centre. 
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After discussion, it was moved by A. B. Loopstra, seconded by L. W. Kline and carried 
that the Barrie Learning Centre proposal to open a tutoring room in Bracebridge, 

Ontario be approved in principle, as a pilot project lasting no more than 3 years. 
Approval will be subject to receiving the Executive Director's recommendation by 
October 31,2014.

Grants and Awards Committee - G. R. Taylor

Revised By-Laws

which had been distributed prior to the meeting. When approved by the members and 
accepted by Corporations Canada, the Foundation's governing document will be in 
compliance with provisions of the Canada Not for Profit Corporations Act. One of the 
benefits of the new by-law is that it will allow the Foundation to set directors' terms of 
office without altering the by-laws provided that a director’s term does not exceed 4 
years without re-election. 

It was moved by D. S. Skinner, seconded by S. Kalinowsky and carried unanimously 
that By-Law No. 1 be accepted as distributed and that it be presented to the members 
for approval at the September 10, 2014 general meeting of members. If approved by 
the members, this By-Law is to be submitted to Corporations Canada before October 
17,2014.

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Appendix B - By-Law 1 

BY-LAW No.1 

A by-law relating generally to the conduct of the affairs of 

THE SCOTTISH RITE CHARITABLE FOUNDATION OF CANADA 

(“Corporation” or "Foundation") 


SECTION 1 - GENERAL 
1.01 Definitions 

In this by-law and all other by-laws of the Foundation, unless the context otherwise requires: 

a. "Act” means the Canada Not-for-profit Foundations Act S.C. 2009, c.23 including the 
Regulations made pursuant to the Act, and any statute or regulations that may be 
substituted, as amended from time to time; 

b. "articles" means the original or restated articles of the Foundation or articles of 
amendment, amalgamation, continuance, reorganization, arrangement or revival of 
the Foundation; 

c. "board" means the board of directors of the Foundation and "director" means a 
member of the board; 

d. "by-law" means this by-law and any other by-laws of the Foundation as amended 
and which are, from time to time, in force and effect; 

e. "meeting of members" includes an annual meeting of members or a special meeting 
of members; "special meeting of members" includes a meeting of any class or 
classes of members and a special meeting of all members entitled to vote at an 
annual meeting of members; 

f. "ordinary resolution" means a resolution passed by a majority of not less than 50% 
plus 1 of the votes cast on that resolution; 

g. "proposal" means a proposal submitted by a member of the Foundation that meets 
the requirements of section 163 of the Act; 

h. "Regulations" means the regulations made under the Act, as amended, restated or in 
effect from time to time; and 

i. "special resolution" means a resolution passed by a majority of not less than two- 
thirds (2/3) of the votes cast on that resolution. 

1.01 Interpretation 

In the interpretation of this by-law, words in the singular include the plural and vice-versa, 
words in one gender include all genders, and "person" includes an individual, body 
corporate, partnership, trust and unincorporated organization. 

Other than as specified in 1.01 above, words and expressions defined in the Act have the 
same meanings when used in these by-laws. 

1.02 Corporate Seal 

The corporate seal of the Foundation has been approved by the board. The Secretary of the 
Foundation shall be the custodian of the corporate seal. 
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1.04 Execution of Documents 


Deeds, transfers, assignments, contracts, obligations and other instruments in writing 
requiring execution by the Foundation may be signed by any two (2) of its officers or 
directors. In addition, the board may from time to time direct the manner in which and the 
person or persons by whom a particular document or type of document shall be executed. 
Any person authorized to sign any document may affix the corporate seal (if any) to the 
document. Any signing officer may certify a copy of any instrument, resolution, by-law or 
other document of the Foundation to be a true copy thereof. 

1.05 Financial Year End 

The financial year end of the Foundation shall be determined by the board of directors. 

1.06 Banking Arrangements 

The banking business of the Foundation shall be transacted at such bank, trust company or 
other firm or Foundation carrying on a banking business in Canada or elsewhere as the 
board of directors may designate, appoint or authorize from time to time by resolution. The 
banking business or any part of it shall be transacted by an officer or officers of the 
Foundation and/or other persons as the board of directors may by resolution from time to 
time designate, direct or authorize. 

1.07 Annual Financial Statements 

The Foundation shall place before the members at the annual meeting the financial 
statements and the auditor’s report. The Foundation may, instead of sending copies of the 
annual financial statements and other documents referred to in subsection 172(1) (Annual 
Financial Statements) of the Act to the members, publish a notice to its members stating 
that the annual financial statements and documents provided in subsection 172(1) are 
available at the registered office of the Foundation and any member may, on request, obtain 
a copy free of charge at the registered office or by prepaid mail. The Foundation may send 
to the members by electronic means the annual financial statements and auditor’s report 
prior to the annual meeting. 

1.08 Head Office 

The Head Office of the Foundation shall be in the City of Hamilton in the Province of 
Ontario. 

SECTION 2 - MEMBERSHIP - MATTERS REQUIRING SPECIAL RESOLUTION 
2.01 Membership Conditions 

Subject to the articles, there shall be one class of members in the Foundation. 

Members in the Foundation shall be those members of the Supreme Council of the Ancient 
and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada who for the time being are entitled to 
attend and to vote at meetings of the Supreme Council. 

Upon additional members being admitted to the Foundation in accordance with the 
provisions of this by-law, the Secretary shall enter their names on the membership roll in the 
minute book of the Foundation and they shall thereupon be members of the Foundation. 
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Pursuant to subsection 197(1) (Fundamental Change) of the Act, a special resolution of the 
members is required to make any amendments to this section of the by-laws if those 
amendments affect membership rights and/or conditions described in paragraphs 197(1 )(e), 
(h), (I) or (m). 

2.02 Notice of Meeting of Members 

Notice of the time and place of a meeting of members shall be given to each member 
entitled to vote at the meeting by the following means: 

a. by mail, courier or personal delivery to each member entitled to vote at the meeting, 
during a period of 21 to 60 days before the day on which the meeting is to be held; 
or 

b. by telephonic, electronic or other communication facility to each member entitled to 
vote at the meeting, during a period of 21 to 35 days before the day on which the 
meeting is to be held. 

Pursuant to subsection 197(1) (Fundamental Change) of the Act, a special resolution of the 
members is required to make any amendment to the by-laws of the Foundation to change 
the manner of giving notice to members entitled to vote at a meeting of members. 

2.03 Absentee Voting Not Permitted 

Members must be physically present at a meeting of members to be eligible to vote. Voting 
shall be by show of hands unless a ballot is demanded by the members. 

Pursuant to subsection 197(1) (Fundamental Change) of the Act, a special resolution of the 
members is required to make any amendment to the by-laws of the Foundation to change 
this section. 

SECTION 3 - MEMBERSHIP DUES, TERMINATION AND DISCIPLINE 
3.01 Membership Dues or Fees 

There shall be no membership fee unless authorized by the directors. There shall be no 
certificates of membership. 

3.02 Termination of Membership 

Membership in the Foundation is terminated when: 

a. the member dies; 

b. a member fails to maintain any qualifications for membership described in Section 
2.01 of these by-laws; 

c. the member resigns by delivering a written resignation to the Chair of the Board of 
the Foundation in which case such resignation shall be effective on the date 
specified in the resignation; 

d. the member is expelled in accordance with Section 3.03 below or is otherwise 
terminated in accordance with the articles or by-laws; 

e. the member’s term of membership expires; or 

f. the Foundation is liquidated or dissolved under the Act. 

No member shall have any interest in the assets, property or income of the Foundation. All 
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rights and privileges of any member of the Foundation shall cease upon the termination of 
his membership. 

3.03 Discipline of Members 

The board shall have authority to suspend or expel any member from the Foundation for 
any one or more of the following grounds: 

a. violating any provision of the articles, by-laws, or written policies of the Foundation; 

b. carrying out any conduct which may be detrimental to the Foundation as determined 
by the board in its sole discretion; 

c. for any other reason that the board in its sole and absolute discretion considers to be 
reasonable, having regard to the purposes of the Foundation. 

In the event that the board determines that a member should be expelled or suspended 
from membership in the Foundation, the president, or such other officer as may be 
designated by the board, shall provide twenty (20) days notice of suspension or expulsion to 
the member and shall provide reasons for the proposed suspension or expulsion. The 
member may make written submissions to the president, or such other officer as may be 
designated by the board, in response to the notice received within such twenty (20) day 
period. In the event that no written submissions are received by the president, the president, 
or such other officer as may be designated by the board, may proceed to notify the member 
that the member is suspended or expelled from membership in the Foundation. If written 
submissions are received in accordance with this section, the board will consider such 
submissions in arriving at a final decision and shall notify the member concerning such final 
decision within a further twenty (20) days from the date of receipt of the submissions. The 
board's decision shall be final and binding on the member, without any further right of 
appeal. 

SECTION 4 - MEETINGS OF MEMBERS 
4.01 Persons Entitled to be Present 

The only persons entitled to be present at a meeting of members shall be those entitled to 
vote at the meeting, the directors and the public accountant of the Foundation and such 
other persons who are entitled or required under any provision of the Act, articles or by-laws 
of the Foundation to be present at the meeting. Any other person may be admitted only on 
the invitation of the chair of the meeting or by resolution of the members. 

4.02 Chair of the Meeting 

In the event that the chair of the board and the vice-chair of the board are absent, the 
members who are present and entitled to vote at the meeting shall choose one of their 
number to chair the meeting. 

4.03 Quorum 

A quorum at any meeting of the members shall be two (2) of the members entitled to vote at 
the meeting. If a quorum is present at the opening of a meeting of members, the members 
present may proceed with the business of the meeting even if a quorum is not present 
throughout the meeting. 
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4.04 Votes to Govern 


At any meeting of members every question shall, unless otherwise provided by the articles 
or by-laws or by the Act, be determined by a majority of the votes cast on the question. In 
case of an equality of votes on a show of hands, or on a ballot, the chair of the meeting in 
addition to an original vote shall have a second or casting vote. 

SECTION 5 - DIRECTORS 

5.01 Election and Term 

Subject to the articles, the members will elect the directors at each annual meeting at which 
an election of directors is required, and the directors shall be elected to hold office for a 
term of not more than four (4) years following the election. 

5.02 Staggering of Directors’ Terms 

The terms of the directors may be staggered. The term of a director may be less than four 
(4) years. 

5.03 Directors not required to be Members of the Foundation. 

A director of the Foundation is not required to be a member of the Foundation. 

5.04 Appointment of Chair and Vice-Chair(s) 

At the first meeting of directors following the annual meeting of members, the directors shall 
appoint from among themselves a Chair and one or more Vice-Chairs. 

SECTION 6 - MEETINGS OF DIRECTORS 

6.01 Calling of Meetings 

Meetings of the board may be called by the chair of the board, the vice-chair of the board or 
any two (2) directors at any time. 

6.02 Notice of Meeting 

Notice of the time and place for the holding of a meeting of the board shall be given in the 
manner provided in Section 8.01 of this by-law to every director of the Foundation not less 
than 7 days before the time when the meeting is to be held. Notice of a meeting shall not be 
necessary if all of the directors are present, and none objects to the holding of the meeting, 
or if those absent have waived notice of or have otherwise signified their consent to the 
holding of such meeting. Notice of an adjourned meeting is not required if the time and 
place of the adjourned meeting is announced at the original meeting. No notice of meeting 
need specify the purpose or the business to be transacted at the meeting except that a 
notice of meeting of directors shall specify any matter referred to in subsection 138(2) 
(Limits on Authority) of the Act that is to be dealt with at the meeting. 

6.03 Regular Meetings 

The board may appoint a day or days in any month or months for regular meetings of the 
board at a place and hour to be named. A copy of any resolution of the board fixing the 
place and time of such regular meetings of the board shall be sent to each director forthwith 
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after being passed, but no other notice shall be required for any such regular meeting 
except if subsection 136(3) (Notice of Meeting) of the Act requires the purpose thereof or 
the business to be transacted to be specified in the notice. 

6.04 Votes to Govern 

At all meetings of the board, every question shall be decided by a majority of the votes cast 
on the question. In case of an equality of votes, the chair of the meeting in addition to an 
original vote shall have a second or casting vote. 

6.05 Committees 

The board may from time to time appoint any committee or other advisory body, as it deems 
necessary or appropriate for such purposes and, subject to the Act, with such powers as the 
board shall see fit. Any such committee may formulate its own rules of procedure, subject to 
such regulations or directions as the board may from time to time make. Any committee 
member may be removed by resolution of the board of directors. 

SECTION 7 - OFFICERS 

7.01 Description of Offices 

Unless otherwise specified by the board which may, subject to the Act modify, restrict or 
supplement such duties and powers, the offices of the Foundation, if designated and if 
officers are appointed, shall have the following duties and powers associated with their 
positions: 

a. Chair of the Board - The chair of the board, if one is to be appointed, shall be a 
director. The chair of the board, if any, shall, when present, preside at all meetings of 
the board of directors and of the members. The chair shall have such other duties 
and powers as the board may specify. 

b. Vice-Chair of the Board - The vice-chair of the board, if one is to be appointed, 
shall be a director. If the chair of the board is absent or is unable or refuses to act, 
the vice-chair of the board, if any, shall, when present, preside at all meetings of the 
board of directors and of the members. The vice-chair shall have such other duties 
and powers as the board may specify. 

c. President - If appointed, the president shall be the chief executive officer of the 
Foundation and shall be responsible for implementing the strategic plans and 
policies of the Foundation. The president shall, subject to the authority of the board, 
have general supervision of the affairs of the Foundation. 

d. Secretary - If appointed, the Secretary shall attend and be the Secretary of all 
meetings of the board, members and committees of the board. The Secretary shall 
enter or cause to be entered in the Foundation's minute book, minutes of all 
proceedings at such meetings; the Secretary shall give, or cause to be given, as and 
when instructed, notices to members, directors, the public accountant and members 
of committees; the Secretary shall be the custodian of all books, papers, records, 
documents and other instruments belonging to the Foundation. 

e. Treasurer - If appointed, the treasurer shall have such powers and duties as the 
board may specify. 

The powers and duties of all other officers of the Foundation shall be such as the terms of 
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their engagement call for or the board or president requires of them. The board may, from 
time to time and subject to the Act, vary, add to or limit the powers and duties of any officer. 

7.02 Vacancy in Office 

In the absence of a written agreement to the contrary, the board may remove, whether for 
cause or without cause, any officer of the Foundation. Unless so removed, an officer shall 
hold office until the earlier of: 

a. the officer's successor being appointed, 

b. the officer's resignation, 

c. such officer ceasing to be a director (if a necessary qualification of appointment) or 

d. such officer's death. 

If the office of any officer of the Foundation shall be or become vacant, the directors may, 
by resolution, appoint a person to fill such vacancy. 

SECTION 8 - NOTICES 

8.01 Method of Giving Notices 

Any notice (which term includes any communication or document) to be given (which term 
includes sent, delivered or served), other than notice of a meeting of members or a meeting 
of the board of directors, pursuant to the Act, the articles, the by-laws or otherwise to a 
member, director, officer or member of a committee of the board or to the public accountant 
shall be sufficiently given: 

a. if delivered personally to the person to whom it is to be given or if delivered to such 
person's address as shown in the records of the Foundation or in the case of notice 
to a director to the latest address as shown in the last notice that was sent by the 
Foundation in accordance with section 128 (Notice of directors) or 134 (Notice of 
change of directors); or 

b. if mailed to such person at such person's recorded address by prepaid ordinary or air 
mail; or 

c. if sent to such person by telephonic, electronic or other communication facility at 
such person's recorded address for that purpose; or 

d. if provided in the form of an electronic document in accordance with Part 17 of the 
Act. 

A notice so delivered shall be deemed to have been given when it is delivered personally or 
to the recorded address as aforesaid; a notice so mailed shall be deemed to have been 
given when deposited in a post office or public letter box; and a notice so sent by any 
means of transmitted or recorded communication shall be deemed to have been given 
when dispatched or delivered to the appropriate communication company or agency or its 
representative for dispatch. The Secretary may change or cause to be changed the 
recorded address of any member, director, officer, public accountant or member of a 
committee of the board in accordance with any information believed by the Secretary to be 
reliable. The declaration by the Secretary that notice has been given pursuant to this by-law 
shall be sufficient and conclusive evidence of the giving of such notice. The signature of any 
director or officer of the Foundation to any notice or other document to be given by the 
Foundation may be written, stamped, type-written or printed or partly written, stamped, type-

written or printed. 

8.02 Invalidity of any provisions of this by-law 

The invalidity or unenforceability of any provision of this by-law shall not affect the validity or 
enforceability of the remaining provisions of this by-law. 

8.03 Omissions and Errors 

The accidental omission to give any notice to any member, director, officer, member of a 
committee of the board or public accountant, or the non-receipt of any notice by any such 
person where the Foundation has provided notice in accordance with the by-laws or any 
error in any notice not affecting its substance shall not invalidate any action taken at any 
meeting to which the notice pertained or otherwise founded on such notice. 

SECTION 9 - DISPUTE RESOLUTION 

9.01 Mediation and Arbitration 

Disputes or controversies among members, directors, officers, committee members, or 
volunteers of the Foundation are as much as possible to be resolved in accordance with 
mediation and/or arbitration as provided in Section 9.02 of this by-law. 

9.02 Dispute Resolution Mechanism 

In the event that a dispute or controversy among members, directors, officers, committee 
members or volunteers of the Foundation arising out of or related to the articles or by-laws, 
or out of any aspect of the operations of the Foundation is not resolved in private meetings 
between the parties, then without prejudice to or in any other way derogating from the rights 
of the members, directors, officers, committee members, employees or volunteers of the 
Foundation as set out in the articles, by-laws or the Act, and as an alternative to such 
person instituting a law suit or legal action, such dispute or controversy shall be settled by a 
process of dispute resolution as follows: 

a. The dispute or controversy shall first be submitted to a panel of mediators whereby 
the one party appoints one mediator, the other party (or if applicable the board of the 
Foundation) appoints one mediator, and the two mediators so appointed jointly 
appoint a third mediator. The three mediators will then meet with the parties in 
question in an attempt to mediate a resolution between the parties. 

b. The number of mediators may be reduced from three to one or two upon agreement 
of the parties. 

c. If the parties are not successful in resolving the dispute through mediation, then the 
parties agree that the dispute shall be settled by arbitration before a single arbitrator, 
who shall not be any one of the mediators referred to above, in accordance with the 
provincial or territorial legislation governing domestic arbitrations in force in the 
province or territory where the registered office of the Foundation is situated or as 
otherwise agreed upon by the parties to the dispute. The parties agree that all 
proceedings relating to arbitration shall be kept confidential and there shall be no 
disclosure of any kind. The decision of the arbitrator shall be final and binding and 
shall not be subject to appeal on a question of fact, law or mixed fact and law. 

d. All costs of the mediators appointed in accordance with this section shall be borne 
equally by the parties to the dispute or the controversy. All costs of the arbitrators 
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appointed in accordance with this section shall be borne by such parties as may be 
determined by the arbitrators. 

SECTION 10 - EFFECTIVE DATE 

10.01 Effective Date 

Subject to matters requiring a special resolution, this by-law shall be effective when made 
by the board.

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and brethren: 

It is my privilege to present this annual report. 

Annual Sessions 

The Annual Session in Blue Mountains, in the Valley of Barrie was very successful. 
Surveys of those attending at this resort session indicated that almost all were very 
positive regarding their experience. Many comments were made that will guide the 
preparation and delivery of future sessions. Approximately 512 persons registered for 
the session. Chairman of the host committee, III. Bro. John Imrie, 33° and the 
committee’s other members are deserving of the numerous accolades they received in 
organizing the infrastructure necessary to facilitate the productive conduct of business 
and an entertaining social programme. The committee’s Honorary Chairman, the late III. 
Bro. Donald N. Campbell, 33° would be very proud of his Valley and the way it 
responded on relatively short notice to host an excellent session. 

The host committee of the Valley of Halifax has completed its preparation for the 2014 
Annual Session under the direction of Co-Chairs III. Bro. Lloyd Meunier, 33° and III. Bro. 
Kent Clarke, 33°. All who attend the session should experience a productive and 
enjoyable experience, as well as the opportunity to sample the many attractions that 
Halifax has to offer. 

Future Sessions 

The host committee of the Valley of Windsor has been planning the 2015 Annual 
Session and working to provide the logistics necessary to ensure its success, under the 
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Chairmanship of III. Bro. John Revel, 32°. The Valley will be making a presentation 
regarding this session in Halifax.

A meeting of future session chairmen and ladies in charge of the ladies programmes will 
be held in Halifax to assist them in preparing for the Annual Session to be held in their 
Valleys. All with an interest are invited to attend. 

Grand Representatives 

In the last year III. Bro. Peter Atsidakos, 33° and III. Bro. Samuel Kalinowsky, 33° were 
confirmed as representatives near this Supreme Council for the jurisdictions of Greece 
and Estonia respectively. Please note that III. Bro. Maurice Hrycyk, 33° is the 
representative near this Supreme Council for Lithuania while III. Bro. William 
Fitzsimmons, 33° fulfills that role for Paraguay. Vacancies exist presently for the 
jurisdictions of Belgium and Scotland. 

Scottish Rite Membership in Canada 2013-2014 

There are approximately 15, 306 members of the Scottish Rite in Canada, a year over 
year decline of 316. Year over year declines are a problem but not an insurmountable 
one. As Supreme Council continues to develop initiatives to address the priorities of 
Membership, Leadership and Communications, each Valley is requested to address 
these issues and to share best practices with other Valleys and the general membership 
by keeping the Deputy responsible for their Valley fully appraised of activities that merit 
his consideration. Develop leaders, inspire members and communicate well the stories 
of successful initiatives that increase the health of your Valley by using the 
communication vehicles at your disposal. 

Supreme Council Office Updates 

1. Reformatting of ritual degrees continues as revised degrees are received from 
the Ritual Committee. Arrangements are being made to post all rituals on the 
website for the reference of Sovereign Grand Inspectors-General and to provide 
the Valley Secretaries with a complete set of the most up to date rituals to assist 
them in their distribution as contemplated in the Statutes and Regulations. 

2. New material has been added periodically to the Members section of the website. 
This material is designed to act as a resource for the use of our membership and 
to educate members regarding the administrative structure and work of Supreme 
Council. All are encouraged to register to gain access to this important part of the 
website and to visit it frequently for “all the news that is the news”. 

3. The office computer system has been upgraded according to the 
recommendations of our IT advisor. All services have now been transferred to 
Cloud IT and the association of Supreme Council and its previous IT service 
provider has ended. These actions have laid the groundwork to consider how to 
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improve the delivery of service to the Valleys and improve the two-way flow of 
communication. 

4. The office is engaged in providing support to the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation during its 50 th Anniversary year. This has entailed the distribution of 
information packages to various groups within the membership and the 
administration of donations that are forwarded to the office. Those forwarded to 
the SRCF office can be directed to the capital account of the Foundation or to the 
capital account of the Learning Centre specified on the donation form. These will 
be counted against the target of $1 M established to enhance the ability of the 
Foundation and the Learning Centres to maintain consistent levels of service 
over time. Contributions made directly to the Learning Centres to defray current 
operating costs are not part of the campaign but are as necessary to their 
operations as in any other year. 

5. The winter edition of the Clarion was sent to the membership, along with the blue 
envelope for donations to the SRCF. This distribution resulted in the receipt of 
over $18,500 in donations. 

Conferences Attended 

Report of the Conference of Grand Masters and Grand Secretaries of North America 
February 16-18, 2014 Baltimore, Maryland 

I attended the Grand Secretaries portion of this conference, which had as its theme, 
“Reclaiming Our Heritage for a Better Tomorrow”. 

The keynote address was given by Dr. Paul Rich. He is a scholar, professor and author 
of over 50 books. These primarily deal with Masonic subjects and the history of fraternal 
organizations in general. He stressed the need to recognize the interest younger men 
joining the craft have in its history and teachings and the responsibility for preserving 
our history, in great detail. He noted that secretaries have a central role to play in 
recording our history and that more not less should be recorded as the true value future 
generations will put on our information cannot be anticipated. He then gave beautiful 
descriptions of how the history of early English involvements in the Middle East and 
India were often found in the historical record of Masonic writings of the day, not 
through any coordinated state endeavour to record events. His message to the 
secretaries was “nothing is junk” so do not be too concerned with your own belief in 
what is important but rather record all and let future generations determine what they 
need. 

He summed up by saying we need to make Masonic publications available to the 
general public at low cost to remain relevant and engender interest in the fraternity; in 
short he directed the group to, “keep everything and keep it well”. 

Much of the conference concerned alternatives to the common lodge experience as we 
know it. Andrew Casalou, Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of California spoke of 
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the California models of one big and one small lodge that developed new programmes 
for recruiting members and thereafter involving them more deeply in the Freemasonry. 
Delayed admittance is a way of making sure that only those truly committed to 
becoming a Mason are admitted. 

Mr. Casalou and Tom Guest, the Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of Texas 
presented on this topic to the Grand Secretaries Conference. Chad Simpson, Director of 
Programme Development for the Grand Lodge of Ohio presented on the topic of 
Traditional Observance Lodges with the assistance of others who spoke about the 
particular type of traditional observance lodge that held their membership. 

Notwithstanding the reported success of these alternative forms of meeting and 
conducting lodge programmes, all within the rules of their respective Grand Lodge 
constitutions, this topic was controversial to some present. 

Commission on Information and Recognition- Peter Norman, out- going Chair of the 
Commission reported on the examination for regularity of Supreme Councils concerning 
seven countries including: Mexico, Haiti, Cuba (re Florida), Brazil, Paraguay, Bulgaria 
and France. 

The presentations regarding Social Media, the IRS and the Masonic Service 
Association were similar to those given at the 2013 conference in Kansas City.

Report on the All Canada Conference of Grand and District Grand Lodges 

The Thirty- Second Conference was held in Winnipeg on April 4-5, 2014. 

I attended the conference as an observer and III. Bro. Richard A.H. Brown, 33° attended 
as the Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of Saskatchewan. 

All ten Grand Lodges of Canada and the District Grand Lodge of Scotland (NFLD) were 
in attendance. 

The theme of the conference was, “Where Once We Stood” and was explained during 
opening remarks by President, Owen Devereaux, Newfoundland (SC). He commented 
on the importance of reflecting on our histories to identify things which have stood the 
test of time in determining the strategies to guide future actions. At the same time he 
pointed out that change is reality and the fraternity needs to develop while preserving its 
principles in the process. 

Each of the Grand Lodges and the District Grand Lodge presented jurisdictional reports 
on significant activities and developments within their jurisdictions. In addition, the 
following reports were presented: 
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Report of the Conference of Grand Masters of North America - GM Don Stutt, British 
Columbia and Yukon 

Report on the Conference of Grand Secretaries - Grand Sec. Jerry Kopp, Alberta 

Report on the Western Canada Conference - III. Bro. Richard A.H. Brown as Grand Sec 
of Saskatchewan 

Report of the Committee on Recognition - Grand Sec. Terry Shand, Ontario 

The following made presentations to the Conference: 

Grand Sec of Alberta Jerry Kopp - “I Have a Dream”. 

Grand Secretary of BC & Y George Moore - “Becoming a Freemason”. 

Grand Master of the GL of Canada in the P of O Donald Campbell - “Un-Masonic 
Conduct”. 

Ad Hoc Committees 

Work on the three initiatives of Membership, Leadership and Communications 
continues. III. Bro. Alan Arbuckle, 33° chaired a committee to review the awards 
programme for Valley publications and to make recommendations. A report has been 
received and it too is being considered. 

To further the initiative of Communications, an AD Hoc Communications Committee 
was formed under the joint chairmanship of your Grand Secretary-General and III. Bro. 
Gareth Taylor, 33° Deputy for Ontario. The committee has been populated with 
members from across the various regions of the country and a message to the 
Membership document was sent to the Valleys explaining the composition and mandate 
of the committee. Its initial focus is on the production of material for the websites of the 
Rite and the Foundation and for our print publications, the Clarion and the 
Communique. To develop the infrastructure to work closely with the Valleys in 
producing the stories of the Valleys and their members, the committee has been hard at 
work to establish liaisons to the committee in each Valley and various Valleys have 
been assigned to committee members so that they can work with their assigned Valley 
liaisons. It is hoped this process will be completed by the end of this session. A sub¬ 
committee, under the guidance of the Lieutenant Grand Commander, has also been 
struck to develop parameters governing the material to be submitted to the website or 
print media. That should also be complete by the time you read the final proceedings of 
this session. 

Closing Remarks 

It is usually the case that annual reports represent the tip of the iceberg of the efforts 
that went into the activities that inform them. It is also the case that those efforts are 
expended by many capable people quite apart from the authors of the reports. This is 
the case with this report and I express my sincere appreciation to the staff in the 
Supreme Council office for their unwavering support with good natured advice, 
information and other assistance during the year. III. Bro. Ken Rutherford, 33° Chief 
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Operating Officer, Leslie Drake and Lucy Berthoud have been diligent in addressing 
capably the needs of Supreme Council, the Valleys and the membership at large in a 
year when the work of the accommodating a smooth transition to the Cloud continued 
and the work associated with the 50 th anniversary of the SRCF commenced. 

I wish to thank the Deputies for their efforts in supporting the administrative work of the 
office through their active participation in a number of meetings, their use of a newly 
created template for annual reports that more fully inform the reader of their experience 
with the Valleys under their charge and for their advice which led to the creation of 
documents and resources to assist them in the performance of their duties. 

This year has also been characterized by the continuation of the invaluable assistance 
of III. Bro. Richard A.H. Brown, 33° and III. Bro. Terry McLean, 33° in the discharge of 
my duties. The Sovereign Grand Commander fosters an open dialogue conducive to the 
thorough consideration of all issues related to this office while the Lieutenant Grand 
Commander continued to provide timely support with suggestions and action where 
required. His breadth of understanding of process and issues is a great asset to the Rite 
in so many areas.

Grand Treasurer-General’s Report 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

I am once again pleased to present the Annual Financial Statements and the Auditor’s 
report for the year ended May 31, 2014, which will be published in the Annual 
Proceedings of this Session. Copies of these financial statements, which were approved 
following a meeting with our auditors can be found in the “Preliminary Reports”. The 
Financial Statements constitute both a general and detailed report of all revenues and 
expenses during the year pursuant to Article 28 (c) of the Statutes and Regulations of 
Supreme Council. 

The audited financial statements for Supreme Council for the year ended May 31,2014, 
were reviewed and discussed in detail with our auditors Grant Thornton LLP, Chartered 
Accountants. For the year ended May 31,2014, your Supreme Council experienced an 
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excess of expenses over revenue before unrealized gain floss] on investments in 

the amount of $ 5,303 as compared to an excess of over expenses over revenue in 
the amount of $ 32,062 for fiscal 2013. 

The statements of operations and the related schedules of expenses, which can be 
found in the “Preliminary Reports” present the results of operations for the year ended 
May 31,2014 together with the comparative figures for the year ended May 31,2013. 

The Draft Budget found in the “Preliminary Reports” outlines in detail the results of 
operations for the year ended May 31,2014 compared to the 2014 budget approved at 
last year’s annual session of Supreme Council. 

In many areas, the operations for the year compared favourably to budget. [See the 
Draft Budget for fiscal 2015 with comparison to the 2014 budget to actuals in the 
“Preliminary Reports”]. 

General comments 

Declining membership and its effect on the annual per-capita assessment to Supreme 
Council continues to be a concern to your Grand Treasurer-General. Administration 
expenses and office up-grades appear to have been addressed and hopefully will 
stabilize for fiscal 2015 after the up-grade to the telephone/Internet has been 
completed. 

Your Grand Secretary-General would like to congratulate the Valley of Barrie on their 
successful hosting of Supreme Council Session at the Blue Mountain Resort. Not only 
was it a success as a session, but financially did extremely well done. 

As indicated elsewhere in the “Preliminary Reports”, the much improved financial 
markets have seen our investment portfolios increase significantly and likewise, the 
Investment income and realized [net] capital gains indicate a much improved 
performance. [See details outlined below] 

Included in expenses are significant expenses related to the up-grade of the office 
computer system, which is of a capital nature. Similarly, included in the audited financial 
statements is an amount of $ 9,552, which is a final cost relating to the hosting of the 
World Conference in 2010. Both of these expenses are somewhat extraordinary in 
nature and will not occur again. 

Given the improving market conditions, as well as new efficiencies in the Office of the 
Grand Secretary-General, at this time your Grand Treasurer-General does not propose 
to adjust the per-capita assessment at this time. 

Financial Instruments 

As indicated in the notes to the financial statements, effective June 1, 2008, the 
organization adopted the accounting and disclosure requirements of the CICA’s two 
new accounting standards, Section 3862, Financial Instruments Disclosures, and 
Section 3863, Financial Instruments - Presentation. 
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Effective June 1, 2008, the organization also adopted the CICA’s new accounting 
standard, Section 1535, Capital Disclosures, which requires the disclosure of both 
quantitative and qualitative information that enables the users of financial statements to 
evaluate the entity’s objectives, policies and processes for managing capital. 

The new standard did not have a material effect on the financial statements. 

As a result of the foregoing policy, it was necessary to provide for an unrealized gain on 
investments in the amount of $107,410 which resulted in an overall excess of revenue 
over expenses of $ 102,107 [i.e. $ 107,410 - $ 5,303]. 

Investments 

Our investment portfolios continue to be in the care of R. B. C. Dominion Securities and 
as indicated above have shown significant improvements in both the overall portfolio 
values and the related income and net capital gains thereon. I would continue to 
recommend the engagement of R. B. C. Dominion Securities to attend to our financial 
needs. 

The net value of the assets of the Supreme Council as at May 31, 2013 consisting of 
cash on deposit and cash equivalents, investments at fair value together with amounts 
receivable, inventory and prepaid items, less liabilities for accounts payable and fees 
paid in advance totaled $ 1,714,853 as compared to $ 1,612,746 as at May 31,2013. 

Our investment income aggregated $ 82,010 for the year ended May 31, 2014 as 
compared to $ 63,894 in the prior year. The net gain on the disposal of investments 
during the year amounted to $ 19,070 as compared to net realized gain on the sale of 
investments in the prior year of $ 6,784. Your Trustees and Investment Advisors 
continue to work within the recently amended [2012] guidelines of the Supreme Council 
Investment Policy, whereby the portfolios are generally managed within a maximum of 
50% / 50% split of fixed income to equity investments. The details of the investment 
portfolios can be found in the audited financial statements and in the report of the 
Trustees. 

Note: Giving consideration to cash requirements during the past fiscal year, it was 
necessary to transfer from the General Investment Portfolio amounts aggregating $ 
50,000 to fund ongoing operations of Supreme Council. 

In accordance with Art. 28 (d) of the Statutes and Regulations, your Grand Treasurer- 
General has submitted a draft annual budget plan for the ensuing fiscal year i.e. June 1, 
2014 to May 31, 2015. This proposed budget has been submitted to the Chairman of 
Audit and Finance and his committee for review and will be addressed in detail in due 
course and submitted for your approval. 

Actions During The Year 

In addition to the duties and responsibilities of the Grand Treasurer-General as outlined 
in the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council, your Grand Treasurer-General, 
Grand Secretary-General and Chief Operating Officer are in regular communication 
throughout the year with our representative at R. B. C. Dominion Securities to review 
the investment portfolios and their performance. 
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Your Grand Treasurer-General, the Grand Secretary-General and the Chief Operating 
Officer have met on a regular basis to review various matters in connection with the 
financial affairs of Supreme Council and other staffing and office matters. As indicated 
above, we have also met with our Auditors, Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants to 
review their report and the year- end audited financial statements. A special thanks to 
our auditors Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants, LLP for their overall assistance 
and interest during the year. 

Special Candidates Fund 

Once again, I am pleased to report that as a result of your confirmation to establish a 
Candidates’ Capital Fund, [2005] this new fund, as outlined in the audited financial 
statements received the initial seed money of $15,000 together with the contributions 
from the candidates and investment income over the past few years. The investment 
portfolio for this fund at fair value now aggregates $ 139,620 plus cash equivalents of $ 
906 for a total of $ 140,526 as at May 312, 2014. 

This fund will increase with the contributions from this year’s class by $ 6,400.00 i.e. 

32 x $ 200. From here on in, the joining fee as outlined in the Statutes and Regulations 
of Supreme Council of every new Honorary Inspector-General will include an amount of 
$200 or such amount as determined by Supreme Council from time to time. This 
amount will be invested in this Special Candidates’ Capital Fund. 

The $ 6,400 from this year’s class has already been transferred to the Special 
Candidates’ Fund maintained by R. B. C. Dominion Securities and duly deployed. 

Again, it is suggested that when the fund becomes a meaningful amount, annually 
Supreme Council would withdraw say eighty-five [85%] percent of the income earned by 
the fund to assist with the financial operations of Supreme Council. The capital would 
remain in tact. Accordingly, each year the fund will increase by the fifteen [15%] of the 
investment income retained in the fund, as well as the contributions made by the fees 
paid by the new Honorary Inspector-Generals and hopefully by capital appreciation on 
the investments being held. This recommendation, now implemented will provide an 
annual renewable source of capital in the future. 

General Comments 

I would again laud the efforts of our Sovereign Grand Commander and Lieutenant 
Grand commander on their ongoing efforts to introduce meaningful programs to address 

membership decline, leadership requirements and communication skills within the 
Scottish Rite. This effort has also include new promotional material for distribution to 
potential candidates. 

Your Grand Treasurer-General continues to be ever watchful of the financial health of 
Supreme Council, but is equally cognoscente of the ever increasing costs being 
experienced at the Valley level. At this time, and as indicated above I would propose no 
adjustment be made to the per-capita assessment to the Valleys for the ensuing year. 

The hosting of the Annual Sessions of Supreme Council continues to be challenging to 
say the least, especially the financial matters pertaining thereto. This is evident from the 
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wide swings in results from session to session and the declining attendees at some of 
the sessions. 


However, I would like to congratulate the Valley of Barrie on their not only successful 
Session at Blue Mountain last year, but the equally successful financial results. 

A Special Congratulations. 

Conclusion 

In closing, I would once again wish to record a word of appreciation to all the Supreme 
Council staff for their loyal support throughout the year. And to all the Supreme Council 
brethren who have conscientiously applied fiduciary accountability in helping Supreme 
Council keep expenditures to budget. 

Your Grand Treasurer-General acknowledges the work and efforts of III. Bro. Kenneth 
Rutherford 33° Chief Operating Officer and a very special thanks to Ms. Leslie Drake of 
the Office of the Grand Secretary-General. 

Again, a special word of thanks to III. Bro. Richard A. H. Brown, 33°, Sovereign Grand 
Commander, III. Bro. Terry McLean, 33°, Lieutenant Grand Commander, III. Bro. Brian 
Gilkinson, 33°, Grand Secretary-General and again III. Bro. Kenneth Rutherford, 33°, 
Chief Operating Officer and the office staff at Supreme Council for all their assistance 
rendered to the Grand Treasurer-General during the past year.

JURISPRUDENCE AND LEGISLATION 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The Committee on Jurisprudence and Legislation is required by our Statutes and 
Regulations to consider all matters referred to it, with particular reference to 
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amendments to the Statutes and Regulations and to report to this Supreme Council 
accordingly. 

Part I of this report covers amendments presented to the Grand Secretary-General and 
published in a timely manner as required by ART. 47.1 (a) i and ii. 

Part II of this report covers the Committee’s report on the allocution of the Sovereign 
Grand Commander. 

Part III of this report will cover amendments, if any, proposed at the Annual Session and 
which meet the requirements as set out in ART. 47.1 (b). 

PARTI 

This year your Committee has received the following notices of proposed amendments 
to the Statutes and Regulations and, in accordance with ART. 47.1(a) (iii), your 
Committee reports thereon as follows: 

Note Re Special Treatment of Presenting Amendments 

To present these amendments in a format which your Committee hopes will make them 
easy to visualize and understand, they are attached to this Report as separate 
schedules and the amended wording is underlined and the deleted words are so 
indicated. 

WORDS OF CAUTION 

Your Committee wishes to emphasize that in reporting that these proposed 
amendments are found to be regular, your Committee is in no way endorsing nor 
commenting on the merits of any particular amendment but merely is stating that it has 
been found to be regular so as to be considered and voted on at the upcoming 
Executive Session of this Supreme Council. 

1. Amendment to Articles 97 and 99 

That the present Article 97 be deleted in its entirety and be replaced with a 
new Article 97. The text of this proposed amendment which would constitute 
a new Article 97 is attached as Schedule 1 to this report. See Page 51. 

That the present Article 99 be amended by deleting the word “resignation” in 
the first line of subsection (c) and replacing it with the phrase “demit or 
resignation during a disciplinary process”. The text of this proposed 
amendment is as follows: 

(c) Upon the expulsion, suspension or r e signation demit or resignation 
during a disciplinary process of a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General 
or of an Honorary Inspector-General, or when otherwise ordered by 
Supreme Council, he shall cease to be a member of this Supreme Council 
and of any Lodge, Chapter or Consistory under the jurisdiction of this 
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Supreme Council, and cease to hold the rank and title of Sovereign Grand 
Inspector-General or Honorary Inspector-General as the case may be, 
and he shall return forthwith all membership certificates and cards in his 
possession issued to him by Supreme Council or any constituent body 
thereof to the Grand Secretary-General. (1997) 

On review, your Committee finds this proposed amendment to be regular. 

2. That the present Article 75(e) be deleted in its entirety. 

( e ) Ev e ry app l ication sha ll b e pr e s e nt e d to th e body at a r e gu l ar or sp e cia l 

m ee ting and r e f e rr e d to a Charact e r Committ ee of not le ss than thr ee 

m e mb e rs, whos e duty it sha ll b e to mak e fu ll e nqu i r ie s as to th e charact e r 

of th e app l icant and any oth e r r ele vant matt e rs, and to r e port th e r e on at 

th e n e xt r e gu l ar or sp e c i a l m ee ting. This r e quir e m e nt sha ll b e d ee m e d to 

b e fu l fi lle d if th e thr ee m e mb e rs of th e Charact e r Committ ee hav e 

inv e stigat e d and appropr i at el y sign e d th e app l ication form of th e candidat e 

prior to its submission. In th i s cas e , any thr ee m e mb e rs of th e constitu e nt 

body in good standing may constitut e th e ms el v e s to b e a Charact e r 

Committ ee for a particu l ar app l icant. (2000)

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Addendum to the Report of the Committee On Jurisprudence And Legislation 

Schedule 1 - Proposed Discipline Provisions 


Article 97. - (a) A member of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite accepts the 
responsibility for maintaining a mode of life and conduct that is not only above reproach 
but is an example of good behaviour within the community. This Article deals with 
discipline for offences committed by members and initiated within the Ancient and 
Accepted Scottish Rite. 

(b) All members of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite shall be amenable to the 
several Scottish Rite bodies to which they belong and, without limiting the generality of 
the foregoing, are bound to abide by the by-laws of the body, the Statutes and 
Regulations of Supreme Council and the decisions taken pursuant to the lawful 
authority conferred by them. 

(c) In addition, every member of the Scottish Rite must avoid the commission of any 
Masonic offence. A Masonic offence is the wilful violation of the laws, usages and 
customs of Masonry or of any type of Masonic obligation and in particular, without 
limiting the generality of the foregoing, when wilfully committed, the following are 
specific Masonic offences: 

(i) To make a declaration of or profess atheism: 

(ii) To show contempt for God or religion: 

(iii) To violate the Constitution, laws, edicts, rules and regulations of the Grand 
Lodge having jurisdiction in the place of the member’s residence; 

(iv) To violate the by-laws of any craft lodge of which he is a member; 

(v) To disobey or show disrespect for Masonic authority; 

(vi) To express contempt for Masonry; 

(vii) To violate any of the several obligations, undertaken in any Grand Lodge, 
craft lodge or concordant body, other injunctions of the ritual in any of them 
or any of the landmarks of Masonry; 

(viii) To commit any criminal or quasi-criminal offence involving a violation of 
moral conduct that would shock the conscience of a Mason; 

(ix) To commit an act of adultery or engage in other sexual immorality; 

(x) To wrong a brother Mason; 

(xi) To use a Masonic or Scottish Rite emblem for any improper purpose. 

(d) A member, apart from a member of Supreme Council, alleged to have committed a 
violation of any of the above listed offences referred to in subsections (b) or (c) will be 
the subject of inquiry if a member makes a written complaint setting out the alleged 
offence committed and the evidence supporting it. 
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Process 


Complaint 

The written complaint must be submitted to the presiding officer of the body with the 
most direct interest in the alleged misconduct issue, except that, where the presiding 
officer is the subject of the complaint, the complaint must be presented to an Active 
member in the Valley or where no Active member exists, a Past Active member of the 
Valley or where neither an Active or Past Active member is available, to an Honorary 
Inspector-General member of the Valley. 

Preliminary Review 

(e) The person authorized to receive the complaint shall, together with the Deputy of 
Supreme Council with supervisory responsibility and one other Scottish Rite Mason not 
a member of the Valley in question and appointed by the Deputy, review it and the 
evidence purporting to support it to determine if there are reasonable grounds to find 
that an offence has been committed. This issue can be determined by a majority vote. 
They have the right to investigate the complaint further to assist in determining this 
issue. No notice of the complaint should be given to the subject unless necessary to 
determine the issue of reasonable grounds. All statements taken and other evidence 
gathered, including that evidence submitted with the original complaint, will be 
preserved for the consideration of a disciplinary tribunal should one be engaged. Copies 
of all evidence shall be made available, by the prosecutor, to the subject of the 
complaint, if there are reasonable grounds found that an offence was committed, for the 
sole use of aiding his preparation of a defence to the allegation against him. Distribution 
of this material for a purpose unrelated to the preparation of a defence or prosecution 
constitutes a Masonic offence subject to its own discipline. 

Secondary Review 

(f) If the presiding officer, Deputy and appointee, or a majority of them, conclude that 
there are reasonable grounds to believe that an offence has been committed by the 
subject of the complaint, a report to that effect, together with all evidence relevant to the 
issue, shall be submitted to Supreme Council. The report and evidence shall be 
reviewed by the Chairman of Jurisprudence and Legislation and/or his designate, in 
consultation with other members of Supreme Council if deemed desirable, and a 
decision made whether or not to proceed with the disciplinary process. If the decision to 
proceed is made, Supreme Council will appoint either a Sovereign Grand Inspector- 
General or an Honorary Inspector-General, not previously involved in the matter, to act 
as prosecutor. 

Discipline Process 

(g) The prosecutor will make contact with the alleged offender and inform him that the 
following constitutes the discipline process of Scottish Rite: 

(i) Supreme Council has determined that there are reasonable and probable 
grounds to believe he has committed a Masonic offence and that disciplinary 
action will be taken; 
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Representation 

(ii) He has the right to have a member of the Scottish Rite represent him, at his 
expense, during the proceedings against him; 

Material Package 

(iii) He will be provided with a copy of the complaint, all statements and any other 
evidence existing and relevant either to his innocence or guilt. He must retain this 
material in his possession and use it only for the purpose of preparing a defence 
to the allegations. Any distribution of the material to third parties constitutes a 
Masonic offence which will result in discipline. The same caution applies to the 
obligation to return all documentation after all trials and appeals have been 
completed or upon his application for a demit from all Scottish Rite bodies to 
which he belongs, should he elect this manner of dealing with the allegations. 
Upon acceptance of his demit by Supreme Council, all disciplinary proceedings 
against the subject of the complaint under this Article shall cease. 

Timeline for Plea Consideration 

(iv) He will have 30 days from the receipt of this material to decide if he wants to 
admit guilt in the matter or if he wants a trial of the issue. Service of this material 
will be deemed complete ten days after it has been sent by prepaid first class 
mail to the last known address on file with Supreme Council, his Valley or at the 
address he identifies to the prosecutor. He must communicate his decision, in 
writing, to the prosecutor at the Supreme Council office, within ten days from the 
expiration of the 30 day period by registered mail. Personal service is an 
alternative to these methods but, if used, it must be accomplished within the 
specified 30 day periods. 

Admission of Guilt - Committee of Inquiry 

(v) On receipt of a decision to admit guilt and not contest the evidence in the 
material package, the Lieutenant Grand Commander, a member of the 
Jurisprudence and Legislation Committee and a third Sovereign Grand Inspector- 
General chosen by them shall inquire into the available evidence and determine 
if it is sufficient to constitute proof of guilt on a balance of probabilities. To 
discharge this duty the committee has the ability to call and examine witnesses, if 
necessary, and make further inquiries it may deem necessary to satisfy itself that 
the plea of guilty is appropriate and to determine the facts on which it is based. 
Both the subject of the complaint and the prosecutor are entitled to call witnesses 
to establish the facts supporting the plea of guilty and to establish any other 
evidence relevant to the punishment that should result from a finding of guilt by 
the committee. In cases where the subject takes such issue with the evidence in 
the material package that, in the opinion of the committee, there is no effective 
plea of guilty on which to proceed, it shall deem the subject to have pleaded not 
guilty and refer the matter to the Sovereign Grand Commander for the 
appointment of a trial commission. Where a guilty plea is deemed to be 
supported by the available evidence, the committee shall proceed to receive 
submissions, oral or written at the discretion of the committee, from both the 
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subject and prosecutor and proceed to impose a punishment provided for in this 
Article. 


Alternative 

(vi) At any stage in the process he can elect to demit from the Ancient and 
Accepted Scottish Rite without admission of wrong doing, however, the demit will 
be flagged as occurring during a disciplinary process and all records related to it 
will be retained by Supreme Council. 

Trial Commission - Pleas of Not Guilty 

(vii) If the alleged offender elects to dispute the complaint, Sovereign Grand 
Commander will appoint a trial commission of three members of the Scottish 
Rite, not members of the Valley of which the alleged offender is a member or 
with prior involvement in the matter to hear the evidence and adjudicate the trial 
of the alleged offender’s guilt or innocence at a time and place determined by the 
commission, after consultation with him. The commission members will be 
Active, Past Active or Honorary members of Supreme Council or a combination 
of the three. The Sovereign Grand Commander will appoint a chairman of the 
commission to preside over the trial. 

Trial Process 

(viii) The trial proceedings, including submissions and judgment, will be recorded 
verbatim by a Scottish Rite Mason or a certified court reporter appointed by the 
Chairman as secretary of the trial commission. The evidence will be given under 
a solemn promise to tell the truth or under oath. The prosecution will call viva 
voce evidence and the alleged offender, or his representative, will have a right to 
cross-examine the prosecution witnesses. In turn, the defence will call witnesses, 
if it so desires, who are then subject to cross-examination by the prosecutor. 
Anyone calling a witness in the proceedings has a limited right of re-examination 
on matters arising from cross-examination that could not have been anticipated 
in the original examination of the witness or at the discretion of the commission 
Chairman. By agreement between the parties, the statement of a witness who 
otherwise would have to be called to testify may be entered as the evidence of 
that witness without the necessity of calling him to testify. Other forms of 
evidence may be admitted if properly identified and admissible according to the 
rules of evidence that govern civil trials in Ontario. The trial commission has the 
right to question witnesses, the prosecution and the defence to clarify matters, if 
necessary. The Chairman has the authority to decide all questions as to the 
relevancy and admissibility of evidence and regarding the regularity of the 
proceedings. 

(ix) The trial will proceed with the prosecution calling its witnesses and tendering 
such further admissible evidence as may be available and the defence doing 
likewise. Once all evidence has been heard, if the defence presented evidence it 
will be entitled to make submissions followed by those of the prosecution. If the 
defence called no evidence the prosecutor will proceed to make submissions 
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first. The order of submissions can be changed at the discretion of the trial 
commission where it deems it advisable. 

(x) The trial commission will hear submissions and consider its verdict. Any 
verdict must be made by a majority of the trial commission. A verdict of guilt must 
be found on a balance of probabilities. A verdict can be delivered, either the 
same day as the trial or on a subsequent day by written reasons delivered to 
both prosecution and defence by registered mail where circumstances warrant. If 
the commission finds no offence has been committed, the subject of the 
proceeding is absolved once all materials supplied to him by the prosecutor have 
been returned. If the commission finds an offence, the subject of complaint, has 
been committed then it must proceed to the imposition of discipline at a time and 
place determined by the commission after consultation with the parties. 

(xi) The prosecution and the defence will make submissions regarding the 
appropriate discipline to be applied in the circumstances found to have occurred. 
The commission can impose one of the following penalties: a written reprimand 
to be read in open forum at the next regular meeting of the body where the 
complaint originated, either a fixed period of up to 3 years or indefinite 
suspension from membership in the Scottish Rite or expulsion from the Scottish 
Rite. 

Appeal Process 

(xii) The prosecutor or the offender has a right of appeal from the verdict of the 
trial commission that expires on the 31st day following the rendering of that 
verdict in the presence of the parties or personal service thereof, or 41 days after 
the verdict was mailed by prepaid first class mail to the parties. The parties can 
appeal from the punishment imposed by the trial commission, or the committee 
of inquiry if applicable, within the same time frames and running from the actual 
or deemed date of imposition of punishment. 

(xiii) The Notice of Appeal shall be in writing, signed by the appellant and be 
served on the Grand Secretary-General by prepaid first class mail. The Notice of 
Appeal shall set out the alleged errors of fact or law contained in the reasons for 
the verdict of the trial commission and/or the reasons for disputing the 
punishment imposed. The Grand Secretary-General shall notify the Sovereign 
Grand Commander who will appoint an Appeal Panel, consisting of five 
Sovereign Grand Inspectors-General and/or Honorary Inspectors-General, not 
previously involved in the matter, to adjudicate the merits of the appeal. The 
Sovereign Grand Commander shall appoint the Chairman of the Appeal Panel. 

(xiv) The Grand Secretary-General shall supply the Appeal Panel with the 
transcript of the proceedings taken before the Trial Commission, together with all 
material forming the evidentiary record before the Commission. The Appeal 
Panel shall consider the trial record and evidence, and the submissions of the 
parties, in considering the merits of the appeal and rendering its decision. The 
submissions of the parties on the appeal shall be provided in writing and be 
submitted to the Appeal Panel as follows: the appellant shall submit written 
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submissions, to the Grand Secretary-General, within 30 days of the deadline for 
filing the Notice of Appeal; the respondent shall submit written submissions within 
30 days of being supplied with the appellant’s submissions by the Grand 
Secretary-General; the appellant shall submit any submissions in reply within 15 
days of receiving the respondent’s submissions from the Grand Secretary- 
General. All submissions shall be sent to the Grand Secretary-General by 
registered mail or electronically. Upon receipt of the submissions, they shall be 
transmitted to the Appeal Panel as soon as reasonably practicable. 

(xv) The Appeal Panel shall, after adjudication, either dismiss or allow the appeal 
against verdict. If the appeal is allowed the Appeal Panel has the authority to 
either direct a new trial or to substitute the verdict it deems appropriate based on 
the evidence. The Panel shall allow or dismiss any appeal against sentence. If an 
appeal against sentence is allowed, the Panel shall substitute a punishment it 
deems appropriate. All decisions by the Appeal Panel are final and binding on 
the parties except any decision that results in an order of expulsion from the 
Scottish Rite. Any decision of a Trial Commission that provides for expulsion 
shall be reviewed by an Appointed Appeal Panel, on the same record and 
whether or not it was appealed by the offender. 

(xvi) The Sovereign Grand Commander shall review all expulsion orders 
confirmed by Appeal Panels, on the same record, and either confirm or modify 
them in his discretion. 

Punishment and Re-instatement 

(xvii) An offender to be reprimanded as punishment shall have that reprimand 
read aloud to him in open forum by the Grand Secretary/Registrar or the 
presiding officer at the next regular meeting of the constituent body with the most 
direct interest in the complaint made against him. The Grand Secretary/Registrar 
shall send a copy of the minutes of the meeting, confirming that this has been 
done, to the Grand Secretary-General as soon as reasonably practicable after 
the meeting. 

(xviii) An offender who has been punished by suspension from membership for a 
definite period shall be entitled to resume his membership with full privileges on 
the expiration of the period of suspension. The Grand Secretary/Registrar shall 
confirm both the original suspension and the expiration of same to the Grand 
Secretary-General. No dues shall accumulate, regarding the subject of 
suspension, during the period of that suspension, however, the subject will 
remain subject to the consequences of failure to pay any dues owing prior to the 
imposition of a suspension. 

(ixx) An offender punished by indefinite suspension or expulsion shall be 
permitted, after a period of five years from the date of suspension, to apply for re¬ 
instatement of his Scottish Rite membership. The application must be made to 
Supreme Council by remitting it to the Grand Secretary-General. The Sovereign 
Grand Commander will appoint a committee of three Active members to 
investigate the merits of the application and receive reports from the Deputy and 
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Valley members designated by the Deputy to inform the investigation. The 
committee will consider all material received as well as the original evidentiary 
and appeal records and the Chairman, appointed by the Sovereign Grand 
Commander, will make a recommendation on behalf of the committee majority to 
the Active membership of Supreme Council. The issue of re-instatement shall be 
determined by a majority vote of the Active members. 

(h) All verdicts and decisions of trial commissions, appeal panels, the Sovereign Grand 
Commander or Supreme Council regarding disciplinary matters are to be communicated 
to the Grand Secretary-General within 30 days and become effective as soon as they 
are communicated to the Valley office by the Grand Secretary-General. 

(i) The failure of the subject of the complaint to submit by appearance to the jurisdiction 
of Supreme Council or to otherwise participate in its discipline process will not be 
interpreted as evidence that he is guilty of the conduct detailed in the complaint. The 
process described above, with a member of the Scottish Rite appointed by the 
Sovereign Grand Commander to act as the subject’s representative during the trial 
process and, if necessary, any appeal process shall be followed in such cases. 

(j) Loss of membership through suspension or other disciplinary measures in any Craft 
Lodge shall result in the loss of a person’s membership in all constituent bodies of the 
Scottish Rite. 

(k) Where the Masonic offence charged consists of or involves conduct for which the 
charged subject was convicted of a criminal or quasi-criminal offence by a court of 
competent jurisdiction, a certified copy of a court document setting out the conviction 
and disposition may be admitted as prima facie proof of such conduct. 

Article 99 

Subsection (c) should refer only to expulsion or suspension or “demit or resignation 
during a disciplinary process.” 

ON MOTION duly made and seconded by III. Bros. Robert S. Whitmore, 33° and Brian 
W. Gilkinson, 33 0 the acceptance of this report subject to the amendment that the 
proposed amendment to delete Art 75 (e) not be dealt with. CARRIED 

ON MOTION duly made and seconded by III. Bros. Robert S Whitmore, 33° and Brian 
W. Gilkinson, 33“that the amendments to articles 97 and 99 as detailed in the report be 
accepted which requires a three quarter majority vote for approval. CARRIED 
unanimously 

The Sovereign Grand Commander called for the Report on the Ritual Committee. 

The Report on Ritual was presented by III. Bro. Loren W. Kline, 33°. 
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Report of the Committee On 

RITUAL 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers, and Brethren: 

The Ritual Committee reviewed two degree rituals this year. They were the 30° and 
18°. These were chosen in order that the principal degrees will have been reviewed, 
i.e. 14°, 18°, 30°, 31 °, and 32° in the past few years. 

30° The changes to the 30° were primarily grammatical and correcting typographical 
errors. In a couple of places a word or two were for clarification in the stage directions, 
e.g. page 17-the Prior says, “With the help of God.” (“Prior makes the sign”-the new 
reading says-Prior makes the sign of the Order). A small change but one that clarifies 
which sign is to be given. In addition in several places “thee” and “thy” were changed to 
current terminology. This follows a trend started many years ago to update the 
language. On page 24 a paragraph had been omitted sometime in the past. In 
reviewing some of the older versions of the ritual stored in our headquarters, we found 
the missing paragraph and have reinserted it into the ritual. 

18° The 18 ° had a few changes and additions. The cover of the ritual and several other 
places use dots between the letters HRDM arranged as the letter “L”; they should be 
arranged more as an isosceles triangle. A few typographical errors were also corrected. 
An optional paragraph was added which discusses a possible origin of the Sign of the 
Good Shepherd. Valleys are free to use or not this paragraph. The pronouncing 
glossary at the end of the degree had some errors. The glossary has been replaced 
with pronunciations found in the Oxford English Dictionary. 

The chair would like to thank the members of the committee for its hard work, especially 
III. Bro. John Shandalla 33° who was especially diligent.

THE GENERAL STATE OF THE RITE 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

Introduction 

In compliance with Article 40 (d) of the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council, 
your committee is pleased to submit this annual report which contains matters 
pertaining to the State of the Rite throughout this jurisdiction. 

This committee is composed of the Lieutenant Grand Commander as Chairman and the 
members of this committee are all ten Provincial Deputies across Canada. 

This year the Deputies agreed to try a new reporting guide template which allowed them 
to comment/report on the general state of the Rite in their valleys under the following 
headings: 

Membership 
Communication 
Leadership 
Valley Fellowship 
Uniqueness of the Valley 

Valley Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

Financial Health 

Overall General Comment 

The goal of this approach is to explore a uniform type of report that addresses more 
deeply the issues of substance reflecting the condition of the Valley(s) and priorities of 
Supreme Council. 
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It is felt by focusing on the above specific headings, the Deputies along with Valley 
Leadership are able to focus on potential solutions to the identified issues facing a 
Valley(s). The reporting can also be utilized to share Best Practices across the 
jurisdiction. 

Across Canada 

Appreciation and commendations are extended to the Deputies who have provided 
informative and comprehensive reports of the valleys under their care and recommends 
that the reports be carefully read to gain an appreciation of the ongoing efforts of the 
Valleys to promote Membership, Leadership, Communication and Fellowship in their 
respective Valleys. The Valleys efforts to promote the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation and especially in the 50th Anniversary year is also worthy of note. 

Membership 

The Committee notes that in general, there is an awareness of declining membership 
numbers with some gains in a few Valleys. 

An analysis of our membership numbers reveals the following: 

From 2003 to 2013 the membership of Scottish Rite in Canada fell by 
approximately 6,310 members (from 21,616 to 15,306 members) - a drop of 
approximately 29%. 

The number of initiates reported for 2009 - (344), 2010 - (393), 2011 - 
(395), 2012 - (348) and 2013 - (361). On a positive note, initiation numbers 
appear to be on the rise in most jurisdictions. 

Valleys showing a slight gain in membership - Vernon, Fredericton, St. 
John’s, and Saskatoon. 

The growing popularity of Valleys to hold Master Mason information nights (including 
the presentation of excerpts from various degrees), to provide degree teams to assist 
with degree work in Craft Lodges, to provide educational programs to the members and 
to provide support to numerous projects within their respective communities, all 
contribute to our efforts to attract Master Masons to our ranks. 

Supporting our Foundation especially in its 50 th Anniversary year by organizing fund 
raising events not only benefits those organizations, but also provides opportunities for 
members to work together on projects and present the Scottish Rite in a favourable light 
to their respective communities and the Master Masons residing in those areas. Please 
view the video on the SRCF website at www.srcf.ca and the Supreme Council website 
at www.scottishritecanada.ca . 

Valleys are encouraged to review their own membership statistics and establish both 
short term and long term goals to improve their current statistics. 
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Leadership 

Leadership training initiatives are occurring at Valley, Jurisdiction and Supreme Council 
levels. A number of the Deputies’ reports mention concerns about identifying, training 
and retaining leaders within the bodies. Jurisdictional workshops, National educational 
training materials, mentoring programs and perhaps amendments to the Statutes and 
Regulations may be necessary to address this very important area. Supreme Council 
members are continuing their discussions and are gathering materials and utilizing 
Leadership tools on the new website to address this initiative. 

One noted challenge to our leadership today is the relevancy of Scottish Rite in this 
century to a Master Mason. We need to articulate to the Master Mason the purpose of 
Scottish Rite. 

Communication 

Valleys are encouraged to explore ways of improving communication with their 
members. A number of Valleys are providing information by means of newsletters, 
websites and revised notice formatting. The use of social media is being explored by 
several Valleys and is an added feature on our website ( www.scottishritecanada.ca) 

Under the stewardship of III. Bros. Brian Gilkinson and Gareth Taylor, a Valley 
Communication network is being developed to create a communication strategy as well 
as modes of communications among Supreme Council and the Valleys. 

The development and distribution of brochures is also an important initiative in our 
efforts to provide Master Masons and our communities, insight into the mission of 
Scottish Rite Freemasonry. Articles pertaining to Scottish Rite are occasionally included 
in Lodge, Concordant Body and Grand Lodge publications. Valleys are encouraged to 
explore those opportunities. 

The Supreme Council Deputies and the Advisory Council continue to use conference 
calls as a means to exchange ideas and to provide updates to the Sovereign Grand 
Commander. 

Our new National website ( www.scottishritecanada.ca) was launched in November 
2012. Since then, approximately six hundred Scottish Riters have logged in to the 
members section of our website. We extend many thanks to III. Bro. Joseph 
Chamberlain 33°, Valley of Toronto and Kenneth McComb 33°, Valley of Calgary, our 
co-webmasters for their commitment and expertise. 

The Clarion and Communique continue to fill important roles in the national 
communication strategy. 

I feel, the wisdom of life is far greater than the wisdom of the internet and as a result, 
connecting with personal touch communication and fellowship with our brethren and 
families are held in high importance by our Sovereign Grand Commander. 
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The committee encourages Supreme Council to read the Deputies reports, to share 
best practices under the headings of what’s unique in your valley and how the valleys 
are communicating and supporting the Craft Lodges. 

Recognition 

Your committee extends its sincere thanks to all who provided information in the 
preparation of this report and to the Active, Past Active and Honorary Members of the 
Supreme Council for their continued support of the Scottish Rite through their 
attendance at numerous Valley and Concordant Body events and their active 
participation in degree work; 

And to the Valleys for their efforts to recognize longstanding members of their 
respective Valleys and their efforts to provide social events to involve the families of 
their members; and the Grand Secretary-General, the Executive Secretary and the staff 
at the Supreme Council Office for their assistance to the members of this committee.

The Sovereign Grand Commander during his term has assigned the initiative of 
Leadership to the LGC.

ON MOTION duly made and seconded by III. Bros. Terry A. McLean, 33°and Rozin 
Iwanicki, 33 ° that the Report on the State of the Rite be received. CARRIED 

The Sovereign Grand Commander then asked III. Bro. Loren W. Kline, 33° to report on 
the meeting of the Provincial Deputies held yesterday morning. This report is not in the 
preliminaries. 
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The Deputies met on Wednesday morning and discussed several issues that were 
brought up by the various deputies and as well as talked about the initiatives of the 
Sovereign Grand Commander. Since this meeting was more of an exchange of 
information and discussion format, the issues are summarized below: 

First item - how do the various Deputies handle Art 88, the mandatory degrees, 
and how the various jurisdictions handle brethren who miss the degrees and how they 
pick them up and handle it. 

Second item - the Easter Ceremonies and the fact that Art 26 (iv) 9, gives a fair 
bit of variation on when the extinguishing and relighting of the lights could take place. 
Can both ceremonies take place on Maundy Thursday and if they aren’t, it is clear the 
relighting must take place within 10 days of Maundy Thursday. Arising from that was a 
discussion regarding how various Valleys invite families to the Extinguishing and 
Relighting Ceremonies. The most common practice is to invite families at the Easter 
breakfast in for the Relighting ceremony. It was queried that to see the Relighting in 
isolation wasn’t as meaningful as it could be and should we consider allowing families in 
for the Feast of the Pascal Lamb and the Extinguishing of the Lights that follow since 
there are no signs or passwords used on those occasions. 

Third item - what do the various Deputies do when they make their official visits 
to the Valleys in their jurisdictions? What sort of information is conveyed, how is it 
conveyed, and do we emphasis just the events that occureed at the most recent 
Supreme Council Session or what other information do the various Deputies provide to 
their Valleys. 

Fourth item - an initiative started at one of the Deputy Teleconferences about re¬ 
examining the issue of Entitlement for Honorary Inspectors-General and should we 
continue with the percentage as we have been doing or should we look at a different 
format. Also, is the word Entitlement appropriate or should it be called an Allocation. 

The consensus was we should look at the process that would give the Deputies more 
flexibility in how many Brethern are nominated. It was also agreed that it shouldn’t be 
wide open but that there be an examiniation on how to cap the number of Brethern who 
can receive the nomination of HIG. The outcome was to send this info to the 
Jurisprudence and Legislation Committee for consideration. 

Fifth item - the examination of the template or standardized format of the 
Deputy’s report. There was an information exchange to see how the Deputies felt and it 
was met with favourable opinion. There was a fair bit of discussion about how much 
financial information should be included in the report and that it would be helpful if the 
various reviewers from the Audit and Finance Committee could supply their notes to the 
Deputies to be included in their reports. There was some discussion about timelines and 
how sometimes deadlines aren’t met being an issue. 

The Sovereign Grand Commander’s intitatives 

First item - having a short Vz hr - 1 hr seminar for the Newly Coroneted HIG’s on 
the Friday so they can be given more instructions on what it means to be an HIG, a 
better understanding of some of their duties and responsibilities as well as what they 
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can expect. Also, having a similar seminar for the Newly Coroneted SGIG’s should 
happen as well. 

Second item - should we generate a membership video for use not only on 
websites but also for Deputies to take with them for Master Mason Nights or Valley 
meetings? The preparation of this video to be scheduled as the SRCF Campaign winds 
down as not to compete with the video that is currently being used to promote the 50 th 
Anniversary of the SRCF. This would eliminate any confusion as to which video is to be 
played and which intitative you are supporting. This was met with favour and since the 
SRCF 50 th Anniversary video was professionally done, that we come up with a 
membership video on par with it. 

Third item - how to improve the relationship between the Scottish Rite and the 
various Grand Lodges in Canada? Not much discussion was needed since it was 
pointed out how many PGM’s are very active in the Scottish Rite Valleys across the 
country and none of the jurisdictions found that there was a problem cooperating with 
the various Grand Lodges. 

That concluded the SGC’s initatives. An open dissussion followed about the various 
formats Valleys use for Master Mason Nights, understanding and complying with 
changes to the laws for the Not for Profit Act and finally, the Report of the Ad Hoc 
Commmitte the SGC set up, found most issues were discussed in that report and the 
report was favourably received. 

The meeting ended with a vote of thanks to Roz Iwanicki and Marvin Munro for their 
years of faithful & dedicated service as Deputies for their jurisdictions from the other 
Deputies who wanted to recognize them and the motion of thanks passed unanimously.

Report of the Standing Committee On 

AUDIT AND FINANCE 

To the Supreme Council, 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren 

The duties of this Committee are outlined in The Statutes & Regulations in Article 40(a) 
(i) through (vii). 

Financial Statements of Constituent Bodies: 

• Examine and report on the financial statements of the constituent bodies. 

Results: 

• Not all Valleys submitted their financial statements and the Valley’s auditors' 
reports. 

• Reviews by the Committee are incomplete and we will continue our work after 
the Annual Sessions. 
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• As of the end of August, 22 Valleys (or bodies) out of 56 had failed to file their 
financial reports for the most recent financial year. 

When you return to your Valley could you please ask who is responsible for completing 
the forms? Leslie emails the material to the Valley secretaries with the expectation that 
the Grand Secretary or Registrar will forward the instructions, Excel model, etc. to the 
person who will complete the work. 

Forms and Statements 

• Changes to the AF Forms in the current year included adding formulas to 
complete mathematical calculations in each sheet as well as to link the sheets in 
the workbooks. Formulas were added to ensure that the balance sheets 
balanced. 

Results: (Just a few) 

• Some preparers used last year’s forms which have fewer formulas to avoid out- 
of-balance conditions, i.e. a balance sheet has to balance. 

• Some preparers followed instructions and the forms generated the correct 
results. 

• Some preparers do not know how to use Microsoft Excel and Word. 

• Life Membership Trust Funds still do not comply with Stats & Regs. 

Some problems identified with the forms: 

• Where a Valley has both commuted dues and annual dues, the forms do not 
work as well as expected. Additional improvements are needed for 2014 
reporting in 2015 to both segregate and to combine the activities of these 
Valleys. 

• In the Commuted Dues Fund valuation for a Valley that also has annual dues- 
paying members, the operating cost per member should be used and not the 
dues for the annual dues paying members. For example, one Valley has annual 
dues of $40 but the operating cost per member is $86. Using $40 produces a 
much lower fund requirement than the correct amount of $86. Fortunately, this 
Valley has a lot of money and the end result is more a problem of filling in the 
forms as opposed to not having sufficient money in the fund. 

Overall Conclusion Concerning Financial Reviews of Valleys 

As Chair of the Committee, based on the evidence submitted, and on the missing 
evidence, I must conclude again that the Scottish Rite in Canada has financial 
challenges. Membership decline is only one part of the puzzle. 

Constituent Bodies - By-law Amendments 

As the Chairman of this Committee I have reviewed the requests for by-law 
amendments and provided comments and observations to the Grand Secretary-General 
and to the Chairman of Jurisprudence and Legislation. 
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Reports of the Grand Secretary-General, Grand Treasurer-General, the Board of 
Trustees and Auditors 

The committee has examined the Annual Reports of the Grand Secretary-General, the 
Grand Treasurer-General, the Board of Trustees and Auditors as printed in the 
Preliminary Reports at pages 3 through 32. These reports were found to be informative 
and complete. The Committee recommends their adoption. 

Audited Financial Statements 

The Committee reviewed the audited financial statements for the year ended May 31, 
2014 in detail. The auditor, Grant Thornton, provided a clean audit opinion. 

For the year ended May 31, 2014 Supreme Council incurred an operating deficit, or 
excess of expenses over revenue before investment income and unrealized gains in the 
amount of $106,383 compared to a deficit of $102,740 in 2013. Realized investment 
income reduced the deficit to $5,303 compared with a deficit of $32,062 in 2013. After 
recognizing unrealized gains on the portfolio of $107,410 in 2014 there was net income 
of $102,107 while in 2013 there was net income of $50,435 after unrealized gains of 
$82,497. Supreme Council's investment portfolio is stated at market and the changes in 
value are flowed through the statement of operations. 

The Audit and Finance Committee recommends that the audited financial statements for 
the year ended May 31, 2014 be accepted as submitted by the Grand Treasurer. We 
wish to thank our auditors, Grant Thornton, for their assistance throughout this fiscal 
year. 

Budget 2014-2015 

The Committee has reviewed the budget prepared by the Grand Treasurer-General for 
Supreme Council for the fiscal year 2014-2015. The cost of the Annual Sessions and 
declining attendance are concerns. This year's Session in Halifax is hoped to be 
financially successful. Flowever, we cannot safely assume that the tide has changed 
and higher numbers of participants will attend future Sessions. The Committee believes 
the budget to be reasonable for the current fiscal year and, therefore, recommends the 
adoption of the budget as presented by our Grand Treasurer-General. The Committee 
strongly recommends that plans for future Sessions be realistically viewed for positive 
results. Attendance at Blue Mountains and Halifax will be good barometers for planning 
Sessions in the next few years. 

Volunteers Requested 

You have heard Chairs of other committees ask for volunteers to serve on their 
respective committees. The Audit & Finance Committee needs a few new reviewers for 
next year to replace our members who have retired from the committee. 

Conclusion 

In conclusion, as Chairman, I want to express my gratitude to the Grand Treasurer- 
General, III. Bro. Thomas E. Lewis, 33°, the Grand Secretary-General, III. Bro. Brian 
Gilkinson, 33°, Chief Operating Officer, III. Bro. Ken Rutherford, 33°, and the staff at the 
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Supreme Council office, Leslie Drake and Lucy Berthoud, for their assistance to the 
Audit and Finance Committee. 


I wish to express my thanks to the members of the Committee for their time. Similar to 
last year, this year was an interesting challenge as discussed above.

Report of the Committee On 

FRATERNAL RELATIONS 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

Article 40(c) of the Statutes of this Supreme Council imposes the duty upon the 
Standing Committee on Fraternal Relations to keep informed with respect to fraternal 
relations with other Supreme Councils and Masonic Bodies throughout the world, to 
advise the Sovereign Grand Commander with respect to the conduct thereof, and to 
report thereon to this Supreme Council at each Annual Session. 

Protocols for Application for Membership or Affiliation from Brethren Members of Bodies 
not owing Allegiance to the Supreme Council of Canada. 

Occasionally a Grand Secretary or Registrar of a Constituent Body will receive an 
application for membership or affiliation from an immigrant who has now established his 
permanent residence in Canada and has joined a Craft Lodge in this country and now 
wishes to become a member of a Scottish Rite Body in this country. 
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The Statutes of this Supreme Council, Articles 74(c) and (d) provide special rules for 
Brethren who are members of the two American jurisdictions, but all other Brethren are 
covered by Article 74(e). 

These Brethren must have received degrees in a constituent body of the Scottish Rite 
owing allegiance to a Supreme Council recognized at the date of his application as 
being in amity with this Supreme Council. Such Brethren may then apply for affiliation in 
a constituent body within the jurisdiction of this Supreme Council corresponding to the 
highest degree he holds in such other constituent body. 

There are, however, a number of problems or pitfalls lurking in the permission granted 
in Article 74(e). 

The first problem concerns plurality of membership. This Supreme Council permits 
plurality of membership, within the restrictions contained in Article 86. Some Supreme 
Councils do not permit plurality of membership, and the Brother who becomes a 
member of a constituent body in Canada may learn to his chagrin that he has thereby 
forfeited his membership in Scottish Rite in his country of origin. 

The counsel of caution would therefore, be for him to investigate first before submitting 
his application to a body in this country. 

The second problem concerns the concluding words of Article 74(e). Although Article 
82(a) of the Statues of this Supreme Council provides that every candidate upon 
receiving the lowest degree conferred by a constituent body, becomes a member 
thereof, the Article makes it clear that the purpose of the Article is to enable the Body to 
collect dues from such person. 

Article 74(e) makes it quite clear that an applicant who had obtained, say, his 4° in a 
Lodge of Perfection would only be able to affiliate to the 4°. If he wished to see 
subsequent degrees he would have to join a class and proceed to the 14° in the regular 
way. This could be significant were he a member of a Body in his country of origin 
where extended intervals with proof of proficiency were required before a candidate was 
permitted to proceed to the next higher degree. 

Such a situation is even more significant in Consistories where a Knight Rose Croix was 
invited to receive the 30° but might never be invited to proceed further. 

It is, therefore, important for the Valley Secretary or Registrar to caution an applicant 
about the possible dangers of dual membership and to accept an application for 
affiliation only where the applicant has not received in his home jurisdiction the highest 
degree obtainable in the Body he is seeking to join in Canada. 

Conference of Grand Masters and Grand Secretaries of Masons in North America: 

The Grand Secretary-General represented this Supreme Council at this year’s Annual 
Conference held in Baltimore, Maryland, February 15-18, 2014. 
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Excellent reports on both Conferences, on a wide variety of topics were submitted to 
this Supreme Council by III Bro. Brian Gilkinson, 33°. 

While this Supreme Council decided some years ago that it would not consider itself 
bound by the Reports of the Commission on Information for Recognition to the 
Conference this Supreme Council does give respectful consideration to the results of its 
investigation and deliberations. 

The outgoing Chairman of the Commission, Pierre G. Normand, Jr outlined the 
standards for recognition adopted when the Commission was established in 1952, 
namely:- 

1. Legitimacy of origin 

2. Exclusive territorial jurisdiction, except by mutual consent and/or 
treaty. 

3. Adherence to the Ancient Landmarks - specifically, a Belief in God, 
the Volume of the Sacred Law, and the prohibition of the 
discussions of politics and religion. 

Brother Normand stated that the Commission provides data for use by the constituent 
Grand Lodge, and does not attempt to influence or recommend what action should be 
taken. The Commission serves in an investigative and advisory capacity only. 

The Commission reported on a number of countries where multiple Grand Lodges exist 
- Paraguay, Bulgaria and Brazil, none of which met the standards for recognition of the 
Conference. 

The Commission was prepared to recognize the Grand Orient of Haiti, constituted on 
1824, as the regular Grand Lodge in Haiti. 

All Canada Conference of Grand and District Grand Lodges: 

The 32 nd Annual Conference was held in Winnipeg April 4 th and 5 th , 2014. 

III. Bro. Brian Gilkinson, 33° Grand Secretary-General was in attendance and submitted 
a comprehensive Report to Supreme Council. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, III. Bro. Richard A.H. Brown, 33° was also in attendance 
but registered as Past Grand Master and Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of 
Saskatchewan. 

The Report of the Commission on Information for Recognition to the Conference of 
Grand Masters and Grand Secretaries in North America was given by Terry Shand, 
Past Grand Master and Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of Canada in the Province 
of Ontario. 
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Austria 

Congratulations are extended to III. Bro. Peter Grunauer, 33°, Sovereign Grand 
Commander and the other officers elected on October 25 th , 2013 for the period 2014 to 
2016 of the Supreme Council of Austria. 

Cuba 

Congratulations are extended to III. Bro. Ldrano Gaustino Ceresta Valdes, 33° M.P. 
Sovereign Grand Commander and the other officers elected for the term 2013 to 2016. 

Czech Republic 

Congratulations are extended to III. Bro. Jakub Chalups, 33°, Sovereign Grand 
Commander elected at Prague on May 12, 2014 for the period 2014 to 2017. 

Dominican Republic 

Condolences are extended to the officers and members of the Supreme Council of the 
Dominican Republic upon the death on April 18 th , 2004 of III. Bro. Hector Manuel 
Canahuate Reges, 33° Sovereign Grand Inspector General. 

Ecuador 

On October 25 th , 2013 the Supreme Council for the Republic of Ecuador shared with 
other Supreme Councils a print out of its very fine web-site. 

England and Wales 

Members of the Supreme Council of Canada were saddened early in 2014 to receive 
the sad news of the death of two distinguished Members of the Supreme Council for 
England and Wales. 

On January 31 st , 2014 M. III. Bro. Hugh W.J. Stubbs, 33° Grand Chancellor passed 
away. He had a long and distinguished career of service to the Supreme Council having 
been elected to the Council in 1999 and appointed Grand Chamberlain. In 2002 he was 
appointed Grand Treasurer-General and in 2012 Grand Chancellor. 

M. III. Bro. Robert Alistair Ingham Clark, 33° died on February 24 th , 2014 at the age of 
89. He was elected to the Supreme Council in 1970 and appointed Grand Secretary- 
General, in which position he continued until 1989. In 1990 he became an Honorary 
Member of the Supreme Council. 

Alistair was a very gracious host to your Chairman when I visited London in the mid 
1970’s at a time when we were Grand Secretaries General of our respective Supreme 
Councils, and when I visited again in the mid 1990’s. 

Condolences are extended to the Supreme Council for England and Wales on the loss 
of their brethren. 

France 

The Report of the Commission on Information for Recognition delivered by its outgoing 
Chairman W. Bro Pierre G. Normand, on France was quite brief. 
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The Report stated “It appears that the administrative problems within the Grand Lodge 
National Francaises (GLNF)” have been resolved. Other constitutional changes were to 
be voted upon in April of 2014. 

In the 2012 Report of the Commission it stated that a “reasonable course of action to 
consider is to suspend fraternal relations with the GLNF”. Based on the resolution of the 
administrative problems, members of the Grand Lodges may desire to reconsider that 
suspension. 

However, when he reported to the Grand Secretaries he expanded on his Report of the 
Commission with some further comments and personal observations. 

He said that the Commission did not consider the position of the Grand Lodge Alliance 
but the issue of multiple recognition is problematic, and the United Grand Lodge of 
England will be extending recognition to the GLNF solely and is taking the position that 
it will recognize no other Grand Lodge unless that Grand Lodge has concluded a treaty 
with the GLNF. 

Personally he expressed sympathy with those members of the GLNF who left, because 
of the actions of Bro. Stefani, to form the Grand Lodge Alliance and that its 14,000 
members need to be accommodated in some manner. He noted that there exist two 
other Grand Lodges, the Grand Lodge Opera and the Independent Grand Lodge of 
France. 

Your Committee has received no information with respect to what if any other 
constitutional changes were voted upon in April 2014 by the GLNF. 

On a brighter note, your Committee was pleased that Sovereign Grand Commander III. 
Bro. Richard A.H. Brown, 33° accepted the invitation of the Supreme Council for France 
to attend its Annual Fete Solstitials in Paris from December 13 th to 14 th , 2013. 

This was the first time since 1993, when your Chairman and his late wife, Audrey, were 
in attendance, that the Supreme Council of Canada was represented at this very 
delightful annual celebration, including last December the conferral of the 33° upon thirty 
candidates. 

Congratulations are extended to Sovereign Grand Commander, Richard A.H. Brown, 
33° who was made an Honorary Member of the Supreme Council for France during the 
ceremonies.

Richard B. Burgess, 33°, Assistant to the Grand 
Commander and Grand Chancellor of the Supreme Council of the Northern Masonic 
Jurisdiction, your Committee was made aware of a very special trip sponsored by 
Scottish Rite for DeMolay International officials to attend a ceremony in Paris, France, 
to commemorate on March 28 th , 2014, the 700 th anniversary, to the day, of the burning 
at the stake just below the Pont Neuf on the lie de la Cite of Jacques DeMolay, the last 
Grand Master of the Knights Templar. 
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The group attending included DeMolay representatives from France, Italy, Serbia, 
Romania and Brazil. 

Your Chairman remembers the poignant moment years ago standing head lowered at 
the monument erected on the site by the Supreme Council of the Southern Jurisdiction, 
- a moment recalled years later when he stood in the room in the prison of the great 
fortress at Chinin where DeMolay was incarcerated. 

It is interesting to note that the present Sovereign Grand Commanders of the Southern 
Jurisdiction, Northern Masonic Jurisdiction and Canada are all Sr. DeMolays. Sovereign 
Grand Commander Richard A.H. Brown, 33° is, in fact, a Past Grand Master of DeMolay 
Canada. 

Germany

“God’s Creation” 

Genesis 1:1 -5, 26-31 
Psalm 8: 1 & 9 
I Corinthians 13 

In Psalm 8 the writer reminds us that God is the creator of aii that there is, the heavens, 
the earth and all found there. We are reminded in Genesis that God created ail from 
nothing or chaos. God created all the animals and plants and the scary part is that God 
created humans in the image of God. Imagine that!!! Not quite the same as God but 
very much like God. The writer in Psalm 8 then asks why God has done this and 
answers his own question by saying that God created humans to have dominion over all 
creation. This is a royal image to have Dominion reflected in v.1 of the Psalm where 
God is referred to as “O Lord, our Sovereign” ie King. We are reminded that when God 
permitted Israel to have kings, like all the other nations, that the king was to keep the 
Covenant and observe God’s laws. The king was not greater than the people. The king 
was servant of all in place of God. That is the image we read about in Psalm 8. That is 
the kind of Dominion we are to have and so the Psalm ends with the words the same as 
it began. 

“O Lord, our Sovereign, 
how majestic is your name 
in all the earth!” 

(N.R.S.V., Psalm 8:1 & 9: and all other psalm quotes) 

*God created all! 

Those who know their scripture have probably said to themselves, that there is more to 
the creation story than what was read today and you are right. When I was elected 
Grand Prior, I was told, by the former Grand Prior and S.G.C., that the Vesper Service 
was totally my responsibility and I set the readings for today - that was enough. End of 
discussion. Many of us humans have forgotten who we are and who created us. Many 
see themselves as total nobodies, as worms, despicable and loathsome creatures who 
crawl upon the earth. While others take their dominion over all, to mean authority and 
power over all, and become exploiters of God’s creation. Most news reports these days 
have something about how we humans are misusing the planet. 
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God has created all! 


The question in the Psalm, “what are human beings that you are mindful of them, 
mortals that you care for them?” (v.4) is not a philosphical question but a theological 
question. How does God understand humans? The answer given is that humans are 
made in the image of God (interesting that the image of God is both male and female) 
and were created to share in God’s lordship or stewardship over all of God’s creation. 
God cares for all the creation and has given humans the important roll to look after 
creation. To me that is good news that God actually cares for humans, cares for us 
here today and cares for me! 

*God created and cares for all! 

As part of creation and stewards of creation we are all, you and I, are given 
responsibility for creation. It is our concern that creation is not used for ill or abused, but 
preserved as we think God would wish. Having lordship or stewardship over creation 
we must continually remind ourselves that we too are part of this creatioon over which 
we exercise this Dominion/or stewardship, and that we are NOT God! 

*God created and loves all of Creation! 

“O Lord, our Sovereign, 
how majestic is your name in 
all the earth!” (v.9)

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is here to Canada and I want to say thank you again. It’s a wonderful experience for us. 
I’d also ask that you keep our Sovereign Grand Commander the Illustrious John William 
McNaughton in your thoughts and prayers. His mother has a very serious illness, he 
had to leave suddenly and left me behind. Hopefully he doesn’t tell them at the border 
not to let me back in the country, but we’ll see. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, you have mentioned Jim Cole being a simple little 
country fellow. I’ll tell you what, if you buy that I’ve got a bridge in Brooklyn that I’m 
going to sell you. One thing that I’ve found over the course of time is that any time you 
have to follow Jim Cole - any time I do, have to follow him when he’s speaking, I always 
feel like the fellow in the circus that cleans up after the elephants. 

When I was a younger fellow, before I fully understood the hidden meaning in that 
statement, I used it as Deputy for New York as I followed one of our Grand Masters, 
and he wasn’t real happy with me, but he got over it. In any case, it’s a pleasure to be 
here with you, my Brothers. We do share a lot in common. We share a common border, 
we share a common language and we share a common thread of friendship and 
brotherly love. 

And that common thread emanates from the Bible, right there, the Holy Book on the 
altar in front of you, where each and every one of us knelt and gave our solemn word to 
help, aid and assist a brother in sickness, in distress, his widow, his orphan. 

And we do grand things as Masons, we do. And we all have our public charities and so 
on and so forth, but I beg you from the bottom of your heart, look to your left and look to 
your right. That’s the person that you should be most charitable to, that we should be 
most charitable to. Our number one charity should be each other. 

My Brothers, God bless you. I hope you have an excellent remainder of the Session. 

No pictures, please. I’m still in witness protection in the States. 

God bless you all. God bless the United States. God bless the Dominion of Canada. 
God bless us all and those who protect us. Have a good day. 

GMC McComb: Illustrious Brother Binns, Illustrious Brother Wilson, Illustrious Brother 
Outhouse, will you please join us. 

GM Brethour: Sovereign Grand Commander, it’s my privilege to introduce to you and 
the Brethren present Most Illustrious Knight Companion Thomas Roy. Binns, 33° Grand 
Sovereign of the Masonic and Military Order of the Knights of the Red Cross of 
Constantine, Grand Imperial Conclave of Canada and member of our Supreme Council; 
Right Worthy James Wilson, 32° Provincial Grand Master for Nova Scotia, Royal Order 
of Scotland, and a member of our Supreme Council; Most Excellent Companion Peter 
Outhouse, 32° Grand High Priest of Royal Arch Masons in the Province of Nova Scotia. 

SGC Brown: Welcome, Brethren. It’s always been our tradition to recognize the 
presiding officers of Concordant Bodies within our Masonic family and so I am pleased 
that you found time in your schedules to be with us today. 
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Illustrious Brother Binns, I had the opportunity - I know we’ve met before, but I really 
had an opportunity to meet with you when I was a guest of the Session where you were 
recently installed in Toronto, so we’ve had a chance to chat. 

I know that you’re a member of Scottish Rite and I jokingly referred to you earlier this 
morning as the jeweller to the Supreme Council, because I understand that’s one of 
your many talents is providing Masonic jewellery and working with, I would presume, a 
number of Masonic bodies in that regard. So we welcome you here to our Session in 
your new official capacity. 

GS Binns: Thank you. 

SGC Brown: Brother Outhouse, pleased to really make your acquaintance. I know you 
are a member of Scottish Rite, as well, and that in your capacity as the presiding officer 
of Royal Arch Masonry in Nova Scotia you were telling me you use a little different title 
than some other parts of the country, so that was an interesting fact, as well. So we 
appreciate that you’re here to represent the Royal Arch bodies. 

Brother Wilson is a member of the Royal Order and there are many, many Brethren 
here who would be members of the Royal Order of Scotland in Canada. There seems 
to be a natural tie if nothing else but by the fact that Scotland is in the name of the 
Organization. We thank you for being here. I know you are a member of Scottish Rite, 
as well, and we’re very pleased that you could find time in your schedule to be with us. 

I’m going to ask if Illustrious Brother Binns might just bring greetings on behalf of the 
three of you, and we hope that you are able to join us for the rest of the Session. 

GS Binns: Sovereign Grand Commander, Most Worshipful the Grand Master and 
Brethren, it is indeed a pleasure for me to be here this morning and represent the 
guests here that have been invited to bring you greetings from the Concordant Bodies 
that we represent. 

We have enjoyed our stay here, we’ve enjoyed our hospitality that you have afforded us 
- not only for us, but for our wives. We appreciate it and we have enjoyed today. 

Thank you very much. 

SGC Brown: I’ll have you just hold for a second. Another of our membership recently 
acquired a very prominent position within the family of the Royal Arch Masonry and I 
would like to acknowledge an honorary member of our Supreme Council, and I would 
ask Illustrious Brother David G. Walker, 33°- is David in the room this morning? David? 

I understand that you have been designated the Grand Governor General of the York 
Rite Sovereign College of North America and obviously within the Scottish Rite family 
and the Royal Arch family you are obviously a very distinguished Mason. 

I have had opportunity to meet you when we were in the Valley of Barrie last year, but I 
also had an opportunity this summer again when I was representing Scottish Rite within 
the Royal Arch family of Templars and Constantine to meet with you and learn more 
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about all the work that you do in that regard. So I wanted to acknowledge you in your 
new position and wish you well. 

I understand that it’s going to keep you occupied travelling, from the sounds of it, quite a 
bit in the south of this continent, as well. Thank you so much for all you do within 
Masonry. 

III. Bro. David Walker: Thank you so much, Sovereign Grand Commander. 

GM Brethour: Sovereign Grand Commander, it is my privilege to introduce to you and 
the Brethren present Ernest Loiselle, President of DeMolay of Canada and Executive 
Officer in Ontario. 

SGC Brown: Brother Ernie, it’s indeed a pleasure to have this opportunity to officially 
welcome you in your capacity as the President of DeMolay Canada, once again. I did 
this for the first time last year. 

We’ve known each other for a long time through DeMolay. I’m not sure you know this, 
but Commander Seale and Commander McNaughton - and of course Commander 
McNaughton had to go back - all three of us are Senior DeMolays and have been 
involved with the organization, so it’s certainly dear to the heart of Scottish Rite Free 
Masonry through our respective bodies. 

After our Sessions last year I asked you, along with Illustrious Brother Atkinson, one of 
our Active members, to take a look at the relationship between DeMolay and Scottish 
Rite and what we might do in that regard. I thank you very much, both of you, for the 
report that you gave me during the year and hopefully when I ask you to say a few 
remarks you might comment on the outcome of that. 

I look forward in the future to that close relationship between DeMolay and Scottish Rite 
continuing. 

I know I bugged you again this morning, but we’re still waiting for that petition. So Ernie, 
thank you so much for coming to be here this morning. If you would like to.... 

Demolay President Ernest Loiselle: Sovereign Grand Commanders, Grand Master, 
Distinguished East, Illustrious Brethren, Brethren, friends, following last year’s, for us, 
groundbreaking invitation to address this august body, I made a lot of friends. 

I don’t know whether most of you understand the relationship of the Scottish Rite and 
DeMolay. In 1919, the Valley of Kansas City was the founding of DeMolay through 
Frank Sherman Land, who was their Director of Benevolence, and thus started a 
relationship that has lasted almost a hundred years. In 1923, a few years later, 

Canada got on board and the Valley of Winnipeg sponsored the first Canadian DeMolay 
chapter. 

When I joined DeMolay in 1919 - in 1969 - Canadian DeMolay was still under the 
auspices of the International Supreme Council in Kansas City and they used to send out 
to every member a little magazine called The Cordon. The very first edition that I got - 
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here I am, a young lad of fourteen years of age - and I read this incredibly well put 
together youth magazine. It showed about 60 young men, all my age, marking the 50th 
anniversary of DeMolay in Paris, France, making a pilgrimage to the spot where Jacque 
DeMolay, the last Grand Master of the Knights Templar, was burned at the stake. 

That trip was sponsored by the Scottish Rite and my history isn’t good enough, I don’t 
know whether that was an initiative on the Southern Jurisdiction or the Northern 
Jurisdiction, or whether like so many other ways when it comes to DeMolay, they 
combined forces. 

Here in Canada the Canadian Scottish Rite have always been strong supporters of 
DeMolay. In 1973, when Canadian DeMolay thought they had enough members and 
enough resources and we formed out own Canadian Supreme Council, our biggest 
financial backer was the Scottish Rite of Canada. And that continued for almost 30 
years, went through some misfortunes and calamities not really occasioned by 
ourselves, but we think we shot ourselves in the foot, and we were forced in 2000 to 
return to the ISC and then we formed DeMolay Canada. 

The Scottish Rite has always been there for us, providing not only financial support, but 
advisors. The largest single group of sponsors of DeMolay Chapters across Canada is, 
by and far, the Scottish Rite. The Valley of Winnipeg, Ottawa, London, and Windsor are 
just a few sponsoring bodies for our DeMolay Chapters. 

Last year Dad Brown - that’s what I was first called to him and yes, we’re not that much 
different in age, but he’s still Dad Brown because of the respect I owed him - said to us, 
‘We’d like to see what you can do. What is the relationship? What special things can 
the Scottish Rite do for us?’ 

And so we turned around and we looked at our program. Every year, with DeMolay 
Canada not being sufficiently large enough to sponsor our own, we send young men 
down to the United States to one of eight DeMolay leadership training conferences. We 
said, you know, it would be really nice, because these conferences cost anywhere from 
$350.00 to $600.00 to go to, and that’s a whack of money coming out of a Chapter 
when you stop and realize that it’s one boy who gets to go. 

This year, thanks to Illustrious Sir Brown and the committee that we put together, the 
Scottish Rite of Canada sponsored three young men; one from Alberta; one from New 
Brunswick , or Atlantic Canada, and one from Ontario to attend the DeMolay various 
leadership conferences. 

The boy from New Brunswick went to the Region One LTC in... 

SGC Brown: New Hampshire. 

President Loiselle: New Hampshire. Thank you. I forget the name. 

The boy from Ontario chose to go to the Key Man Conference in Elizabethtown, 
Pennsylvania, and the young man from Edmonton went to the California, the NORCAL 
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leadership camp, week-long conferences aimed at learning how to manage and direct 
their DeMolay Chapters, a hundred percent how do you run it. 

Because as you know - and if you don’t, you should - DeMolay is all about the young 
men, the young men taking responsibility for their programs. And we have learned over 
the years that young men, given proper guidance and direction, can and will take 
responsibility of their organization. 

And can you imagine this? We run a convention in Ontario with anywhere from 50 to 
100 people attending, it’s three days in a hotel, meals, activities, meetings, etc., all 
coordinated by young men who are 17, 18 years of age. 

They run a budget of about $15,000 to $20,000. They need to learn to budget. So not 
only are they learning responsibility and integrity, they are also learning business skills 
of how to. Because we, as advisors, that’s not our job. We are there to advise, not do. 
We are there to mentor, we are there to guide, providing them the ear and the 
explanation. We are there to facilitate. 

And while those in the room who know who I am and have met me several times know 
that I’m always talking about financial support, more importantly than financial support 
where we need the Scottish Rite to come today is moral support. Not the moral support 
of sitting back in front of your television saying, yes, DeMolay’s a great thing, but that 
incredible moral support that comes from plunking your butt in a chair in a DeMolay 
Chapter meeting. Just going and attending and watching, offering kind words of 
encouragement. 

So I encourage each and every one of you in your home jurisdictions, if you hear of a 
DeMolay activity take a couple of hours and go see. You’ll be surprised. 

This year, unfortunately, we don’t have a Chapter here in Halifax so it was kind of a little 
bit different, because I said to Dad Brown, ‘Next year when you’re in Windsor, which is 
my home territory and we do have a DeMolay Chapter, rather than me coming to tell 
you congratulations and good luck on your deliberations for the week, we’re going to 
have one of the young men come and do it’. Because what good is a youth 
organization that doesn’t have youth? 

Dad Brown, I understand as part of your comments you have the names, etc., and want 
to do a little bit more explanation, so I’ll reserve that for you. 

Thank you very much for your attention, gentlemen, and good luck for the week. 

SGC Brown: Ernie, you know that I’m not going to ignore what you said, but I’m going 
to say it a little bit later. Okay? 

GM Brethour: Sovereign Grand Commander, it is my privilege to introduce to you and 
the Brethren present Illustrious Brother Emile Saad, 32° Past Thrice Puissant Grand 
Master, Victoria Lodge of Perfection, Valley of Halifax; Illustrious Brother John 
Dolomont, 32° Most Wise Sovereign of Keith Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix, Valley 
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of Halifax; Illustrious Brother David Fraser, 32° Immediate Past Commander-in-Chief of 
the Nova Scotia Sovereign Consistory, Valley of Halifax. 

SGC Brown: Welcome officially, Brethren, in your capacities as the Presiding Officer 
and Past Presiding Officer of the three Scottish Rite Bodies in the Valley of Halifax. You 
and the members of your Valley in particular have had a lot to do with the success of 
our annual Session here and I would like to express on our behalf, to convey to your 
members when your Lodge and your Chapter and your Consistory meet, how 
appreciative the Supreme Council is of the efforts of your particular Bodies in this 
Valley. 

I’m going to say something in my allocution, of course, about the Valley of Halifax and 
one of the things, if I remember correctly, indicates particularly with Rose Croix that your 
Body predates the forming of our Supreme Council, I think 1870, if I remember 
correctly. So there’s a very, very strong relationship between what we are today and 
Freemasonry and the foresight of the Masons in this area over the last number of years, 
nearly 150 years. 

So again, thank you so much for being here and I’m not sure - you’ve been selected, 
Emile, to bring greetings? I got a chance to meet you yesterday a little more informally 
as he was pouring a drink for me in my room. Somehow he got appointed bartender on 
behalf of the Valley and I want to thank you very much for doing those things, as well. 

I think we all know every job is very important and we appreciate the fact that the local 
Valley members are doing all they can to make sure our stay is as pleasant as possible. 

So Brethren, if you’d like to... Thank you so much. Maybe we’ll have you come up this 
way. 

III. Bro. Emile Saad: Sovereign Grand Commander, Most Worshipful Grand Master of 
the Grand Lodge of Nova Scotia, Illustrious Brothers, I would like to bring you the 
fraternal greetings from the Valley of Halifax. We are very happy to see you here. We 
feel honoured for the choice that you have made for selecting Halifax as the place for 
your Supreme Council Session. 

We wish you a successful Session, we wish you an enjoyable Session. I would like to 
assure you that every member of the Valley is ready to do everything we can to 
contribute to this success, (speaks very briefly in French) 

God bless you all. 

SGC Brown: I’m just wondering, am I seeing you later on today, as well? 

III. Bro. Saad: Yes, Sovereign Commander, to my great pleasure. 

SGC Brown: Thank you. 
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Brethren, that, I believe, concludes our formal introductions and again, I’m so pleased 
that we have so many distinguished guests. I personally think it’s important to hear that 
there’s a wider family in Masonry, not only in Canada, but throughout the world that we 
are all part of, and it’s important to realize it doesn’t look the same everywhere and it’s 
presumptuous for us to think that everybody does everything the same way, because 
it’s certainly not the case and we can learn from each other every time we have an 
opportunity to be in fellowship. 

The remainder of the morning the focus is on the allocution of the Sovereign Grand 
Commander that has been a tradition. There are a couple of items that we would 
normally do this morning, which I’m going to suggest we do now so that we can break 
immediately after I finish formally addressing you. 

First of all, I would like to ask Illustrious Brother Gilkinson if he would read the roll of 
Grand Representatives of members of our jurisdictions to other Supreme Councils. 

III. Bro Gilkinson: Thank you, Sovereign Grand Commander. 

SGC Brown: And would they please stand to be acknowledged when they’re 
mentioned. 

III. Bro Gilkinson: Thank you, Sovereign Grand Commander. 

Roll Call of the Grand Representatives was called and regrets given for those absent. 
(See Page 294 for Grand Representatives List) 

Sovereign Grand-Commander that is the roll of Grand representatives. 

SGC Brown: Thank you, Illustrious Brother Gilkinson. 

Brethren, your role can be very important in terms of bringing our Masonic fraternity 
together throughout the world. Communication links have changed over time and 
language barriers are always present, but we thank you for your efforts in keeping those 
lines of communication open. 

Illustrious Brother Matt Todd not only is a Grand Representative to the Southern 
Jurisdiction, but he is currently the President of the World Conference of Supreme 
Councils, and you will remember that in 2010 our Supreme Council hosted that event in 
Toronto and it was at that event Illustrious Brother Todd was elected as President. 

That is a five-year term and his term of office is coming to an end and the next 
conference is scheduled for May of 2015 in Portugal. So I’m going to ask Illustrious 
Brother Todd if he might bring a few remarks with respect to Grand Representatives. 
Illustrious Brother Todd. 

III. Bro. Todd: Sovereign Grand Commander, on behalf of the Grand Representatives 
present and those not able to be with us today, we thank you for the trust that you and 
the Supreme Council have placed in us in these very responsible positions. 
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We take our responsibilities very seriously and as you just mentioned, the Supreme 
Council of Canada is very highly recognized throughout the world and whenever and 
wherever possible we do bring fraternal greetings on behalf of the Supreme Council to 
those Supreme Councils we are in amity with throughout the world. And it’s important 
to keep the flow of information flowing through all of these Supreme Councils on a 
yearly basis. 

So, Sovereign Grand Commander, we pledge our support to you and the Supreme 
Council in these responsible positions for the next year. 

SGC Brown: Thank you. 

Illustrious Grand Secretary-General, I will be turning over the gavel momentarily to the 
immediate Past Sovereign Grand Commander while I deliver my allocution, but I’m 
wondering if there are any announcements you’d like to make so that we can get those 
out of the way. Because again, I fully intend that as soon as the motion is put to receive 
my allocution, I am going to declare a recess for the rest of the day. 

So if there’s anything you’d like to say, this is the time to say it. 

III. Bro Gilkinson: Thank you, Sovereign Grand Commander. 

There are a number of them and I will try and be as expeditious as possible. 

Immediately following today’s session you will be able to access the Sovereign Grand 
Commander’s allocution at the doors on the way out. They will be handed to you. Just 
stick out your hand and you’ll have one. 

Immediately following that, there will be a meeting of the members of the 
Communications Committee, the Directors of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation, in 
room 1100 of the hotel. That will be followed by a joint meeting of the two. It will not 
take long. Please plan on having lunch with your ladies. 

There will be a meeting tomorrow of the future sessions chairman and those ladies who 
anticipate looking after the ladies’ program in upcoming sessions. That will take place 
in the Lunenburg and I know it’s been scheduled on the room grid for twelve noon, but 
quite frankly, if everyone could be available immediately following the Chain of Union 
that would be appreciated. 

The Sovereign Grand Commander’s reception tonight is in Commonwealth A. The 
assembly for head table or special table guests is in the Bedford Room. That reception 
would include our invited guests and those individuals specifically seated at the head 
table, Past Sovereign Grand Commanders. 

The assembly for candidates and their wives will take place in Harbour Suites A and B 
and it is imperative that the candidates and their ladies be there prior to 6:15 p.m. 

There will be a presentation that necessitates the attendance of candidates and their 
ladies promptly at 6:15. 
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The Lieutenant Grand Commander, as I understand it, the Chief Operating Officer, will 
be present and it may well be that the Sovereign Grand Commander will drop in, as 
well. 

The Sovereign Grand Commander’s banquet takes place in the Commonwealth Room 
and the dress for that is tuxedo for Honorary Inspectors-General, white tie and tails for 
the Actives and Past Actives, and the same dress code as last night for the banquet. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, I am going to read the names of those present at the 
head tables, because we did make some amendments yesterday and I should notify 
people today. 

The following individuals will be seated with our Sovereign Grand Commander: Jean

Seated with Thomas Lewis will be: T. Roy Binns and his wife Joyce; John Farmer, his 
wife Janet; Peter Outhouse and his wife Jean, and James Wilson. 

Now, there are a number of candidates’ tables and there are a number of people on 
behalf of Supreme Council as Actives to host those tables. We are specifically putting 
place cards out to identify those Active members who are hosting and those place cards 
will be faced so that the candidates have an unobstructed view of the podium. That is, 
the Actives will have their backs to the podium in preference to the candidates. 

It would be appreciated if that arrangement was respected, Brethren. 

Executive sessions will resume tomorrow at 8:30 a.m. in the Commonwealth Ballroom. 

Candidates and ladies, while they need to be present at 6:15 for that presentation, their 
reception actually opens in the Harbour A and B at six o’clock. So please get there 
early and enjoy yourself. 

I believe that would conclude all of the announcements to be made at this time, subject 
to anything that can be brought to my attention. 

Thank you, Sovereign Grand Commander. 

SGC Brown: Thank you, Illustrious Brother Gilkinson. 

Just for clarification, again it’s the Sovereign Grand Inspectors-General that meet at 
8:30 tomorrow morning. We are going to welcome and create two new Sovereign 
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Grand Inspectors-General and so that is a closed ceremony for Actives and Past 
Actives. 

Hopefully the general session will start right at nine o’clock and we would be pleased to 
have all of you join us for the - is this Friday already? It is. So the conclusion on 
Saturday of our Supreme Council and the Chain of Union, we would expect that we 
would be able to begin that session right at nine o’clock or just a couple of minutes after, 
depending on how much we need to get done in that closed session. 

Yesterday, when we met, there were a number of our Honorary Inspectors-General, 
members of Supreme Council had found time to come in and listen to some of the 
reports that were given and watch sort of the business part of these sessions. I thank 
you for taking that time. 

But many of you, of course, would not have been there and were tied up with other 
things. So I just want to make sure that you realize that the Minutes of the 2013 
Session in Barrie, which were published in the proceedings and distributed, were 
adopted as approved. So that was one of the things that we did accomplish at that 
time. 

Now I’m wondering again, is there anyone else that has a quick announcement or 
anything else you want to make? Because I’m not going to give you an opportunity for 
the rest of the day, so if there’s something you think we’ve missed this is the time to 
remind us of something we’ve missed. 

Right. I don’t think there’s anything else in that, okay? 

I am going to, then, ask the immediate Past Sovereign Grand Commander to assume 
the gavel and you will get to listen to me again for just a little bit. 

On occasion, and I think we have heard it here, as well, that eyesight is becoming a 
problem to some of us. I have been recently, well, the last two or three years, sort of 
been going through a reverse phenomenon. For whatever reason, my eyesight is 
actually getting a little better. So I take glasses off and put them on at different times. 

I have worn glasses since I was ten years old and now I’m finding on many, many 
occasions I get these out of the way because I find I can focus better. So if you see me 
sort of up and down or looking at something, that’s probably what was happening there. 

This is formally the second opportunity for me to address you as your Sovereign Grand 
Commander. I do this not only out of a delight to tell you what I’ve been doing, and my 
thoughts, but out of an obligation to do so, as well, according to our Statutes. So this is 
really an official act where your Sovereign Grand Commander really reports to the 
Supreme Council and looks for advice and direction and hopefully support of what he’s 
done and what he’s contemplating.

SGC Brown: Thank you, sir.

Allocution of Sovereign Grand Commander 
140 th Annual Session ~ Halifax, Nova Scotia 


Peers and Brethren: 

In accordance with the provisions of Article 22(s) of the Statutes and Regulations of the 
Supreme Council, I am presenting my second Allocution “enumerating all rulings made, 
permissions and dispensations granted, and important official acts done during the year 
and recommending the legislation I (he) may deem necessary or expedient for the 
continued welfare of the Rite.” 

May I first offer you a very warm and fraternal welcome to the 140th Annual Session of 
our Supreme Council, held this year in Halifax, Nova Scotia and hosted by the Valley of 
Halifax. 

To our candidates and their spouses, I extend our congratulations and best wishes on 
their election to our Supreme Council. 

It is also a pleasure to be in the company of our distinguished guests from within 
Scottish Rite Masonry and from our larger Masonic family. I am particularly pleased that 
the Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Nova Scotia, M. W. Bro. Paul Frank, is with us. 
III. Bro. Frank, 33° was coroneted an Honorary Inspector-General in 2009. 

Masonry in Canada traces its root to the Province of Nova Scotia. It was my pleasure 
last year to be here to celebrate the 275th Anniversary of the establishment of 
Freemasonry in Canada. The first lodge on Canadian soil was formed in Annapolis 
Royal, Nova Scotia in June 1738. 

The Valley of Halifax has a long and rich history. Victoria Lodge of Perfection was 
constituted on September 1, 1887; Keith Sovereign Chapter Rose Croix on October 11, 
1870 and Nova Scotia Sovereign Consistory, September 1, 1884. The Valley also 
sponsors the Halifax Learning Centre that began its operation on September 17, 2006. 

I believe that this will be the seventh time our Annual Session has been held in Halifax. 

Necrology 

It is customary and fitting each year, at our Annual Session of Supreme Council, for us 
to celebrate the lives of our friends and brothers who were called to be with the Great 
Architect of the Universe. All will be missed and we give thanks to God our Father for 
their lives and the love they shared with us. We mourn their passing and join together in 
the celebration of their lives on earth. 

Since we last met six Past Active Members of our Supreme Council have died. Each 
brought his special talents and gifts to Freemasonry and especially to the Scottish Rite 
Freemasonry. Each of them lived lives well respected and each of them died regretted.

III. Bro. John Ingram Carrick, 33°(1919-2013) 

III. Bro. Carrick, 33° was received into Masonry in 1955. He joined the Murton Lodge of 
Perfection in 1955 and served as Commander-in-Chief of Moore Sovereign Consistory 
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1976-77. He was coroneted an Honorary Inspector-General in 1975. In 1985, III. Bro. 
Carrick was appointed as Executive Secretary of our Supreme Council 33° where he 
served until September 10, 1988. In 1988, in Vancouver, he was crowned an Active 
Member and elected Grand Secretary-General (1988-95). He became a Past Active 
member in 1995. 

III. Bro. Donald Wilfred Dixon, 33° (1925-2014) 

III. Bro. Dixon, 33° was received into Masonry in 1955. He joined Scottish Rite in 1972 
and was a Past Most Wise Sovereign of Niagara Chapter Rose Croix. He was 
coroneted an Honorary Inspector-General in 1982, crowned a Sovereign Grand 
Inspector-General in 1989 and became a Past Active Member in 2001. He served the 
Supreme Council as Grand Chancellor from 1997 to 2001. 

III. Bro. William Alexander Milligan, 33°(1919 - 2014) 

III. Bro. Milligan, 33° was received into Masonry in 1946, serving as Worshipful Master 
of his lodge in 1960-61. He served the Grand Lodge of Alberta as Grand Master in 
1975-76. He became a member of the Scottish Rite in 1956 and was Treasurer of the 
Valley of Edmonton for a number of years. He was coroneted an Honorary Inspector- 
General in 1971, crowned a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General in 1978 and became a 
Past Active Member in 1992. He was Deputy for Alberta and the Northwest Territories 
from 1979 to 1992. 

III. Bro. Thomas Raymond Powell, 33° (1923- 2014) 

III. Bro. Powell, 33° was received into Masonry in 1954, serving as Worshipful Master of 
his lodge in 1975. He became a member of Scottish Rite in 1955, serving as Most Wise 
Sovereign of London Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix in 1981. He was coroneted an 
Honorary Inspector-General in 1976, crowned a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General in 
1985 and became a Past Active Member in 1991. 

III. Bro. Ingram Dale Steeves, 33° (1922-2014) 

III. Bro. Steeves, 33° was received into Masonry in 1946 and became a Scottish Rite 
Freemason in 1954. He served the Grand Lodge of New Brunswick as Grand Master in 
1981-83. He was coroneted an Honorary Inspector-General in 1971, crowned a 
Sovereign Grand Inspector-General in 1975 and became a Past Active Member in 
1980. He was Deputy for New Brunswick from 1975 to 1980. He also served as a 
member of the Board of Directors of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. 

III. Bro. Douglas Myles Wilson, 33°(1921 -2014) 

III. Bro. Wilson 33° was received into Masonry in 1944. In 2008, he was a recipient of 
the William Mercer Wilson Medal. He was a member of the Valley of North Bay serving 
as T.P.G.M. and M.W.S. and a member of Moore Sovereign Consistory. He was 
coroneted an Honorary Inspector-General in 1983, crowned a Sovereign Grand 
Inspector-General in 1990 and became a Past Active member in 1996. He served as 
Grand Standard Bearer (1994-96).

III. Bro. Curtis N. Lancaster, 33°, died August 7, 2014. 

III. Bro. Lancaster served as the Lt. Grand Commander of the Southern Jurisdiction from 
2003 to 2013. He was a Past Grand Master of the State of Utah and actively involved in 
leadership roles in many concordant bodies.

While we do not have a list of those brethren from Constituent Bodies throughout the 
Country who have laid down their Working Tools, we shall give thanks for their 
contribution to Freemasonry. Many of these were friends and brothers in our own towns 
and communities and we mourn their loss and can be thankful of their eternal life with 
God our Father. 

Past Active Rank 

Our Statutes and Regulations requires that an Active Member attaining the age of 75 
years must transfer to Past Active rank and also allows Active Members to request 
transfer to same. 

This year we have one Active Member, John Lewis, who has submitted his resignation 
as an Active Member and one Active Member, Rozin Iwanicki, who by reason of age 
has attained this status. 

III. Bro. John W. Lewis, 33° Past Active 

III. Bro. Lewis was received into Masonry in 1985. In 1998, was coroneted an Honorary 
Inspector-General and crowned a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General in 2009. I am 
confident that he will continue to support this Supreme Council as his time and health 
permits. 

III. Bro. Rozin D. Iwanicki, 33° Past Active 

III. Bro. Iwanicki has been Deputy for Manitoba and Nunavut since 2006, being installed 
into that office in Halifax. He was received into Masonry in 1970 and joined Scottish Rite 
in 1981.

Resignation from Office

Dispensations and Rulings 

Our Statutes and Regulations provides that a Deputy may request the Sovereign Grand 
Commander to allow a jurisdiction to nominate candidates, in excess of the standard 
3.0% to a maximum of 3.5% of the jurisdictional membership, to be considered for 
election to be coroneted as Honorary Inspectors-General. The Article also allows a 
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Deputy to request the right to submit one nomination per province in situations where 
the 3.5% entitlement does not entitle a jurisdiction to nominate. 

In all cases where a request has been made, I have agreed to the extension of the 
number of candidates to be proposed. 

Several situations concerning the accommodation of candidates to receive degrees on 
alternate dates or in a sister Valley have been referred to me, and I believe in all 
situations the Deputy and I have been able to meet the needs of a candidate within the 
confines of our Statutes and Regulations.

During the second year of my tenure I have had an opportunity to travel within a number 
of jurisdictions. I thank all those who have assisted with my travel arrangements and the 
arranging of transportation and accommodation for me. It is indeed a privilege to be part 
of this very large Masonic Family.

Every year our Committee on Special Awards has a challenging but rewarding task of 
selecting the finalists for this prestigious award. This award is named after a beloved 
Scottish Rite Mason who has exemplified a commitment of distinguished service to the 
Fraternity, his community, his country and mankind. 

III. Bro. John Ross Matheson, 33° 

This past year we were all sadden to learn of the death of III. Bro. John Ross Matheson, 
33°. III. Bro. Matheson was received into Masonry in 1940 and was recognized for a life 
well lived and his contributions to Masonry and his country at the celebration of his 70 
years of membership in Masonry in 2010. III. Bro. Matheson 33°joined Scottish Rite in 
1948 and served as Most Wise Sovereign of Rose of Sharon Chapter Rose Croix, 
Kingston. He was coroneted an Honorary Inspector-General in 1978. 

This year the medal will be presented to two outstanding Brothers who have each made 
a great contribution to their respective valleys and communities. 

Supreme Council Initiatives 

When I was installed as your Sovereign Grand Commander two years ago in Winnipeg, 

I indicated to you that there were three areas that I believed our attention should be 
focused on: Leadership, Communication and Membership. To that end, I asked our Lt. 
Grand Commander to review our Leadership Initiatives and our Grand Secretary- 
General to develop a Communication strategy. I would focus my attention on 
Membership. I will comment briefly on each area, realizing that more extensive reports 
will be discussed at these Sessions. 

It can be argued that with good Leadership and an effective Communication strategy, 
Membership growth will take place. These areas are closely related and as such, we 
have approached these topics as a team. 

This past year our Leadership Development initiatives have included the holding of two 
conference calls with our Deputies, the development of a template to guide the 
Deputies’ Annual Reports, the reformatting of the State of the Rite Report to reflect our 
initiatives and the conducting of a Leadership Conference in London, Ontario for 
Scottish Rite Valleys within that jurisdiction. The Deputies have also been asked to take 
a greater role in organizing the Deputy’s Workshop at our Annual Session. 

Communication this past year has been improved by the establishment of a 
Communications Advisory Committee under the co-chairmanship of III. Bros. Brian 
Gilkinson and Gareth Taylor. Our website scottishritecanada.ca has a Members Only 
section that is subscribed to by more than 600 members. Our annual publication of The 
Clarion, which is sent to every Scottish Rite member in Canada, has proved an effective 
tool to encourage donations to our Scottish Rite Foundation and our eight Learning 
Centres. Communique has also proven to be an effective method to distribute timely 
information about Valley activities and Supreme Council Members, via email. 
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I encourage each of you to enroll in the Members Only section of our website and 
review the resources available to you personally and to our Valleys. Additional 
resources will be placed on the site in the months to come. The communication 
practices of our Valleys are ever evolving. Our practice of recognizing outstanding 
Valley publications is currently under review to ensure that all Valley Notices and other 
publications are given consideration. Until the review is complete and new submission 
requirements are determined no plaques will be awarded. 

In my travels it has become apparent to me that all the Grand Lodges in Canada are 
experiencing a renewed interest in Freemasonry. This bodes well for Scottish Rite. As I 
stated last year: “It is incumbent on all Scottish Rite Masons, but most particularly the 
members of this Supreme Council, to be active in their respective lodges and Grand 
Lodge Jurisdictions. 

Order of DeMolay 

Following our session last year I asked III. Bro. Bill Atkinson, 33°to chair a special 
committee to advise me how Scottish Rite might better promote leadership development 
in Canadian DeMolay chapters. The committee suggested that we establish DeMolay 
Leadership Scholarships to support the attendance of DeMolays at the DeMolay 
Leadership Conferences held annually in the United States. DeMolay Canada 
established the criteria and has selected one DeMolay from Western Canada, one from 
Ontario and one from Atlantic Canada to attend this past summer. The first recipients of 
these $500.00 scholarships are: Eric Hart, Edmonton, Alberta; Andrew Mohamdee, 
Ottawa, Ontario and Dalton Underhill, from New Brunswick. It is my hope that by 
emphasizing the importance of Leadership Training, DeMolay in Canada will flourish 
and many Senior DeMolays will see fit to petition for membership in Masonry. 

Fraternal Relations 

I remain convinced that the best way for us to ensure the wellbeing of Scottish Rite 
Freemasonry in Canada is for each of us to continue to be an active member of our 
respective Craft Lodges. As long as Scottish Rite is perceived as providing added value 
to the “Masonic Experience” of Master Masons we will continue to receive petitions for 
membership. This past year I asked III. Bro. Stephen Godfrey, 33“from British Columbia 
to chair a committee of distinguished Masons: III. Bro. Garry Dowling, 33“from Ontario; 

III Bro. Miles Graham, 33°from New Brunswick and III. Bro. David Hooper 33°from 
Prince Edward Island. Each of these brothers has served their respective Grand Lodges 
as Grand Master. Their task was to advise me of ways to bring Grand Lodges and 
Scottish Rite together through various initiatives and projects, particularly in the areas of 
Leadership Development and Education. 

Their full report will be made available in due course. It is currently being reviewed by 
our jurisdictional Deputies. The committee concluded that there was good co-operation 
around these endeavors at this time and recommended emphasizing ongoing 
communication between the Deputies and their respective Grand Lodges and the 
development of ways to promote the sharing of “Masonic” education. I thank these 
brethren for their wise counsel and the time they took to research this topic. 
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Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation 

I attended the meetings of the Board of Directors of the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation held this past year and look forward to supporting its President, Past 
Sovereign Grand Commander, III. Bro. Bob Townshend, 33° in any way I can to ensure 
the continued success of our Foundation and our eight Learning Centres. To date, I 
have had the opportunity to visit seven of our Centres and talked with their respective 
Directors. I know we are all looking forward to celebrating the 50th Anniversary of the 
establishment of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation while we meet in Halifax. I 
encourage each of you to make a donation to the 50th Anniversary Fundraising 
Campaign and commend the Foundation for the excellent video they commissioned to 
celebrate this historic milestone. 

Conclusion 

It has been a tremendous honour to continue to serve you these past twelve months. It 
continues to be busy, challenging, humbling and inspiring. Lt. Grand Commander, III. 
Bro. Terry Mclean, 33°, the Grand Secretary-General, III. Bro. Brian Gilkinson, 33°and I 
have spent countless hours on the telephone, the Internet and in personal meetings to 
determine how we can best serve the needs of Scottish Rite in Canada. The Advisory 
Council and the Charitable Foundation Board of Directors have provided wise counsel 
and the Deputies are taking up the challenge of championing our Leadership, 
Communication and Membership initiatives. The Hamilton Office acts as our nerve 
centre and all the staff have provided dedicated service to our organization. 

Throughout my travels I have marvelled at the high degree of comradeship and 
“Brotherly Love” that is present at the functions I have attended. We are truly privileged 
to belong to such a wonderful fraternity. As Masons, we are annually reminded, that the 
chief point of Freemasonry is to endeavour to be happy ourselves and to communicate 
that happiness to others. If we strive to achieve and practice that “chief point of 
Freemasonry”; portray the Scottish Rite degrees to the high standard that was always 
the hallmark of our Rite; and if we provide Leadership opportunities and meaningful 
Masonic Education - Scottish Rite Freemasonry can provide a Master Mason the 
wonderful opportunity to embark on his personal journey to strive to become the master 
of his own life and a true Master Mason. 

Each of us must continue to strive to promote the value of becoming a member of our 
Rite.

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President: Sovereign Grand Commander, Right Worshipful the Grand Master, 
Distinguished East, Peers and Bretheren 

It is with mixed emotions for me to be up here today, I kind of wish it wasn’t so, but Bob 
Townshend ask me if I would come back as President of the Foundation for one year to 
finish the three years of his intended term and the board confirmed that yesterday along 
with electing III. Bro. Harold Crosby, 33° as Vice-President. 

Our thoughts and prayers are with Bob and Pat and we ask god to be with them. I 
wrtote them a sgort email following t he SRCF Banquest to let them know how the 
evening went. I wrote “Bob and Pat, just want you to know that the SRCF banquet was 
a huge success. All your planning and arrangements were perfect. Ronnie knocked the 
socks off the crowd, he was in high gear” Bob wrote back yesterday “Great news about 
the evening. I knew Ronnie would be the right one. Thank everyone for their support 
and prayers. It was wonderful to hear from you. God Bless, Cheers, Pat & Bob.” 

The Foundation has met three times during these session. I want to take a few minutes 
to bring Supreme Council up to date on a few of the highlights. 

The Treasurer’s Report, the Audit Report, the Budgets and the Investment Reports 
were all dealt with. The markets have been good to us in this past year, and as of today 
we are seating well over $17M of assets. Our 50 th Anniversary Campaign to raise a $1M 
has had a great start and we are one third of our way to meeting our goal of $1M. I just 
want to make it abundtly clear, that money donated to this capital fund, whether it is 
designated for the Foundation or a particular Learning Centre, will be either invested by 
the Foundation or that Learning Centre and the income from those investemnts will be 
used on an annual basis. This way, your donations to this campaign will be leaving a 
legacy for either the Foundation or Learning Centre. It will always be working. 

This $1M campaign is in addition to what we normally need to raise annually to operate 
the Learning Centres, which across the country for the eight Learning Centres is about 
$750,000. ' 

I ask you to seriously consider making a donation to this campaign in celebration of 
what our forefathers started 50 years ago. And that can be done in many ways. 

Whether it’s a one time donation, or whether it’s donations over a 5 year period, or stock 
transfers, or bequests or making provisons in your wills, fund raising initatives by 
Valleys, etc, etc. There are many opportunites and ways to donate towards this 
campaign. 

Bretheren, together we can make a difference in solving the puzzles of the mind. 

Because of the changes to the Not for Profit Act, which the Foundation falls under, your 
directors needed to deal with approving Letters of Continuance and approval of Bylaw 
number one. This has been done, and I thank III. Bro. Duncan Skinner, 33°, for the great 
amount of work involved in preparing for this and steering the Board in making the 
appropriate descisions. 
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I am also very happy to report, that the Board of Directors has approved in principle, the 
proposal from the Valley of Barrie for opening a Tutor Room in Bracebridge, Ontario as 
an extension of their Barrie Learing Centre and it will be governed, supervised and 
monitored by the Barrie LC. The board has instructed our Executive Director, III. Bro. 
Matthew Todd, 33° to make a site visit and if he can vouch that this proposal is 
compliant not only with the written proposal but also with our criteria established in our 
Handbook, than he may give approval for an immediate start up and make the 
necessary changes to our License Agreement to make this happen.

1. Purpose of the organization 

The Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada (the 
“organization”) is a not-for-profit organization which serves as the central administrative body for Scottish 
Rite Freemasonry across Canada. 


2. Summary of significant accounting policies 
Basis of presentation 

The organization has prepared these financial statements in accordance with Canadian accounting 
standards for not-for-profit organizations. 

Cash and cash equivalents 


Cash and cash equivalents include cash on hand and balances with banks and other institutions and term 
deposits with maturities of three months or less. 


Financial instruments 

Initial measurement 

The organization’s financial instruments are measured at fair value when issued or acquired. For financial 
instruments subsequently measured at cost or amortized cost, fair value is adjusted by the amount of the 
related financing fees and transaction costs. Transaction costs and financing fees relating to financial 
instruments that are measured subsequently at fair value are recognized in operations in the year in which 
they are incurred. 

Subsequent measurement 

At each reporting date, the organization measures its financial assets and liabilities at cost or amortized cost 
(less impairment in the case of financial assets), except for equities quoted in an active market, which must 
be measured at fair value. The organization has also irrevocably elected to measure its investments in 
bonds at fair value. All changes in fair value of the organization’s investments in equities quoted in an active 
market and in bonds are recorded in the statement of operations. The financial instruments measured at 
amortized cost are cash and cash equivalents, accounts receivable and accounts payables. 

For financial assets measured at cost or amortized cost, the organization regularly assesses whether there 
are any indications of impairment. If there is an indication of impairment, and the organization determines 
that there is a significant adverse change in the expected timing or amount of future cash flows from the 
financial asset, it recognizes an impairment loss in the statement of operations. Any reversals of previously 
recognized impairment losses are recognized in operations in the year the reversal occurs.

2. Summary of significant accounting policies (continued) 

Capital assets 

Capital asset purchases which are significant are recorded at cost and amortized on a straight-line basis 
over the assets' estimated useful lives. 

Revenue recognition 

The organization follows the deferral method of accounting for contributions. 

Restricted contributions are recognized as revenue of the Internally Restricted - Special Candidates Fund in 
the year in which the related expenses are incurred. Unrestricted contributions are recognized as revenue 
of the unrestricted fund when received or receivable if the amount to be received can be reasonably 
estimated and collection is reasonably assured. 

Dues and fees revenue is recognized as earned and collection is reasonably assured. Amounts received in 
advance are recorded as deferred revenue. 

Fundraising events revenue is recognized when the event takes place and collection is reasonably assured. 
Net investment income is recognized as it is earned in the statement of operations. 

Use of estimates 

Management reviews the carrying amounts of items in the financial statements at each 
statement of financial position date to assess the need for revision or any possibility of 
impairment. Many items in the preparation of these financial statements require 
management’s best estimate. Management determines these estimates based on 
assumptions that reflect the most probable set of economic conditions and planned 
courses of action. 

These estimates are reviewed periodically and adjustments are made to net income as 
appropriate in the year they become known. 

Items subject to significant management estimates include allowance for doubtful accounts.

8. Financial instruments 

The value of a financial instrument can be affected by changes in interest rates, foreign exchange rates, 
equity and commodity prices and credit spreads. 

Market risk 

Market risk is the potential for loss from changes in the value of financial instruments. 

The organization is exposed to market risk in the investment portfolio as well as through non-trading 
activities. Market risk in investment activities is managed by the senior management of the organization and 
every investment transaction is guided by policy and regulatory limitations.

8. Financial instruments (continued) 

As at May 31, 2013, if fixed income prices had increased or decreased by 10%, the effect on the assets, 
with all other variables held constant, would be approximately $ 70,484. If equity prices had increased or 
decreased by 10%, the effect on the assets, with all other variables held constant, would be approximately $ 
73,020. If mutual fund prices had increased or decreased by 10%, the effect on the assets, with all other 
variables held constant, would be approximately $ 9,070. 

Interest rate risk 

Interest rate risk is the risk that the fair value or future cash flows of a financial instrument will fluctuate 
because of changes in market interest rates. The organization is exposed to interest rate risk with respect to 
investments in bonds. 

Liquidity risk 

Liquidity risk is the risk that the organization could encounter difficulty in meeting obligations associated with 
its financial liabilities. Liquidity risk also includes the risk of not being able to liquidate assets in a timely 
manner at a reasonable price. The organization is, therefore, exposed to liquidity risk with respect to its 
accounts payable. Management manages liquidity risk and monitors the cash and funding needs on a daily 
basis. 


9. Related party transactions 

During the year, the organization paid and charged back costs for The Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. 
These transactions are in the normal course of business and measured at the exchange amount, which are 
the actual amounts paid.

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Report of the 

BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


To the Supreme Council 33’ of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The duties and responsibilities of the Board of Trustees of this Supreme Council can be 
found in Article 35 of the Statutes and Regulations of the Supreme Council 33° of the 
Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 

Accordingly, we submit the following report in connection therewith. 

Your Board of Trustees reports that as at May 31, 2014, the net assets under its charge 
totaled $1,714,853 compared to $1,612,746 as at May 31, 2013.The increase in the net 
assets in the amount of $102,107 is represented by an operating excess of expenses over 
revenue of $5,303 minus a year end adjustment for unrealized gain on investments in the 
amount of $107,410 for a net excess of revenue over expenses in the amount of $102,107. 

During the last fiscal year, securities matured or were sold with the result that Supreme 
Council realized a net capital gain of $19,070 as compared to a net capital gain of 
$6,784 in 2013 together with investment income of $82,010 [2013 - $63,894], The total of 
investment income and net capital gains [losses] in the amount of $101,080 
[2013 - $70,678] was $26,080 over the budgeted amount of $75,000. 

The Supreme Council investment portfolios aggregated $1,726,282 at market value as at 
May 31, 2014. Note, additional cash is included in the cash and cash equivalents, which 
represents residual cash in the broker’s accounts of the General Investments and the 
Special Candidates’ Fund in the amounts of $10,811 and $906 respectively for a total of 
$11,717. Thus bringing the total investment portfolios to $1,737,999 as at May 31, 2014 as 
compared to $1,582,908 as at May 31,2013. The cash on hand as at May 31, 2014 was the 
result of net cash from maturities and purchases of investments together with investment 
income accumulated in the cash accounts of the two portfolios.

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Your Trustees and our investment advisor R. B. C. Dominion Securities continue to 
work within the guidelines of the Supreme Council Investment Policy, whereby we 
manage the portfolios generally within a maximum 50 % / 50 % split of fixed income to 
equity securities. Information provided by R. B. C. Dominion Securities indicates that for 
fiscal 2014, the General Investment Portfolio experienced an annual overall rate of 
return of 12.13 % and the Special Candidates’ Fund experienced an annual overall rate 
of return of 28.57 %. 

We would also advise that all securities were held in accordance with the requirements 
of ART. 35 [b] of the Statutes and Regulations and income there from is paid to the 
Supreme Council on request except for investment income earned on the Special 
Candidates’ Fund, which is internally restricted until such time as the fund balance and 
the investment income there from become more meaningful. 

In some years, it is unnecessary to transfer any funds to Supreme Council, however 
during fiscal 2014, cash requirements were such that it necessitated the transfer of 
$50,000 from the General Investment Portfolio to the Supreme Council bank account to 
cover operating costs. 

General Comments 

The markets over the past year have been decidedly positive, despite many geopolitical 
concerns throughout the world and the financial statements certainly reflect the 
improvement in the overall portfolios and the investment income thereon. 

Similarly, Supreme Council saw fit to amend the Supreme Council “Investment Plan” to 
allow for an asset mix to a maximum of 50% equity positions and 50% fixed income 
positions. We have gradually altered the portfolios to achieve that mix. As such, the total 
increased investment income is acknowledged in the financial statements for the year 
ended May 31,2014. 

Once again, we continue to be pleased with the services of R.B.C. Dominion Securities 
and their representatives. In particular, we would like to express our thanks to Mr. 
Richard te Boekhorst of R.B.C. Dominion Securities for their assistance, interest and 
availability throughout the year. Accordingly, we would recommend the continuing 
engagement of this firm to administer the Supreme Council Investment portfolios and 
provide for our investment needs.

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Report of the Deputy For 

ALBERTA & THE NORTHWEST TERRITORIES 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The following is a report on the state of the Rite in Alberta and NWT. 

Communication 

All 5 Valleys in Alberta use a combination of standard printed notices and e-summons to 
inform members of meetings and special events. 

Leadership 

The Valleys of Calgary, Edmonton, and Lethbridge have effective, well-functioning 
Executive committees. The 2 smaller Valleys, Central Alberta and Medicine Hat, do not 
require executive committees. The only Past Active/PSGC in the province able to assist 
their Valleys are in Calgary and Edmonton. III. Bro. Stan Clayton is involved in Calgary; 
P.S.G.C. Orlan Weber is active in Edmonton. III. Bro. Tom Band is not as active as he 
would like due to poor health. All 5 Valleys are actively involved in succession planning, 
have HIG nominating committees when needed, and have a full program of degrees. 
Officers in Edmonton serve 2 year terms; all of the rest 1 year terms. III. Bro. Weber 
organizes luncheons for the HIGs in Edmonton on a regular basis. The other Valleys 
may have officer luncheons, but the Deputy is unsure as to how regular those may 
occur. 

Membership 

Since Supreme Council receives membership statistics, provided by each Valley on an 
annual basis, it can be simply stated that the membership in each Valley is declining. 
The Valley of Calgary has continued to have Master Mason Nights. Edmonton has held 
such evenings with great success; however, have discontinued them. 

Fellowship 

In Edmonton, the Deputy attended the Christmas social, June social, and the “Night at 
the Races”. In addition, at the 14° and 32° reunions the Deputy has attended the social 
events at the conclusion of the reunion. All the other Valleys have a Christmas social. 
The Deputy also attends any social functions following Reunions in the other Valleys 
when making his official visit. 

Unique 

Edmonton provides acting and director classes to assist our directors and cast 
members. These are given by professional actors/directors. Edmonton sponsors 
scholarships to young students at the Alberta College Conservatory of Music annually. 
In addition Edmonton has a well-developed system of charitable donations to a number 
of worthy groups. This year the Valley will be donating close to $30,000 to such 
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agencies. Calgary, Lethbridge, and Medicine Hat work closely together, and members 
of Lethbridge and Medicine Hat are often officers in bodies located only in Calgary or 
Lethbridge. 

Supporting Craft Lodges 

The Valley of Calgary, some years ago, created an innovative and interesting Master 
Mason Nights script. The use of Master Mason Nights continues in Calgary. The 
Deputy knows of no other on-going activities that fall under this category; however, the 
Deputy has made it clear that he will, with an invitation from the Worshipful Master of a 
Lodge, speak about the A. & A. S. R. 

Financial Health 

Supreme Council receives annual financial forms from the Valleys. The smaller Valleys 
in Alberta may be bordering on long term financial problems; however, with declining 
membership, all Valleys could face difficulties in the future. 

Overall General Statements 

Edmonton and Calgary, while having shrinking memberships, are strong and active. 
Edmonton still confers a large majority of all of the degrees in its Reunions. Lethbridge 
and Medicine Hat are having membership problems; however, the members are sincere 
and dedicated. Central Alberta draws its membership from a large geographic rural 
area (with the exception of Red Deer which is rapidly growing). The membership is 
aging and night driving is not popular. Unless members can be drawn from the City of 
Red Deer, the membership will be stagnant. This Valley needs assistance, and a new 
HIG is in the nomination process.

The following comprises the report on the State of the Rite in New Brunswick. Our three 
Valleys are within 100 kilometers of each other and are so similar that I will report on 
them collectively. 

Communication 

The Valley meeting notices are the primary vehicle of communication in which 
upcoming events and items of interest are always included. Reunion notices contain 
degree descriptions and cast of players and include masonic and other biographical 
information of honourees. Shut-ins receive personal visits by the brethren. 

Leadership 

The Valley Advisory Committees provide suggestions and recommendations to the 
bodies. The three principal officers of each body voice their concerns and present ideas 
for evaluation previous to implementation. Each body has a Nominating Committee 
which recommends officers for election or appointment. Each body and degree team 
holds rehearsals where past officers and degree directors coach in the delivery of ritual 
and performance of degrees. 

Membership 

Paralleling the trend with the Grand Lodge, the number of recruits falls short of the 
departures each year. We have membership representatives active in each Craft 
Lodge; hold Master Mason nights; make presentations about the Rite within Craft Lodge 
meetings, but the trend continues. Needless to say, this is having a snowballing effect 
in that Degree Directors and Nominating Committees are having difficulty finding willing 
participants when filling vacancies. More emphasis is now being placed on meeting 
agenda planning and content in an effort to improve attendance and retain members. 

Fellowship 

Over the past year our Valleys held a Robbie Burns night; a Wine & Cheese Party 
which contained a silent auction to assist the Learning Centre and other events. A 
lunch is always held following each meeting at which the brethren discuss anything and 
everything. 

Finances 

With dwindling numbers providing reduced revenue and expenses constantly 
increasing, each Valley is beset with yet another challenge. Over recent years, in Saint 
John, investments have been cashed to meet the shortfall. This spells disaster in the 
long term. Other sources of revenue must be found. Rent increases in Fredericton are 
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imminent due to extensive building repairs. Moncton is now diligently working on 
collecting recently identified outstanding dues. Discussing finances occupies a 
considerable portion of time at meetings and while necessary, it detracts from our 
primary goal. 

In March, Saint John Lodge of Perfection held an open installation with a preceding 
dinner which proved successful. Family and friends were given an opportunity to view 
the Red Room and learn a little about our fraternity. 

Our Learning Centre at Moncton is fully functioning, but it is struggling to grow. Finding 
and training tutors has become an almost impossible task. This is overshadowing the 
good work of those engaged in this very worthwhile cause. Once this obstacle is 
overcome, I’m sure it will grow and become very successful. 

In May, our Sovereign Grand Commander, III. Bro. Richard Brown, visited our province 
and while here, presented long service awards to three brethren; III. Bro. Edward 
Sherrard who joined Scottish Rite in 1954, III. Bro. Milton Palmer and III. Bro. Gerald 
Chaulk who became members in 1961. That’s 60, 53 and 53 years respectively. Other 
awards of long service were also presented. Again, congratulations, brethren! 

Over the past year, we have lost several members to the celestial body above. We are 
deeply saddened to lose them but are thankful to have spent some time with them. 

Scottish Rite is experiencing difficulties in New Brunswick but the character of its 
members is strong and we will overcome these obstacles. We wish to extend our 
appreciation to the Supreme Council office for their assistance.

Membership

Visitations to Craft Lodges are underway to promote the Scottish Rite. A very successful 
Master Masons Nite has been hosted by the Annapolis Valley Scottish Rite Club, with 
25 Master Masons in attendance. 

Communications 

Regular Summons of meetings and events are communicated via postal service and 
e-mail. The Valley has an up-to-date website, informing Brethren of upcoming events. 

Leadership 

During the past year a very productive nominating committee has been introduced, to 
seek out Brethren interested in serving the Lodge in a succession of offices. This long 
range planning should provide stability within the Lodge. 

Each Lodge meeting has an educational (presentation) component to stimulate thought 
and discussion. 

One-year term of office, with re-election for a second year. 

Uniqueness

A nominating committee consisting of the Chief Officers of each of the three Lodges, the 
Grand Secretary-Registrar, and chaired by one of the Honorary Inspectors General is 
tasked with developing a slate of Officers.

Membership

Opportunities for 
fellowship are also created with a number of wine and cheese receptions, usually 
associated with fund-raising events. 

Uniqueness of Valley 

A few years ago Guelph started a 1.3 million dollar retrofit of their building. This July 
there will be a great celebration when the mortgage will be retired in a burning 
celebration. The Valley is also presently involved in raising funds for a proposed 
Scottish Rite Charitable Learning Centre. 

Valley’s Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

When asked to participate in educational events, the Valley assists with people and 
teams. They also make Scottish Rite presentations in Craft Lodges. 

Financial Health 

Finances are presently stable but if membership continues to decline, it could create a 
strain. The building is in good shape with commercial revenue that will certainly be a 
benefit to their financial future. 

General 

While the large geographical area of membership offers a challenge, Guelph continues 
to address the problem by moving social events to areas outside of their city. A 
declining membership does effect the training and succession of those needed for 
future leadership roles. A bright spot this year has been the fact that the class was the 
largest that they have had in recent years.

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Valiev of London 
Established in 1868 

Membership 

London Lodge of Perfection (1192) and London Chapter of Rose Croix (1243) with 6 
members joining the Lodge of Perfection and 2 the Chapter of Rose Croix. London lost 
28 members due to death. As a result, the net decline in membership is 20 members. 

Communication 

Valley communications are primarily through the Lodge and Chapter notices and the 
London Valley Update, which is published in January and July of each year, ‘the Update 
is intended to keep the members informed of the subjects being discussed by the Lodge 
and Chapter Officers, the happenings in the London Learning Centre, the state of the 
London Consistory Club and the issues concerning the Masonic Hall Company, their 
masonic home for both the Scottish Rite and Craft Lodges. As space allows, other 
material intended to provoke reflection on masonic values is included. 

Leadership 

The Advisory Committee of London Valley consisting of Active and Past Active 
members, presiding officers, secretary and treasurers, and chairs of committees, 
provides oversight and direction to the bodies of the Valley. This committee also informs 
the membership of items of mutual concern that are discussed at their meetings. This is 
accomplished to through the publishing of its deliberations through the Update 
newsletter. 

Valley Fellowship 

The Valley holds an annual Fishing Derby in Port Rowan and a Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation Golf Classic. The Consistory Club holds an extremely well-attended stag 
Barbeque at the Dampier Estate. A Family Christmas Gathering and Celebration of 
Accomplishments for the Learning Centre is also put on by the Valley. 

Uniqueness of Valley 

The Valley has an honouree for every Reunion. He is honoured on the printed program, 
at the dinner and who also is given the opportunity to speak. 

The Honorary Inspectors-General, together with their wives, hold a summer barbeque 
as well as a formal Christmas Dinner. 

Valley’s Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

In January the Valley has a Family of Masonry Luncheon which includes the wives, 
family members, non-Masonic guests and members from other Orders. This past year 
the guest speaker was Jeanie Lee, Past Worthy Matron of the Order of the Eastern 
Star, Ontario Chapter. 

At the conclusion of the Luncheon, the Lodge of Perfection holds an Open Installation 
Ceremony, once again inviting Masons, non-Masons, family and friends. 

Indirectly, the London Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix has pledged support to the 
Masonic Hall Company for up to $42,000 to cover the cost of upgrading the temple’s 
HVAC system. This upgrade has seen the replacement of all valves and controls which

now can be controlled electronically from the Company Office or from the home of an 
authorized member of the Masonic Hail Board. This upgrade has resulted in more 
comfortable lodge rooms for all those attending lodge meetings. It also means that the 
heating and air-conditioning can be set to begin and end at specific times rather than 
having to be always on or off, an economic benefit to the Masonic Hall Company. 

Financial Health 

The financial health appears excellent, now and for the future. 

General 

As in most other Valleys, there is a slight decrease in membership. However the Valley 
executes its degrees and its business with energy and enthusiasm. The bodies are 
under excellent leadership and things look well for the future.

Valiev of Niagara 
Established in 1923 

Membership 

Elgin Lodge of Perfection (438) and Niagara Chapter of Rose Croix (392). This past 
year Elgin Lodge had 8 new candidates and 1 restoration. This combined with 7 deaths, 
1 withdrawal and 1 suspension resulted in the same number of members as last year. 
Niagara Chapter of the Rose Croix had 6 initiations, 6 deaths and 1 suspension, 
resulting in a net loss of 1 member. Member-wise, Niagara is in a very stable position. 

New members are encouraged to invite members from their Craft Lodges to join with 
them at the Rite. 

Communication 

Most of the communications to the membership are through the notice and through the 
Reunion booklet. 

Leadership 

One of the leading forces in Niagara Valley is the Valley Executive. It meets three times 
a year. The spring meeting includes having the Degree Directors present and this 
meeting is preceded by a dinner. It is the forum where problems are ironed out and 
plans are made for the future. 

Valley Fellowship 

Niagara has an annual Ladies Night in October and a barbeque in August. Both of these 
activities include invitations to family and friends. 

Uniqueness of Valley 

Some of the unique features of the Valley include the fact that Niagara performs all the 
degrees from the fourth to the fourteenth in sequential order and that the Officers of 
Elgin Lodge of Perfection are in office for one year while the Officers of the Chapter of 
Rose Croix are in for two. 
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The Valley has also established the “Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite, Niagara 
Valley Scholarship Fund” in the Humanities Department at Brock University. The Valley 
continues to make annual contributions of $5000.00 to enhance the fund and this year, 
Niagara is expanding their Bursary activities to include Niagara College.

Established in 1966 

Membership 

Sarnia Lodge of Perfection (220). This past year Sarnia lost 10 members through death 
and gained one member through initiation. This is a concern for the Lodge, and 
practices are being put into place to improve this situation. Presently application forms 
are being sent to the membership through the September notice and they are also 
planning towards holding a Master Masons Night. 

Communication 

The main vehicle of communication in the Valley is through the monthly notice, a very 
informative and award-winning document.

Sarnia, through their Club, raise enough funds to give out two annual $500.00 
scholarships to secondary students going on to further their education.

Membership 

Woodstock Lodge of Perfection membership is down to 330 from 371 in 2012 and 
Centennial Chapter of Rose Croix is down to 275 from the 2012 figure of 295.

From a membership perspective, the Valley of Hamilton has had another relatively 
successful year. Murton Lodge of Perfection initiated 28 candidates compared to 26 
last year. The Hamilton Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix had a particularly successful 
year having initiated 31 candidates compared to only 16 last year. Moore Sovereign 
Consistory initiated 114 candidates compared to 115 last year. It is encouraging that 
the number of new initiates is remaining relatively constant. 

The Valley of Hamilton operates on a life membership basis in all three bodies. This 
system has served the Valley well over the years but it is easy to lose track of members 
when you are not contacting them for dues payment on an annual basis. There has 
been a major effort this year to “clean up” the membership data. As a result of this 
roughly one hundred deceased/demitted/suspended members have been removed from 
the rolls of Murton Lodge of Perfection. Rose Croix has removed approximately 
seventy members and Moore Sovereign Consistory has removed nearly three hundred 
members. With ever increasing supply, mailing and postage costs, it is increasingly 
important to keep the membership rolls as up to date as possible. 

Communication 

The Valley issued two “Valley Talk” newsletters this year under the direction of editor 
John E. Thombs. The most recent issue in April featured an article on John James 
Mason, a prominent member of the Craft in the Hamilton area as well as a tribute to the 
late III. Bro. John I. Carrick, 33°. John Carrick was a Past Active Member of Supreme 
Council for the Valley of Hamilton as well as a Past Grand Secretary-General. He 
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passed away on November 20, 2013 at the age of ninety-four. He will be greatly 
missed by the Valley. 

Leadership 

In January, all three bodies in the Valley of Hamilton held their Biennial Ceremonies of 
Initiation and Investiture. On January 13, III. Bro. D. Brent Julian, 33° was installed as 
Commander-in-Chief of Moore Sovereign Consistory. On January 21, III. Bro. Richard 
L. Molata, 33° was installed as most Wise Sovereign of the Hamilton Sovereign Chapter 
of Rose Croix and on January 28, III. Bro. Louis M. Domjan, 33° was installed as Thrice 
Puissant Grand Master of Murton Lodge of Perfection. These brethren will hold office 
for a term of two years as is the custom in all three bodies in the Valley. 

The Honorary Inspectors-General in the Valley of Hamilton held a breakfast meeting on 
April 12, 2014 under the direction of III. Bro. George Benton, 33° to discuss the roll of 
the thirty thirds in the Hamilton Valley moving forward. There was a lively discussion 
and another meeting is planned for the fall. On December 6, 2013, the thirty-thirds in 
the Valley held their annual Christmas Dinner. There were fifty-eight people in 
attendance. This function always includes spouses and widows. 

Valley Fellowship 

As always, Santa’s first stop of the 2013 Christmas season was at 4 Queen Street 
South in Hamilton on December 7 for Breakfast at the Rite. As always, the function was 
well attended. 

The Valley held a Golf Tournament on July 8 at Carlisle Golf and Country Club. For the 
past several years, the Scottish Rite Club has held a tournament in August each year 
but this year, the Hamilton Valley Advisory Committee is running the function. The 
profits from the function will be donated to the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation in 
celebration of its fiftieth anniversary. 

The Valley of Hamilton has not had a Master Mason’s Night for a number of years 
however one is planned for September 30 this year. A committee has been struck with 
III. Bro. Ken Brisbois as Chairman. At the present time, it is the intent of the committee 
to portray a modified version of the Seventh Degree for the evening. 

The annual Murton Lodge of Perfection officers’ dinner was held on June 6 at the Erie 
Beach Hotel in Port Dover. There were approximately thirty attendees and a good time 
was had by all. The Erie Beach Hotel is particularly noted for its excellent perch and 
pickerel. 

On June 7, the Hamilton Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix held its annual picnic at the 
home of Pat Lowry, the widow of Leslie P. Lowry, a Past Most Wise Sovereign of the 
Chapter. Pat has hosted this function for many years. As always, this was a most 
enjoyable function. 

The Scottish Rite Club has had an active year as well. The club has run two Wine 
Tasting Evenings, a Beer and Burger Night, a week of Christmas Buffet Luncheons, the 
ever popular Scotch Tasting Night, a Valentines Dinner, a Surf and Turf night, a Cigar 
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Symposium, a Martini Night, a St. Patrick’s Day Luncheon and a Mother’s Day 
Luncheon. 

Uniqueness of Valley 

As mentioned above the Officers of each body serve 2 year terms in each position. The 
other unique feature is Moore Sovereign Consistory which is the Consistory home for 
over 10 Valleys in Southern Ontario. 

Financial Health 

From the information provided the Murton Lodge of Perfection appears to be in good 
financial health. At the time of preparation of this report the financial return for the 
Hamilton Sovereign Chapter Rose Croix has not been filed for this year. It should be 
noted that the financial returns for Moore Sovereign Consistory have not been filed for 
the last two years. 

General 

The Valley of Hamilton through Towers Inc., the corporation that holds the property for 
the three bodies, has undertaken a detailed audit of the physical property to determine 
the capital needed to maintain the property in the future. This is being done under the 
direction of the President of Towers, III. Bro. Hal Hillgren, 33°and his board. The 
process is well underway. 

At the Supreme Council sessions in Collingwood in September of 2013, III. Bro. George 
F. Benton, 33° received the John Ross Matheson Award. The brethren of the Valley are 
delighted that George received this most prestigious and well deserved honor. 

The Valley of Hamilton has three Active Members of Supreme Council, III. Bros. Allard 
B. Loopstra, 33° Robert S. Whitmore, 33° and Victor Lepp, 33°. Once again, we thank 
them for their ongoing dedication and contribution to the Valley. We look forward to the 
upcoming year. 

Valley of Kingston 

Membership 

The Kingston Valley is one of the smaller valleys with respect to membership. Presently 
there are 202 members in the Lodge of Perfection, down from 220 in 2011. In the Rose 
Croix there are 168 members down from 180 in 2011. The demographics show the 
Valley has a lot of older members, the exact breakdown will be available for the next 
report. This year only one new member obtained his 14°, and four received their 18°. 
As well three members received their 32° at Moore Sovereign Consistory this spring. 

Obviously our membership is showing a downward trend but on a positive note we have 
7 candidates for their 4th degree this June. 

Communication 

The main form of communication is the regular notice of meetings. The Valley is 
beginning to make use of email to send out these notices in an effort to reduce costs. 
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Leadership 

The Valley has an executive committee that meets three times a year to deal with 
general Lodge business. These meetings include a review of the Valley finances to 
make sure the investments are doing well. The Valley is financially strong. This is also 
an opportunity to discuss and make suggestions with respect to officers moving forward 
through the chairs Lodges. Other important issues they deal with are visiting the sick, 
the house-bound and their widows; as well as social events. The executive committee 
also deals with issues surrounding degree work. Presently they are working to get the 
costumes refurbished. 

This year the committee had to deal with the unfortunate untimely death of our TPGM 
Paul Belshaw. We had to appoint an acting TPGM and hopefully in September a new 
TPGM will be installed. 

Valley Fellowship 

This year the Kingston Valley had two major social events. At Christmas there was the 
annual ladies’ night and in March the ladies were invited to join us to celebrate the 
official visit of our Sovereign Grand Commander. These were very successful nights 
with good food, good music and fellowship enjoyed by all. 

After all of their Lodge meetings they have a formal banquet with good food and I feel 
the brethren really appreciate the fellowship. At the banquet they discuss the SRCF and 
the good work it is doing and they ask the brethren to support this worthwhile cause. 

In this valley they do not have reunion weekends but at every Lodge meeting they do 
degree work. On receiving your 14° and also 18° the candidates are presented with a 
binder with all the degrees in it. This is a great resource material for our new members. 

Uniqueness of Valley 

One unique quality in the Valley is that they move between Brockville, Belleville and 
Kingston to do degree work. Their trip to Brockville in the spring was very successful 
and they are working to make their fall trip to Belleville as equally successful. 

Valley’s Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

The Valley has tried to attract new membership by participating in Lodge open houses. 
So far they have done one this year and hopefully more in the fall. This is an area the 
Valley needs to be more active in. 

Financial Health 

From the information provided the Valley seems to be in a good financial position. 

General 

On a sad note this district lost a good Mason and a great Canadian with the death of III. 
Bro. John Ross Matheson, 33“this spring. Bro Matheson was a friend to many in the 
area and he will be dearly missed. 

In closing Kingston Valley like other Valleys is facing a lot of challenges. Hopefully we 
have the ability and resources to identify, address and overcome these challenges.

Thornton 33° Past Active Member for their continued support. 
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Valley of Ottawa 

Membership 

Ottawa Lodge of Perfection - There were 11 new initiates in Lodge, but lost 12 to death, 
11 to suspension and 17 to withdrawal for a net loss of 31 to the 2012 membership of 
447. 

Murray Chapter - There were 10 initiates against 17 deaths and 11 each of suspensions 
and withdrawals so our 2012 membership of 421 dropped by 39. 

Ottawa Consistory - The 2012 membership of 500 got 12 additions but lost 40—11 
deaths, 19 withdrawals and 10 suspended for a net loss of 28. 

They count 560 individuals in the three bodies in our Valley and while there is a loss of 
membership of 31, in percentage terms at least they are close to holding our own. 

The class of a dozen Masons carrying on with their journey through the three Scottish 
Rite bodies was one of the largest in recent years. In 2013-14, the Valley took a number 
of steps to maintain that momentum. A Master Mason’s Night was held Jan. 28, but 
unfortunately was not well attended. The Valley’s interest in establishing a Learning 
Centre for Dyslexic Children was the subject of approximately 15 presentations of Craft 
Lodges in Ottawa 1 and 2 districts over the fall and winter. These were intended to 
inform Masons of the proposed project and elicit their support, but had the additional 
benefit of raising the profile of Scottish Rite locally. Scottish Rite Masons were also 
prominent at an evening to roast III. Bro. Kalinowsky, 33° on his retirement from Grand 
Lodge bodies and at DeMolay Appreciation Night when the Valley’s commitment to 
support this organization for young men was renewed. However, there was little support 
for efforts to mount a fall Ladies Night -the Harvest Ball—and the event had to be 
cancelled. 

This year’s class was named after III. Bro. Don Mumby, 33° Past Grand Master, who 
took on the role of briefing the class on each of the degrees just prior to their 
performance. Not only did it give the initiates a heads up on what to expect, it allowed 
them to ask questions about the Scottish Rite, which they did in spades! 

The team looking at the Learning Centre continued to work toward putting the issue to a 
vote at the Valley AGM in April, 2015. 

Communications 

The Executive Secretary, III. Bro. Jeff Christie, 33° has made excellent use of e-mail 
again this year. In addition to e-mailing summons to about half the membership, saving 
on postage and printing, he also e-mails regular reminders of upcoming degrees and 
events, which have been well received, even if they did not result in markedly improved 
attendance at AASR meetings. The Valley of Ottawa has an attractive website 
(ottawavalleyscottishrite.com), which is maintained by III Bro Ivan Harris, who regularly 
updates it with photos and news. It attracts more than 1,000 visits a month during the 
fall and winter. Visits and presentations to Craft Lodges are noted under membership. 
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Leadership 

The Executive Committee, composed of the principal officers from each body plus such 
others as the secretary, treasurer, Active Member, etc. continues to function well. The 
EC leads the effort to recruit new officers and cast members with special emphasis on 
those of have gone through classes in the last five years. It oversees the work of a 
variety of sub-committees, including Membership Renewal and the Learning Centre. 

The Renewal Committee has considered changing the Valley calendar to a two-year 
cycle for both degrees and terms of office but has not yet formally proposed those 
changes for a vote. The Renewal team also organized visits to neighbouring Valleys—to 
Kingston for the 12th degree, staged in Brockville, and the 14th in Kingston, and to 
Montreal for the 32nd degree, performed in French for the first time, by Consistoire du 
Phenix. 

A program, dubbed Ride to the Rite, will be inaugurated in the fall to ensure that 
A. & A. S. R. members who are no longer able to drive can be picked up by others 
attending degrees. In the Valley of Ottawa, we have a 33rds Association which holds its 
AGM in the spring, a summer BBQ and a fall supper. From this group came a selection 
committee of the Active Member, III Bro Don Mumby, 33° III Bro Dale Olm, 33° and III 
Bro Sam Kalinowsky, 33° who decided on our nomination for a new Honorary Inspector 
General in 2015. 

Ill Bro Kalinowsky also championed the Penny For Your Thoughts campaign which 
raised $845 locally. 

Fellowship 

This year we tried a small variation in our usual practice. Instead of socials after most 
meetings, we hosted soup-and-sandwich suppers before meetings, which seem to have 
been well received. We also continued our usual practice of formal banquets associated 
with the 14th and 18th degrees, the Maundy Thursday dinner and the Consistory 
weekend. This year we were honoured to have the Sovereign Grand Commander, III 
Bro Richard A. Brown, 33° at the Consistory Reunion. Fraternal visits to other Valleys 
and the 33rd social events are noted above. The Valley has also lent its support to an 
evening exploring Mozart’s Masonic Journey with music from The Magic Flute, which is 
planned for November at a large city church. 

Uniqueness of Valley 

The recent efforts of the Valley’s Renewal Committee is to be noted. In particular the 
Fraternal Visits to the Valleys of Kingston and Montreal were very well received. 

Valley’s Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

The Valley also established a Scottish Rite degree team, under the direction of III Bro 
Sam Kalinowsky, 33° Past Active Member, to perform the 3rd degree in craft lodges. 
Each evening included a brief presentation of the Scottish Rite. One lodge, St. Andrews, 
hosted an evening on Scottish Rite and York Rite at their DDGM visit which was well 
attended, especially by A. & A. S. R. brethren who came out to support their Active 
Member 
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Financial Health 

At the time of preparation of this report the financial return for the Valley of Ottawa has 
not been filed for this year. 

General 

The Valley of Ottawa has been undergoing a rejuvenation in the last several years. The 
efforts to reach out to Craft Lodges, the Renewal Committee and the support from the 
HIGs of the Valley are to be commended. 

Special thanks to III. Bro. Alan Arbuckle, 33 “Active Member for his support and efforts 
promoting the Scottish Rite in the Valley of Ottawa. 

Valiev of Peterborough 

Membership 

The installations in November went well. III. Bro. Kevin Fudge, 33° is TPGM and Paul 
Murray is MWS. We had an excellent fundraising Memorial banquet in honour of III. Bro. 
John Hayman Roy, 33 0 on April 12th. An amount exceeding $10,000 was donated to 
the 50th. May 12th saw our third consecutive Master Mason’s Night. Trial portion of the 
7th, explanations of the L of P, Chapter and Consistory were given. Information was 
provided regarding the SRCF, its 50th anniversary campaign and the video. 

It is noted that the current membership data has not been submitted at this time. 

Communication 

Communication vehicles include the summons and website with a special insert in the 
summons to inform all members of special events or initiatives. There is a transition 
from one secretary to another so these vehicles may be expanded in future. III. Bro. 
Brian Gilkinson, 33° is the Valley liaison to the Supreme Council Communication 
Committee and is looking to utilizing the talents of a number of brethren who either had 
a professional background in media or have an interest in photography and writing to 
assist in communication initiatives. 

Leadership 

The leadership group consists primarily of the Officers and the Administrative Council, 
an advisory group to the TPGM and the MWS. It also acts as a training ground for future 
ruling officers as it incorporates the second and third senior officers within its ranks. 
These position rotate on and off the council with offices held while the six HIGs on the 
council have staggered three year terms. At present those desiring office submit an 
information sheet on their background by way of application to join an officer rotation. 

The Officer Nominating Committee considers the applicants and contacts the successful 
candidates and assigns them to the consideration of the TPGM and MWS. If found 
suitable the names are presented to the annual meeting at installation for confirmation. 
An officer manual as well as a list of expectations produced within the Valley is 
furnished to each new officer. We have not held officer training sessions but recognize 
the need for them as we progress to do the same with committees. 
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Valley Fellowship 

Social events included the Roy Memorial banquet, the annual banquet for the HIGs and 
their ladies and the annual meeting of the HIG group. 

Uniqueness of Valley 

One interesting feature is that Valley membership is split between two different 
consistories yet the brethren continue to work seamlessly in harmony with the work of 
the Valley and to visit these consistories in support of the each other. The Penny 
campaign, national in scope, had its germination in the Valley and was concluded as of 
October 2013 

Valley’s Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

The membership initiative of the Scottish Rite degree team, which usually confers the 
third degree in craft lodges within the Valley and offers information on the Rite 
augments the Master Night programmes presented. Written material such as pamphlets 
and the Clarion are available for distribution at these events. Information presentations 
in craft lodges have been presented in the past but not in this past year, as I recall. 
However, management of the degree team has passed to another after the death of 
John Roy and a programme of craft lodge presentations will be developed and 
expanded in the future. 

The Valley held its third consecutive Master Masons’ Night in May 2014. These 
continue to build on the success of the first two. This underscored the importance of 
presenting such nights on a regular basis and the value of word of mouth advertising 
regarding the success of the first night’s presentation. Portions of the degrees were 
portrayed and the Lieutenant Grand Commander, III. Bro. Terry A. McLean, 33° brought 
remarks on behalf of Supreme Council. Everyone enjoyed the fellowship that followed. 

Financial Health 

I can inform you that the Valley is financially healthy and has significant assets to fund 
its operational requirements and its capital reserves. The preference for well-funded life 
memberships has been beneficial in generating these revenues and mitigates 
somewhat the impact of declining membership 

General 

The Valley of Peterborough has a very enthusiastic group of HIGs who support the work 
of the Valley. It is encouraging to see the Classes gradually increasing in number along 
with the very successful Master Mason nights. 

Special thanks to III. Bro. Brian W. Gilkinson, 33 “Active Member from the Valley of 
Peterborough for his support. 

Valiev of Toronto 

Membership 

In the last year there were 41 new members of the Toronto Grand Lodge of Perfection 
and 47 new members of the Toronto Sovereign Chapter Rose Croix. The membership 
count for the Toronto Grand Lodge of Perfection currently stands at 1939 and the 
Toronto Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix at 1604. 
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The Annual Master Mason evening held in May is now in its 13 th year. It has proven to 
be an invaluable asset as part of the membership recruitment initiative of the Valley. 

Communication 

The Valley has also actively pursued the use of electronic distribution of Summons and 
other notices to its membership. Email addresses are now available for over 39% (758 
members) of the Valley. Of these 638 Lodge of Perfection summonses sent by e-mail, 
and 523 for Rose Croix members receiving all material electronically. We hope that 
increased use of electronic communications will provide the Valley with considerable 
savings over the next few years. 

The Valley of Toronto continues to produce the Toronto Valley News in the spring and 
fall and III. Bro. Terry Sleightholm, 33° has taken over as the Editor. 

The Valley of Toronto continues to utilize its website ( www.vallevoftoronto.com) 
including a calendar system with the degree and rehearsal dates available. 

In addition all members that the Valley has email addresses for, receive a reminder of 
the upcoming degrees. This has proved to be quite successful. 

Leadership 

The Valley has an Officer Nominating Committee, extensive participation of Active and 
Past Active members of Supreme Council. 

The HIGs are engaged in the Valley through the Advisory Council. This has proved to 
be a useful forum for a variety of workshops and other activities. 

Valley Officers serve 1 year terms. 

Valley Fellowship 

The Valley of Toronto continues to hold an annual Robbie Burns Dinner on the fourth 
Thursday January. 

In June the 33° Brethren of the Valley of Toronto gathered for a very special evening 
with their Ladies to introduce those who will be honoured at Supreme Council in 
September. There are over 90 in attendance for the evening which is highlighted by the 
entertainment. 

The Oshawa Scottish Rite Club, composed of members from the Toronto Valley 
continues with their tradition of holding a Strawberry Social in the spring and a Turkey 
Supper in the fall. These very pleasant events attract Masonic brethren and their ladies 
from across Southern Ontario. 

The Valley is taking strides to recognize the members who have achieved 25 years, 50 
years and 60 plus years in Scottish Rite Freemasonry. At the May Lodge of Perfection 
Reunion two 60 year Scottish Rite Brethren, three 50 members and a number of 25 
year members were recognized. This coincided with our Sovereign Grand 
Commander’s Official Visit to the Valley and was very well received. 
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Uniqueness of Valley 

Most recently a Scottish Rite Research Society has been established in the Valley. 

Valley’s Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

The Valley Membership Committee has representatives from each the 5 Great Toronto 
Area Districts as well as from Ontario District. These District Representatives in turn 
have contacts in many of the over 100 Craft Lodges within these Districts. This allows 
good promotion of the Scottish Rite within these Districts. 

The Valley held its annual Master Mason Night on Thursday May 29. There were over 
80 Master Masons present along with 80 Valley Members and guests. The Master 
Masons were informed about the Scottish Rite and saw a presentation of the second 
half of the 16 th Degree. 

Financial Health 

The Valley of Toronto is in good financial health at this time. The Trustees meet with the 
investment council at least three times a year to review the portfolio for the Valley. An 
actuarial study was commissioned three years ago to assess the commuted funds and 
they were found to be adequate at that time. 

General 

A major challenge for the Valley of Toronto was the notice from Rameses Shriners that 
they would be selling the 3100 Keele Street location. The Valley of Toronto moved to 
York Masonic Temple in September 2013 prior to the commencement of the 2013 Fall 
Session. Although there were some challenges in the new location the transition went 
smoothly.

Report of the Deputy For 

QUEBEC 

To the Supreme Council, 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry 
of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

Let me begin by stating that things are well in the Valleys of Montreal and Quebec City. 

I have to complement the leaders of the various bodies for their enthusiasm and efforts 
during the year. The organization and ritual work is reminiscent of times past when 
indeed Scottish Rite stood for excellence of the highest order in Masonry in Quebec. 
This is due to a sincere effort on the part of the heads of the bodies to instill quality into 
their work. 
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There was an historic presentation of the 32 nd degree by the new French Consistory 
under the inspired leadership of Commander in Chief III. Bro Adrian Cretu. Starting 
many months in advance the parts were divvied out and studied. There was a visit to 
the Ottawa consistory which combined support to our Sovereign Grand Commander on 
the occasion of his official visit along with an opportunity to understudy the floor work 
and excellent ritual performance by the Ottawa Consistory. The Consistoire Phenix 
officers and participants repeated the same effort by visiting the Montreal English 
consistory prior to their own performance; consequently they had seen it worked twice 
before doing their own rendition. 

An invitation was extended and accepted by our Ottawa brethren to visit for the historic 
presentation in French. Ottawa Active Member III. Bro. Alan Arbuckle, 33°, Past Active 
III. Bro. Sam Kalinowsky, 33° and a distinguished delegation were received to the great 
pleasure of all. A sumptuous banquet was held post performance to celebrate the 
historic occasion and to fete our visitors. I had the honour of being received on my 
official visit and was delighted with the day.

The 
pilgrimage was well attended and it was my privilege to pipe for the assembly at the 
gravesite. After the ceremony, we retired to Moe’s Deli in Pointe Claire for some warm 
Masonic fellowship and an excellent Montreal smoked meat sandwich. 

Shortly before Christmas Past Active and former Deputy Philippe Decelles and I were 
involved with Milan Cobanov in the production of a short video for the benefit of the 
Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation’s 50th anniversary funds drive. It was the worst 
snowstorm of the winter to that point yet both Phil and the camera people (from Toronto 
8 hours) made it to the Scottish Rite Chambers in downtown Montreal to spend a few 
hours in support of the foundation. The final production result is available on the SRCF 
website. 

I visited the Valley of Quebec City on Maundy Thursday and witnessed an exceptional 
evening. The brethren in this chapter follow all the prescribed ritual in a bilingual manner 
adding a bit of their own tradition. The brethren warmly received me expressing their 
continued loyalty to the Sovereign Grand Commander and this Supreme Council. 
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During the year I had two pamphlets translated from English to French and printed for 
use by our local bodies. The first, is an excellent piece extolling the benefits of Scottish 
Rite Membership to craft lodge members and the second refers to the qualifications and 
duties of an Honorary Inspector General. I also had the officer’s manual booklet 
translated to further assist our officers in their work. I am grateful to III. Bro. and Past 
Deputy Pierre Phaneuf for his involvement in translating the pamphlets and very much 
indebted to III. Bro. Jacques Ruelland for the large amount of work in translating the 
officer’s manual. 

Ritual work during the year in the English lodges was very well done. The only time we 
might see a book would be due to a last minute illness or business trip, even then it was 
rare. Each of the degrees have established teams with individual members of many 
years standing. The French side is also showing the same if not greater dedication. At 
the start there were many books open on the French side, but there are now many 
virtuoso performances setting a high standard and splendid example for others. Open 
books are becoming an exception rather than the rule. 

Membership is increasing as a consequence of the vitality of our French bodies. Not 
that there isn’t vitality on the English side of the Rite, there is, but the numbers reflect 
the demographics of an older, one hundred year old institution. We continue to lose 
members from the 40’s and 50’s, the post war bubble period. The French side is not 
burdened by the same demographic situation and is indeed benefiting from a pent up 
demand. The decisions of a decade or so past are bearing fruit and I expect and hope 
this trend will continue and perhaps accelerate. 

The Sovereign Grand Commander asked us to consider hosting the Supreme Council 
Session in 2017 and so we started the process to select a site. After looking at a dozen 
hotels we have found what we believe to be an ideal site in downtown Montreal at a 
very reasonable price indeed. My thanks and congratulations are extended to III. Bro. 
Francois Nasraoui who has done an exceptional job both assisting in the selection of a 
site and negotiating a favorable rate on behalf of the Rite. Francois has also agreed to 
act as Chairman of the 2017 Supreme Council session if Montreal is successful in its 
application. I also want to thank the many members of our valleys who rallied to the 
cause when called upon to support the 2017 proposal. We now have a full team in 
place, capable of running the session. 

I wish to thank III. Bro. Jean Reed, 33° Active Member for Quebec for all his support 
during the past year and I look forward to his continued assistance going forward. I must 
also thank our Grand Registrars, III. Bros. John Leide, 33° Andre Lebeuf, 33° and 
Richard Guay, for their important contribution. 

I further wish to thank III. Bros. Brian Gilkinson, 33° Grand Secretary General and Ken 
Rutherford 33°for their assistance and wise counsel, and our office staff, Leslie Drake 
and Lucy Berthoud without whose help, things would certainly grind to a halt.

SASKATCHEWAN 

To the Supreme Council 33 Degree of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry of Canada Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

It is my pleasure to report on the condition and activities of Scottish Rite Freemasonry in 
the Valleys under my Jurisdiction, namely Saskatoon and Regina. 

Along with official visits to each Valley, I made fraternal visits for Reunions, installation, 
Christmas celebrations, and degree team visits to Craft Lodges. 

Valiev of Saskatoon 

Membership 

The Valley of Saskatoon consists of The Saskatoon Lodge of Perfection (149 
members), Saskatoon Chapter of Rose Croix (138 members), and Saskatoon 
Consistory (133 members).Each body had 8 new members, and the Valley had 3 
deaths (with membership in all three bodies) for a net gain of 5. 

Communication 

Regular Lodge Notices are sent out to cover a two month span. Most of our notices are 
now sent out by email. Those wishing hard copies receive them. Special notices are 
sent by email, or regular mail for Reunions. We only confer degrees at Reunions in 
February (Perfection), Easter(Rose Croix), and October(Consistory).Email notices are 
sent out as reminders for executive meetings, practices, or any special meeting as 
required. 

Leadership 

In the last few years, Saskatoon has been fortunate to have no overlap of officers in all 
three bodies except for Secretary-Treasurer and Almoner. Most of the Honorary 
Inspectors-General take an active role in the degree work as participants or Directors. 
They are hardworking, and provide both leadership and mentoring roles. 

Valley Fellowship 

At the Consistory Reunion in October, Regina members come to Saskatoon to assist 
with the Tents and Standards. Likewise some Saskatoon members go to Regina and 
assist with the work in their 32 nd degree. In the past few years Regina has requested the 
Saskatoon 24 th degree travelling team to go and portray the 24 th degree. This travelling 
team has already agreed to go to Sioux City again this fall, and portray the 24 th degree. 
(This will mark our second time going there, with a reciprocal visit from them three years 
ago. 

Uniqueness of Valley 

The Saskatoon Valley has a high percentage of younger thirty-thirds. As long as I have 
been Deputy, I have tried to elevate a younger member, and then a more mature 
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member. The ritual work is very good, but we are lacking in social activities. In January, 
we have an installation banquet in the evening (which follows the installation of officers 
in the afternoon).The ladies are invited, as well as the fraternal ladies. The fraternal 
ladies are picked up by Lodge members, escorted and taken home again. They are all 
introduced, given all courtesies, and presented with a small gift as a token of our 
appreciation for their attendance. This has proven to be a very successful evening, but 
that is all we do. We need to do more. 

Valley's Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

The Valley of Saskatoon has a second degree team, which confers the second degree 
in full costume. They portray this degree in and around Saskatoon. Many of the 
members of this degree team are younger members who do excellent work. This has a 
lasting impression on the members of those Lodges who are not members of the 
Scottish Rite. It also helps that many of our Scottish Rite members are regular attenders 
of their own craft Lodges. (Including five Grand Masters). 

Financial Health 

The Auditors Report indicates that this Valley is in a good financial position, and I know 
that our Secretary-Treasurer is fully competent, and does an excellent job. 

General 

The Valley of Saskatoon is an excellent place to visit. The environment in the room is 
warm and friendly. The more mature brethren are willing to give the younger ones a 
chance, even to make mistakes, and learn by them so they improve. As stated earlier, 
the thirty-thirds are hardworking and co-operative. This positive attitude has done, and 
will continue to serve the Valley of Saskatoon well. 

Valley of Regina 

Membership 

The Regina Lodge of Perfection consists of 307 members, with 8 initiates and 18 
deaths, the Regina Chapter of Rose Croix has 294 members, with 7 initiates and 17 
deaths, and the Saskatchewan Consistory has 270 members with9 initiates and 16 
deaths. This was an overall average loss of 9 members. 

Communication 

The major form of communication is through monthly notices, again mostly email with 
some mail-outs for those who don't have computers. The Regina Valley, like Saskatoon 
portrays degrees at Reunions three times a year (fall, Easter and spring). Reunion 
notices are complete with cast members, officers, and of course candidates. 

Leadership 

Although there is very little overlap of officers in the three bodies, there is difficulty at 
times in getting those officers to commit. Of course there are very experienced Actives 
and Past Actives in this Valley, as well as hardworking HIGS. What is beginning to 
trouble me is that the nominating committee has not put forward any names for HIG in 
the last few years. I will be taking a closer look at this in the future to look for positive 
solutions. 
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Valley Fellowship 

On the Saturday of the Perfection and Consistory unions, a sumptuous lunch is held for 
the members in the lower hall of the Masonic Temple. In late November, A Christmas 
dinner and fraternal ladies night is held at the RUSI Center. This is a wonderful 
occasion, full of goodwill, good food, fellowship and some degree of excitement over the 
approaching Christmas Season. The turnout for this occasion has been excellent. 

Uniqueness of Valley 

As mentioned previously, Saskatoon and Regina visit back and forth and help each 
other in the portrayal of the work. This provides an opportunity for goodwill and 
fellowship which both Valleys enjoy. 

Valley's Connections to and support of Craft Lodges 

A majority of the members of the Regina Valley are active members and officers in the 
Craft Lodges in their area including three Grand Masters. 

Financial Health 

This Valley is in good shape financially, with an excellent Secretary and Treasurer at the 
helm. 

General 

The Valley of Regina is a place where visitors are welcomed with open arms, and their 
hospitality is second to none. My only concern is the advancement of younger men to 
office, and promotion of deserving brethren to HIGS.

I would like to express my thanks and appreciation to the Grand Secretary General, III. 
Bro. Brian Gilkinson 33°, and to the Supreme Council staff in the persons of III. Bro. Ken 
Rutherford,33° Executive Secretary, Ms. Leslie Drake and Mrs. Lucy Berthoud for all 
your assistance throughout the year.

On November 20, 2013, the Valley of Hamilton lost one of 
its most iconic members in the person of III. Bro. John 
Ingram Carrick, 33°. John was predeceased by his wife of 
sixty years, Marjorie (2006) and is survived by his son 
John David Carrick. He was born in Airdrie Lanarkshire, 
Scotland on October 15, 1919. The family immigrated to 
Hamilton in 1922. He attended both public and high 
school in Hamilton and commenced employment with 
Dominion Foundries and Steel (Dofasco) in 1940. 

John joined the Canadian Army during World War 2. He 
served in the 1 st Corps - Canadian Survey Regiment as a 
front line surveyor in England, Africa, Italy and Northwest 
Europe.

In 1984 he was 
appointed by Grand Lodge as Grand Senior Warden (Honorary). 

III. Bro. Carrick joined Murton Lodge of Perfection in November 1955, Hamilton

receiving his 32 nd Degree on November 9 of that year. He served Moore Sovereign 
Consistory as Commander-in-Chief in 1976 and 1977. He became an Honorary 
Inspector-General in Hamilton on September 12, 1975. John served as Executive 
Secretary of Supreme Council from 1985 to 1988. He was coroneted a Sovereign 
Grand Inspector-General in Vancouver on September 10, 1988. He also served as 
President of Towers Inc., the holding body for all the material assets of the Hamilton 
Scottish Rite facilities and became a member of the Royal Order of Scotland in 1981. 

John hobbies were golf, gardening and photography. He never tired of serving his 
Brethren in all phases of Freemasonry. He will be sorely missed.

Niagara Valley and Masonry in general were saddened to 
learn that III. Bro. Donald Wilfred Dixon, 33“passed away 
peacefully at the Rapelje Lodge in Welland, Ontario on 
August 23, 2014 in his 89 th year. Don was the loving 
husband of 64 years to Betty and dear father of Darlene 
Lepp, Greg Dixon, and Brenda Neilson and cherished 
grandfather and great-grandfather to numerous 
grandchildren and great-grandchildren. 

Donald Wilfred Dixon was born in Elkhorn, Manitoba on 
December 21,1925. He was the elder son of Wilfred and 
Leone Dixon and spent his early childhood on the family 
farm. He received his education at the University of Manitoba, Agriculture Department. 
This was interrupted when he joined the Canadian Army and served overseas with the 
Queen’s Own Cameron Highlanders. After discharge in 1946, he moved to London, 
Ontario and began a new career in Funeral Directing, graduating from the Canadian 
School of Embalming at the Banting Institute in Toronto in 1949. After serving at 
various funeral homes in Ontario, III. Bro. Dixon moved to Fonthill, Ontario in 1959 and 
purchased the Drake & Barron Funeral home that had been established in 1887. 

III. Bro. Dixon was active in various community organizations, having served as 
President of the Fonthill Lions Club, as a volunteer Fire Fighter and President of the 
Niagara District Funeral Services Association. In addition, he served on the Fonthill 
Hydro Commission for 17 years and was on the Advisory Board of the Canadian 
National Institute for the Blind in the Niagara area. He was Secretary-Treasurer for the 
Garden City Hunt Club and was a member of the Fonthill United Church for fifty-five 
years. 

III. Bro. Dixon was initiated, passed and raised in St. John’s Lodge No. 40, A.F. & A.M., 
and G.R.C. in 1955. On moving to Fonthill in 1959, he affiliated with Phoenix Lodge No. 
535, A.F. & A.M., G.R.C. and served as Worshipful Master in 1970 and subsequently as 
Lodge Secretary. Don was President of the Past Master’s and Officers Association of 
Niagara “B” in 1972 and was elected District Deputy Grand Master of Niagara “B” in 
1982. III. Bro. Dixon served on the Board of General Purposes as Chairman of 
Deceased Brethren for a number of years. 

His Scottish Rite involvement began when he received his 14° in Elgin Lodge of 
Perfection in Niagara Falls in 1972, his 18 ° in Niagara Chapter of Rose Croix in 1973, 
and his 32° at Moore Sovereign Consistory in Hamilton in May 1973. He served on the 
Niagara Valley Executive Committee since 1977. 

On September 9, 1982, III. Bro. Dixon, 33“was coroneted an Honorary Inspector- 
General in Fredericton, New Brunswick and on September 16, 1989 was crowned a 
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Sovereign Grand Inspector-General in Ottawa, Ontario. He was admitted to the Royal 
Order of Scotland in 1989 and served as an Officer in that body for a number of years. 

Niagara Valley has indeed lost a valued member and a dedicated Mason.

It is with great sadness that we note the passing of III. Bro. 
William Alexander (Sandy) Milligan, 33°on June 23, 2014 in 
Edmonton, Alberta. 

III. Bro. Milligan was born in Calgary, Alberta on December 
24, 1919, attending school in that city until 1935, when his 
family moved to Edmonton. There he completed his formal 
education. In 1937, he became an apprentice plumber. 

In 1941, Sandy enlisted in the Canadian Army, serving in 
many areas of Canada, Great Britain and North-West 
Europe, returning with the North Nova Scotia Highlanders to 
be honourably discharged on February 8, 1946. 


He joined the Alberta Government Service as a plumbing inspector in July, 1947, and in 
November, 1948, became the Chief Plumbing Inspector for the Province of Alberta, 
retiring on July 31, 1979. 


On November 16, 1946, Sandy married Helen Doreen Elder in Knox United Church in 
Edmonton, and they had 2 children, John Alexander and Marian Audrey (Johnson). He 
was President of the Pleasantview Home and School Association in 1961 and President 
of the Strathcona High School Home and School Association in 1967. Helen passed 
June 23, 1987 and Sandy re-married on September 2, 1988 to Lois Jean Blair. 


III. Bro. Milligan was initiated into Saskatchewan Lodge #92, G.R.A. on September 26, 
1946, passed October 24, 1946, and raised November 28, 1946. He served as 
Worshipful Master of his lodge from December 1960 to December 1961. He was 
elected District Deputy Grand Master of Masonic District #12 from June 1967 to June, 

1968. He was then elected to a 3 year term on the Alberta Grand Lodge Board of 
General Purposes, commencing in June, 1969. Also, Sandy served as General 
Chairman of the Banff Spring Masonic Workshop in April 1971. He was elected Junior 
Grand Warden in June 1971 and was installed as Grand Master of Masons in Alberta in 
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June 1975. In 2011, he received his 50 year anniversary pin in recognition of serving as 
Past Worshipful Master of Saskatchewan Lodge #92. 

III. Bro. Milligan was also very active in Scottish Rite Masonry, receiving his 14° in 
February 1956, his 18° in April 1957, and his 32° in November 1957. He was Thrice 
Puissant Grand Master of the Edmonton Lodge of Perfection 1965-66. In addition to all 
his other involvements, Sandy served as Treasurer of the Valley of Edmonton from 
1968 to 1984. He was coroneted an Honorary Inspector-General, 33° in Calgary, AB on 
September 17, 1971. Served as Commander-in-Chief of the Alberta Consistory in 1973, 
and was crowned Active Member in Moncton, NB, September 9, 1978. He served as 
Deputy for Alberta & NWT from 1979 to 1992. Sandy became a life member of the 
Valley of Edmonton in 1985 and in June 2012, belatedly received his 50 th Anniversary 
pin and certificate recognizing his long-term membership in the Valley of Edmonton. 

In addition to the Scottish Rite, Sandy was also a member of the Al Azhar (Al Shamal) 
Temple Shriners since June 1958, and of the Royal Order of Scotland since November 
1967. 

III. Bro. Milligan’s funeral service was held on Thursday, July 31, 2014 at the Connelly & 
McKinley Funeral Home in Edmonton and donations were made to the Scottish Rite 
Charitable Foundation on his behalf.

III. Bro. Thomas Raymond Powell 33°, Past Active Member of 
Supreme Council, was born in Toronto, Ontario, May 9th, 

1923 where he received his education at Carlton Public 
School and Western Technical/Commercial School. In 1939, 
he left school and began work as a stenographer for the 
Canadian National Railway. In 1942, he enlisted in the 
R.C.A.F. where he served in the Eastern Air Command, 
receiving his discharge in 1944 as a Radar Technician on 
Fogo Island. 

He rejoined the CNR as Passenger Traffic Representative in 
Toronto, Brantford, Hamilton and London. Deciding to settle 
down in London, he purchased a restaurant business and 
opened a men's wear store in the North London business area and during this period 
was a Director of the London Branch of the Canadian Restaurant Association, and 
served as President at the North London Merchants Association. In 1960 he sold his 
interest in both businesses and became associated with Graham and Graham Municipal 
Contractors as Public Relations Officer. In 1965 he formed Abco Printing which 
eventually became Abco Copy Cat Limited which operated in downtown London and 
East London for many years. 
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He was a member of the Anglican Church and his interests in municipal and community 
affairs included service on the City of London Traffic Committee and membership in the 
Rotary and Kiwanis Clubs. In his business, civic and community roles, he represented 
Masonry well in the minds of many non-Masons, and so brought honour to the fraternity 
by his example. 

In craft masonry, III. Bro. Powell joined St. John's Lodge No. 209a on April 9, 1954 
where he served as Worshipful Master in 1975. He was also an affiliated member of 
Centennial Lodge No. 684 and London Daylight Lodge No. 735. He was appointed 
Grand Senior Deacon of the Grand Lodge A.F. & A.M. of Canada in the Province of 
Ontario in July 1987. 

In Scottish Rite, our brother received his 14th Degree in the London Lodge of Perfection 
on November 22, 1955, his 18th degree in the London Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix 
on May 28, 1956 and his 32nd degree in Moore Sovereign Consistory on November 9, 
1956. He served as Most Wise Sovereign of the London Sovereign Chapter of Rose 
Croix in 1981. 

III. Bro. Powell was coroneted an Honorary Inspector-General in Regina, Saskatchewan 
on September 11,1976 and was crowned a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General on 
September 14, 1985 in London Ontario. He joined the ranks of Past Active in 1991. 

III. Bro. Powell joined Mocha Shrine in 1957 and served with dedication in several units. 
He was a Past President of the Mocha Temple Trumpet Band and a Charter Director of 
the London Shrine Club. In 1972, he was instrumental in forming the Alumni Unit of 
Mocha Temple. He was a Life Member of the International Cabiri, the Camel Coach Unit 
and Hillbilly Clan 59. For many years he served on the Divan, eventually serving as 
Potentate in 1974. He is also a Past Director of the Royal Order of Jesters. 

III. Bro. Powell, 33° passed to the Grand Lodge Above at Highview Residences, London 
on June 5, 2014 at the age of 91.

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ILL BRO. JOHN ROSS MATHESON, 33° 

O.C., K. St. J., C.D., Q.C., M.A., LL.M, LL.D, F.R.E.S., F.S.A.S.(Scot), F.R.C.H.S. 


The Honourable John Ross Matheson 
of Kingston ON; formerly of 
Gananoque, Rideau Ferry, Ottawa, 
Brockville, Barrie, Toronto, Kingston, 
Montreal, and Quebec City; passed 
away December 27, 2013, from 
respiratory complications, in the loving 
presence of his family at Kingston 
General Hospital. The oldest child of 
Gertrude (McCuaig) and Rev. 

Alexander Gawson Matheson, John 
was born in Arundel, Quebec and 
raised in Quebec City. He attended 
Queen's University, graduating in 1940 
with an Honours Bachelor of Arts 
degree in Economics. 

Captain John Matheson served in World War II with the First Regiment, Royal Canadian 
Horse Artillery, 1 st Canadian Infantry Division. In December 1943, as a Forward Artillery 
Observation Officer, during the battle for Ortona, Italy, a shell burst drove six small 
shards of shrapnel through his steel helmet and into his brain. Triaged on the battlefield 
as dead, he was saved by field doctors after being found barely alive, abandoned on a 
gurney. Told that he would be bedridden for the rest of his life, Brother Matheson, with 
great determination, regained limited mobility, but endured continual pain for the rest of 
his life. His son, Roderick Matheson, said that his father’s near-death experience drove 
him to live life to the fullest. He convalesced at several hospitals in Europe and finally at 
the Veterans Hospital in Sainte-Anne-de-Bellevue, Quebec, where he met Edith Bickley, 
They married in 1945, after which John studied Law at Osgoode Hall, graduating in 
1948. He later earned degrees from Mount Allison University (Master of Arts), and the 
University of Western Ontario (Master of Laws). In 1948 John and Edith settled in 
Brockville, where he was a founding member of the firm Matheson, Henderson and 
Hart. 

III. Bro. Matheson was appointed a Queen's Counsel in 1967. He received Honorary 
Doctorates from Queen's University and the Royal Military College in Kingston. John's 
loyalty and service to his alma mater, Queen's University, were exemplified by his 
Chairmanship of the Board of Management of Queen's Theological College, tenure as a 
"University Councillor”, founding membership in the Cha Gheill Society, and two 
decades on the Board of Trustees. 

John Matheson was elected Federal Member of Parliament for Leeds in a 1961 by- 
election, and re-elected in 1962, 1963, and 1965. He served as Parliamentary 
Secretary to Prime Minister Lester B. Pearson and shared an office with the Hon. Pierre 
Elliott Trudeau. 
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In 1968, III. Bro. Matheson returned to the practice of law and was appointed Judge for 
the Judicial District of Ottawa-Carleton. In 1979 he moved to the County Court of 
Lanark, at Perth Ontario, and ini 985 he was appointed a Judge of the District Court of 
Ontario and served on the Ontario Court of Justice (General Division) from 1990 to 
1992. 

John Matheson was a co-designer of the Canadian flag. He was a leading member of 
the parliamentary committee, which promoted the adoption of the Canadian Maple Leaf 
flag by Parliament in 1965. He was credited by the then Prime Minister Lester B. 
Pearson, as the one who had the most to do with successfully shepherding the flag 
debate through Parliament. The Hon. John Turner, Canada’s 17 th Prime Minister, 
stated that: “at the first raising of the new flag on Parliament Hill on February 15, 1965, 
he realized that Canada had changed, a new nation had dawned, in large part because 
of John Ross Matheson.” John Matheson was author of the book "Canada's Flag: A 
Search for a Country” published in 1980, and he also published in 1982, a small book of 
poetry “Sinews of the Heart”. 

John Matheson had the inspiration for and played a leading role in drafting the 
qualifications for membership, and in the design of the snowflake emblem, for the Order 
of Canada in 1967. He was made an officer of the Order in 1993 upon his stepping 
down from the Bench as a Judge. In a speech to a Masonic gathering in Ottawa, III. Bro. 
Matheson explained how Masonic philosophy had guided him, and was embedded in 
the guidelines, for the awarding this prestigious Order of Canada. He took great pride in 
this accomplishment. 

Heraldry was one of III. Bro. Matheson’s passionate pursuits. During his work to create 
the Canadian flag, he found that Heraldic authority for Canada still resided in England. 
This proved difficult and provided motivation for him help establish an independent 
Canadian Heraldic Authority, now at Government House, Ottawa. 

Proud of his military associations, he held honorary militia appointments as Lt. Col. and 
then Col. with the 30 th Field, 1st Artillery Regiment, Royal Canadian Artillery, from 1972 
to 1982. In 2009 an entrance to Canadian Forces Base Kingston, was named “the 
Matheson Gate”. 

Among his many honours and associations, III. Bro. Matheson was named Brockville 
Citizen of the Year in 1967. In 2013, the city named one of its historic downtown streets 
the “John Ross Matheson Way”. In 1999, he was the first recipient of the Distinguished 
Service Award from the Canadian Association of Former Parliamentarians. He was a 
Knight of Justice in the Venerable Order of Saint John and a Knight Commander of 
Merit in the Order of Lazarus. He received the Canadian Centennial Medal, the Queen 
Elizabeth II Silver Jubilee Medal, the 125 th Anniversary of Confederation of Canada 
Medal, and the Canadian Forces Decoration. 

John Matheson was lifelong member of the United Church of Canada, most recently 
Chalmers United Church in Kingston. 
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John was adored and will be dearly missed by loving wife Edith (Bickley) and their six 
children: Duncan, Wendy (Simpson), Jill (Van Every), Donald, Roderick, and Murdoch, 
eighteen grandchildren, and one great grandson. 

III. Bro. John Ross Matheson was a devoted student of Freemasonry, an active member 
of numerous Craft Lodges and related Masonic Orders. With great determination, he 
attended meetings of the various bodies until his passing.

News of the sudden passing of John Hayman Roy in late 
November, 2013 was met with the sincere and profound 
regret of his many friends in Craft Masonry, the Scottish Rite 
and the York Rite. 

John was born on September 16, 1930 in Westville, Nova 
Scotia. Given that date in September we can assume he was 
destined to receive conferral of the thirty- third degree at 
some point in his future and by his place of birth it can be 
assumed that he would become a good man, utterly 
deserving of that honour and many others he received during 
his life’s journey. His was a life of faithful service to his family, 
his employer, his community and to the constellation of 
Masonic bodies to which he belonged. 

These remarks are taken primarily from a biographical sketch of John when he was 
named the reunion honoree in the Valley of Peterborough in 2005. 

Although a true Maritimer - upon graduation from Mount Allison University in 1953, he 
moved inland and began his business career at International Nickel at Copper Cliff, 
Ontario. He joined Eldorado Nuclear in Port Hope, eventually retiring from its service in 
1986 as Production and Technical Manager - Metallurgical Products. His talents were 
so well respected that, in his mid-seventies, he was requested to assist in the 
production of an alloy of metals when it proved an extraordinarily difficult process for the 
company to accomplish without his expertise. 

It was while he was at Mount Allison that John met his future wife, Ruth Briggs of 
Plaster Rock, New Brunswick. They married in 1957 and were blessed with two sons, 
Donald and David. In due time they were blessed with the arrival of grandchildren. 

John’s Masonic career commenced in 1959 with his initiation into Ontario Lodge No. 26.
